NOTES ON THE ACTS OF THE 

APOSTLES. 



AuTHOR^St. Luke, the Evangelist. 
Proofs of this: — 

1. In the preface of Acts allusion is made to a '^ former 

treatise of all that Jesus began both to do and 
teach until the day in which he was taken up" — 
thus showing that the author of Acts had written 
a narrative of our Lord's life. 

On referring to the Gospels, we find that of St. 
Luke dedicated, like Acts, to Theopbilus. Hence 
we infer that this Gospel is the "former treatise" 
mentioned, and that, consequently, Luke wrote 
the Acts. 

2. The style of Luke's Gospel is the same as that of 

the Acts. 

3. The Early Church unanimously attributed the Acts 

to Luke. 

We infer, from his using the pronoun "we" in parts of 
the narrative of St. Paul's joumeyings, that Luke was a 
eompanion of that Apostle. 

This appears also from — 

1. Paul speaking in his Epistles of a Luke being 

with nim. 

2. The Testimony of the Fathers, (especially Eusebius). 
From the mentions of himself in connection with Paul, 

we gain from Acts the following particulars about hin^: — 
He joined Paul at Troas, on the latter's Second Apos- 
tolic Journey — was left hj Paid at Philippi — wai 
taken thence by him on his Third Journey — accom- 
panied him to Jerusalem — was with him during his 
imprisonment at Csesarea — ^and accomQasiifid \si^ v^ 
Borne. 
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The mentions of him by Paul are ; — 

1. ^^LvJce^ the beloved physician^ and Demas greet 

you." — Coloss, 

(In this passage Paul sends salutations from 
several other persons "of the circumcision.^ 
Luke is not ot this number; — hence we infer 
that he was a Gentile). 

2. " Marcus, Aristarchus, Demas, Lucas, my fellow- 

labourers." — Phile. 

(The Epistles in which these allusions are found 
were written during Paul's first Imprisonment). 

3. "Only LvJce is with me."— 2 Tim. 

(This was written during Paul's second Im- 
prisonment). 

Putting together the materials we derive from Scripture 
and Tradition, we may construct the following connected 
narrative of St. Luke's Life : — 

He was of O entile parentage, — horn at Antioch, — 
educated as a physician, — converted to Judaism, and 
then to Christianity, (perhaps hy Pavl). 

He joined Paul at Troas, on the latter's Second 
Apostolic Journey, — was left by him at Philippi, — 
was taken thence by him on his Third Journey, — 
accompanied him to Jerusalem, — was with him during 
his imprisonment at Csesarea, — accompanied him to 
Home, — and was with him during his first and second., 
imprisonments in that city. 

he laboured in Gaul, after PauVs death, and sufered 
martyrdom in Greece or Bi^hynia, hy heiTig hanged on 
an olive tree, set. 84. 

(N.B. — The points not derived from Scripture are in Italics)^ 

Place and Time of writing : — probably at Rotm, 
luring Paul's two years' imprisonment there, (a.d. 61-63). * 

Sources op Luke's information : — 

1. For the period of his axicompanying Pad, — his 

own eye-witness. 

2. For the pei'iod preceding his joining Paul, and for 

occasions when he was not with the Apostle, — his 
association with Timothy, Titus, Silas, Barnabas, 
and others, and with Paul himself, (who, doubt- 
less, supplied the narrative of Stephen's death). 
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Evidences of the truthpolness of the narrative: — 

1. His agreement with ancient authors in his men- 

tions of the religion, manners, and politics of the 
peoples he names. 

2. The correctness of his descriptions of places he 

professes to have visited. 

3. The marvellous agreement between the Acts and 

Paul's Epistles. 

4. The discourses he records of Stephen, Peter, Paul, 

&c., are all, (unlike those attributed by Livy and 
other ancient historians to different persons, but 
really manufactured by themselves), various in 
stvle, — characteristic of what we know of the 
speakers, — and eminently apropos to the circum- 
stances under which they were severally delivered. 

Purpose of the Acts : — to complete the narrative, begun 
in Luke's Gospel, of the Establishment of Chnsiianitt/, 
His Gospel carries the history down from the birth of 
John the Baptist to the Besurrection ; in Acts it is resumed 
with the Besurrection, and continued to the introduction 
of the Gospel by Paul to Kome. 

While intended for all ages, both LvJc^s Oospd and the 
Acts were written with a special view to instructing Theo- 
phUiis and other catechumens, — and to show the Oentile 
nations that the Gospel was for them also, and not for the 
Jews alone. 

Plan op the Book : — is clearly indicated by Luke in 
his Preface : — 

"Ye shall receive power, after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you ; and ye shall be witnesses unto me 
both in Jerusalem, and in a?l Judsea, and in Samaria, 
and unto the uttermost part of the earth." 

Guided by this indication, we can thus divide the 
contents of Acts : — 

Fart I. The Outpouring of the Holy Spirit, and the 
witness borne "in Jerusalem," (cs. I-vii). 

Part IL The witness borne "in Judsea and Samaria," 

(cs. VIII-XIl). 

Part HI. The witness borne " unto the uttermost 
part of the earth," (c. xiii-end). 
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PART L 

The Preface, inolading an Aocoont of the 

Resurrection. 

" The former treatise have I made, O Theophilus^ of all 
that Jesus began both to do and teach, until the day in 
which he was taken up, after that he through the Holy 
Ghost had given commandments unto the apostles whom 
he had chosen ; to whom also he shewed himself alive after 
his passion by many infallible proofs, being seen of them 
farti/ days^ and speaking of the things pertaining to the 
kingdom of Ood; and, being assembled together vnXh them^ 
commanded them that they should not depart from Jeru- 
salem, but wait for the promise of the Father ^ Which, saith 
he, ye have heard of me. For John truly baptized with 
water ; but ye shall be baptized with the Holy Ghost not 
manv days nence. 

when they therefore were corns together y they asked of 
him, sa3dng. Lord, wilt thou at this time restore again the 
kingdom to Israel? And he said unto them, It is not for 
YOU to know the times or the seasons, which the Father 
hath put in his own power. But ye shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is come upon you ; and ye shall 
be witnesses unto me both in Jerusalem, and in all Judaea, 
and in Samaria, and unto the uttermost part of the earth. 

And when he had spoken these things, while they be- 
held, he was taken up ; and a cloud received him out of 
their sight. And while they looked stedfastly toward 
heaven as he went up, behold, two men stood by them in 
white apparel ; which also said, Ye men of Galilee, why 
stand ye gazing up into heaven ? this same JesuSy which is 
taken up from you into heaven, shall so come in like 
vnanner as ye have seen him go into heaven." 

NOTBS. 

Former treatise: — Luke's Gk>8pel. 

Theophilvs: — probably some distinguished convert at 
Nero's court. 

Forty days: — the time that Moses was on Sinai, and 
that Christ fasted. 

Kingdom of Ood: — ^the visible Church. Christ, doubt- 
less, instructed the Apostles during these forty days about 
the orgauizatiou and order of the Church. 
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Being assembled together with them. This was at His 
tenth aad last appearance, as recorded by Luke iu his 
Gospel, and occurred at Jerusalem. 

The promise of the Father: — ^the Holy Spirit. 
Which ye have heard of me. The promise of the Holy 
Spirit to the Apostles is recorded by John in the last great 
discourse of our Lord, before His Crucifixion : — 

" I will pray the Father, and He shall give you 
another comforter, even the Spirit of truth." 

When they therefore were come together: — at Bethany, 
where, Luke informs us in his Gk)spel, Christ led the 
Apostles after His last appearance, and where the Eesur- 
rection then took place. 

This same Jesus, This proves that Christ preserves His 
human nature. 

In like manner y — t.e., "suddenly, mysteriously, 'with 
power and great glorj,' Mn the douds of heaven,^ and 
attended by His *holy angels.' '* 



The account of the Besurrection given by Luke in his 
Gospel is as follows : — 

'^ And he led them out as far as to Bethany ; and he 
lifted up his hands, and blessed them. And it came 
to pass, while he blessed them, he was parted from 
them, and carried up into heaven.'' 

The Apostles return to Jerusalem after the 

Resurrection. 

"Then returned they unto Jerusalem from the mount 
called Olivetf which is from Jerusalem a sabbath d/mfs 
journey. And when they were come in, they went up into 
an upper room, where abode both Peter, and James, and 
John, and Andi'ew, Philip, and Thomas, Bartholomew, and 
Matthew, James the son of Alphaeus, and Simon Zelotes, 
and Judas the brother of James. These all continued 
with one accord in prayer and supplication, with the women^ 
and Mary the mother ofJesus^ ana with his brethren,** 

Notes. 
Olivet: — ^the same as the Mount of Olives. 
4 sabbath day^sjoumeyiSkhonit Sim^^* 
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An upper room: — ^probably the one where the last supper 
Iras eaten, and which the Apostles had since used for their 
meetings. 

The women: — Mary Magdalene, Salome, Johannah, and 
Susannali. 

Mary the mother of Jesus: — ^the last mention of Mary.- 

His brethren: — either our Lord's own brothers, or the 

sons of Mary's sister. 

• ^^^"^-^^ 

The list of the Apostles given by Luke in Acts is the 

same as that in his Gospel, with the following exceptions: — 
1,. In Acts he omits Peter's other name * Simon.' 
2. „ „ Judas Iscariot, who was then dead. 

Matthias is ohosen in place of Judas. 

'' And in those days Peter stood up in the midst of the 
disciples, and said, (the number of namss together were 
about an hundred and twenty), 

Men and brethren, this scripture must needs have been 
fulfilled, which the Holy Ghost by the mouth of David 
spake before concerning Judas, which was guide to them 
tnat took Jesus. For he was numbered with us, and had 
obtained part of this ministry. Now this man purchased 
a field with the reward of iniquity ; and falling headlong, 
he burst asunder in the midst, and all his bowels gushed 
out. (And it was known tmto all the dweUers at Jerusalem; 
insomuch as that field is called in their proper tongue, 
Aceldama, that is to say, The field of blood). For it is 
written in the book of Fsalms, Let his habitation be 
desolate, and let no man dwell therein : and his bishoprick 
let another take. Wherefore of these men which have 
companied with us all the time that the Lord Jesus went 
in and out among us, beginning from the baptism of John, 
unto that same day that he was taken up from us, must 
one be ordained to be a witness with us of his resurrection. 
And they appointed two, Joseph called Barsabas, who was 
sumamed Justus, and Matthias. And they prayed, and 
said, Thou, Lord, which knowest the hearts of all men, 
shew whether of these two thou hast chosen, that he may 
take part of this ministry and apostleship, from which 
Judas by transgression fell, that he might go to his ovm place. 

And they gave forth their lots; and the lot fell upon 
Matthias ; and he was numbered with the eleven apostles." 
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Notes. 

In those days; — ^between Ascension and Pentecost. 
Names; — church-members. 
Men and brethren; — should be, Men, brethren. 
This scripture ; — ^the passage he presently quotesj "Let 
his habitation/' &c. 

Concerning Judas, David's allusion in the Psalm men- 
tioned is to Doe^, who, in his treachery to David, Christ's 
type, was himself a type of Judas, — and thus the words, 
unconsciously to David, were intended by the Holy Spirit 
to apply to Judas also. 

Part = the office. 

Falling headlong; — after hanging himself, which Peter 
does not here mention, because it was known to those 
present. 

And it was hnoum field of blood. This is not part 

of Peter's speech, but a parenthesis introduced by Lake, 
for the information of his readers. 

Aceldama: — is Syro-Chaldaic. 

The account given by Matthew of Judas's death is as 
follows : — 

'* Then Judas, which had betrayed him, when he saw 
that he was condemned, repentea himself, and brought 
again the thirty pieces of silver to the chief priests and 
elders, saying, I have sinned in that I have betrayed the 
innocent blood. And they said. What is that to us ? see 
thou to that. And he cast down the pieces of silver in 
the temple, and departed, and went and hanged himself. 
And the chief priests took the silver pieces, and said. It is 
not lawful for to put them into the treasury, because it is 
the price of blood. And they took counsel, and bought 
with them the potter's field, to bury strangers in. "Where- 
fore that field was called, The field of blood, unto this day." 

In the hook of Psalms, The quotation is made up of 
passages from two Psalms. They are — 

1. *'Let their habitation be desolate; and let none 

dwell in their tents." 
This occurs in a Psalm in which David complains of 
his enemies. 

2. "Let Ids days be few; and let another take hia. 

office." 
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Thifl oocun in a Psalm Id which David demniDoes the 
treachery of Do^y who told Saul of his going to Nob, and 
of the succour anorded to him there by Ahimelech. 

BUkoprick a office* 

These men which have campanied with u$: — ^the Seventy. 
Appointed a nominated. 

Barsabas, Nothing further is known of him, unless he 
was, ajB some suppose, the same as Barnabas. 

Matthias, Nothing further is, with certainty, known of 
him. Tradition says he preached, and suffer^ martyrdom 
in Ethiopia. 

Ministry and apostleship = ministry of apostleship. 
His own place: — Hell. He had made it his own by 
his sin. 

The Outpooring of the Holy Spirit on the day 
of Fenteoost ; Peter's address to the people, 
and its result. May 27^^, a.d, 30. 

" And when the day of Pentecost was fully come, they 
inrere all with one accord m one place. And suddenly there 
came a sound from heaven, as of a rushing mighty wind, 
and it filled all the house where they were sitting. And 
there appeared unto them cloven tongues^ like as of fire, 
and it sat upon each of them. And they were all fillea 
with the H^y Ghost, and began to speak with other tojigties, 
as the Spirit gave them utterance. 

And there were dwelling at Jerusalem Jews, devout men, 
out of every nation uucier heaven. Now when this was 
noised abroad^ the multitude came together, aiid were con- 
founded, because that every man heard them speak in his 
own language. And they were all amazed aud marvelled, 
saying one to another. Behold, are not all these which 
speak Galiloeans ? And how hear we every man in our 
own tongue, wherein we were bom ? Parthians^ and 
MedeSy and ElamiteSy and the dwellera in Mesopotamia^ and 
in Judsea, and Cappadoday in Pontus, and Asia, Phrygia^ 
and Pamphylia^ in Egypt , and in the parts of Libya ab&iU 
CyrenCy and strangers of ftome, Jews and proselytes, Cretes 
and Arabians, we do hear them speak in ow tongues the 
wonderful works of God. And they were all amazed, and 
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were in doubt, saying one to another, What meaneth this? 
Others mocking said, These men are full of new wine. 

But Peter^ standing up with ilie eleven, Itfted vp his 
voice f and said unto them, Ye men of Judaea, and all ye 
that dwell at Jerusalem, be this known unto you, and 
hearken to my words : for these are not drunken, as ye 
suppose, seeing it is but the third hour of the day. But 
this is that miich was spoken by the prophet Joel; And it 
shall come to pass in the IcLst (lays, saith Grod, I will pour 
out of my Spirit upon all flesh ; and your sons and your 
daughters shall prophesy, and your yoimg men shall see 
visions, and your old men shall dream dreams ; and on my 
servants and on my hand-maidens I will pour out in those 
days of my Spirit ; and they shall prophesy: and I wiU 
shew wonders in heaven ahovSy and signs in the earth he" 
neath; blood, and jwe, and vapour of smoke; the sun shall 
be turned into darkness, and the moon into blood, before 
that great and notable day of "the Lord come; and it shall 
come to pass, that whosoever shall call on the name of the 
Lord shall be saved. Ye men of Israel, hear these words ; 
Jesus of Nazareth, a man approved of God among you by 
miracles and wonders and signs, which Grod did by nim in 
the midst of you, as ye yourselves also know : Him, being 
delivered by the determinate counsel and foreknowledge 
of God, ye have taken, and by wicked hands have crucified 
and slain ; whom God hath raised up, having loosed the 
pains of death; because it was not possible that he should 
DC holden of it. For David speaketh concerning him, I 
foresaw the Lord always before my face, for he is on my 
right hand, that I should not be moved ; therefore did my 
heart rejoice, and my tongue was glad ; moreover also my 
flesh shall rest in hope ; because thou wilt not leave my 
soul in hdl, neither wilt thou suffer thine Holy One to see 
corruption. Thou hast made known to me the ways of 
life ; thou shalt make me full of joy with thy countenance. 
Men, brethren, let me freely speak unto you of the patriarch 
David, that he is both dead and buried, and his sepulchre 
is with us unto this day. Therefore being a prophet, and 
knowing that Gx>d had sworn with an oo£h to him, that of 
the fruit of his loins, according to the flesh, he would raise 
up Christ to sit on his throne ; he seeing this before spake 
of the resurrection of Christ, that his soul was not left in 
hell, neither his flesh did see corruption* TVjd& 5^»oa.\saSiBw 
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€k>d raised up, whereof we all are witnesses. Therefore 
being by the right hand of God exalted, and haying received 
of the Father the promise of the Holy Ghost, he hath shed 
forth this, which ye now see and hear. For David is not 
ascended into the heavens ; but he saith himself, The Lord 
said unto my Lord, Sit thou on my right hand, until I 
make thv foes thy footstool. Therefore let all the house 
of Israel know assuredly, that God hath made that same 
Jesus, whom ye have crucified, both Lord anti Christ. 

Now when they heard this, they were pricked in their 
heart, and said unto Peter and to the rest of the apostles. 
Men and brethren, what shall we do? 

Then Peter said unto them. Repent, and be baptized 
every one of you in the name of Jesus Christ for the re- 
mission of sins, and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghost. For the promise is unto you, and to your children, 
and to all that are afar off, even as many as the Lord our 
Grod shall call. And with many other words did he testify 
and exhort, saying. Save yourselves from this untoward 
generation. 

Then they that gladly received his word were baptized ; 
and the same day there were added unto them about three 
thousand souls." 

Notes. 

Pentecost = fiftieth. 

The day of Pentecost, — was so called, because it fell on 
the fiftieth day after the Passover, 

It is also called in the Old Testament the Feast of Har- 
vest, First Fruits, or Weeks, (because kept seven weeks, — 
u week of weeks, — after the Passover), 

Its purpose was to — 

1. Thank God for the Harvest. Two loaves made 

from the new com were offered, with appropriate 
sacrifices. 

2. To commemorate the giving of the Moral Law 

from Sinai, which occurred on the fiftieth day 
after the Exodus. 
It was a Type of the sending the " first fruits of the 
Spirit," as related in this passage. 

The Church celebrates it at Whitsuntide in commemora- 
tion iA the gathering in of the first converts* 
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In one place: — the Temple, since it was "the third 
hour," (9 A.M.), at which time they would be present at 
the " morning sacrifice.'' 

The house s'-'One of the rooms adjoining the Court of the 
Temple, where worshippers might meet. 

Cloven tongties; — prooably a sheet of flame, which was 
divided into the shape of tongues. The fire was a symbol 
of this baptism by the Holy Ghost, and the tongues, of 
the gift of languages. 

Began to speak with other tongues; — This was promised 
by Christ just before His ascension, — " They shall speak 
with new tongues." — Mark, 

There were dwelling; — ajs residents, and sojourning for 
the feast. 

This was noised abroad— when this noise tDos made. The 
sound was heard outside the room. 

Oalilceans; — were extremely ignorant as a rule. Most 
of the disciples were Galilseans. 

Parthians and Medes; — spoke old Persian. Parthia was 
to the E. of Media and Persia : Media^ S. E. of the Caspian. 

Elamites; — ^Elam was N. W. of Persia. The Elamites 
here mentioned were probably from the Oronitis, near the 
Caspian. Their tongue would be Semitic. 

Mesopotamia; — the Padan-Aram of the Old Testament. 
The people spoke Syriac and Chaldee dialects. 

Asia; — here means the provinces from Mysia to Caria 
on the W. coast of Asia Minor. The Jews from Cappa- 
docia, Pontua, Asia, Phrygia, and Pamphylia would speak 
Greek of various dialects. 

Egypt, Those from Alexandria and the N. would speak 
Greek ; — those from other parts of Egypt, Coptic. 

Libya, about Cyrene, Cyrene was a Greek colony ; Jews 
coming thence would speak that language. 

Cretes; — from Candia; they would speak Greek. 

Arabians^ — would speak Arabic. 

In owr tongues. Thus there were present representatives 
of the tongues of the tliree great families of the human 
race, — indicating that the kingdom of God would hence- 
forth embrace all nations. 

Peter lifted up his voice; — " the first Christian sermon." 
The third hour of the day. Jews might not eat or drink 
before the morning sacrifice. 
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TkcU which vfcu spoken by ^prophet Joel, The passage 
in Joel reads thus : — 

*^ And it shall come to pass afterward, that I will poor 
out my Spirit upon all flesh; and your sons and your 
daughters shall prophesy, your old men shall dr^mi 
dreams, your young men shall see visions ; and also upon 
the servants and upon the handmaids in those days will I 

Eour out my Spirit. And I will show wonders in the 
eavens and in the earth, blood, and Are, and pillars of 
smoke. The sun shall be turned into darkness, and the 
moon into blood, before the great and the terrible day of 
the Lord come. And it shall come to pass, that whosoever 
shall call on the name of the Lord shall be delivered." 
Peter gives the sense, not the words, of the prophecy. 

In the last days;— Hie dispensation of Christ, which is 
the final one on eaorth. 

Visions; — ^revelations while awake. Several such are 
recorded in Acts, — e,g,y to Cornelius, Ananias, Peter, and 
Paul 

Prophesy: — declare Gkxi's will, — not necessarily foretell 
future events. 

/ wiU show of the Lord come. This passage is in- 
tended to show God's judgments on those refusing to 
receive the Holy Spirit. It refers specially to the destruc- 
tion of Jerusalem, and, in a wider sense, to the mighty 
changes and terrible events preceding our Lord's second 
coming. 

Shall call on the name of the Zorc?=shall be Christians, 

Shall be saved. The Christians obeyed the warnings 
ffiven, and fled in safety from Jerusalem before its 
destruction; — and so all Christians will be saved at the 
Second Advent. 

Being delivered; — by Judas and Pilate. 

Ye have taken and crucified. Many present had con- 
sented to Christ's death, and all, as sinners, were guilty of 
it, since their sins necessitated it. 

Pains = bonds. 

Not possible; — because contrary to Grod's purpose, and 
to prophecy, as Peter proceeds to prove. 

For David, <&c. The passage in Psalms is as follows : — 

" I have set the Lord always before me : because he is 
at my right hand, I shall not be moved. Therefore my 
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heart is glad, and my glory rejoiceth : my flesh also shall 
rest in hope; for thou wilt not leave my soul in hellf 
neither wilt thou suflier thine Holy One to see corruption. 
Thou wilt show me the path of life : in thy presence is 
fulness of joy ; at thy right hand there are pleasures for 
evermore." 

Right hand* The Jewish advocate stood on his Client's 
right hand. 

HeU; — Hades,— the abode of departed spirits. 

Had sworn with an oath to him. This was when David 
wished to build a Temple. The oa;th is as follows : — 

^^ And when thy days be fulfilled, and thou shalt sleep 
with thy fathers, I will set up thy seed after thee, whicn 
shall proceed out of thy bowels, and I will establish his 
kingdom. And thine house and thy kingdom shall be 
est£U)lished for ever before thee: thy tmrone shall be 
established for ever." 

He saith himself. The passage in Psalms is as follows: — 

" The Lord said unto my Lord, Sit thou at my right 
hand, until I make thine enemies thy footstool." 

Orowth and Gonsolidation of the Ohnrch at 

Jerusalem. 

" And they continued stedfastly in the apostles' doctrine 
and fellowship, and in breaking of bread, and in prayers. 
And fear came upon every soul : and many wonders and 
signs were done by the apostles. And all that believed 
were together, and had all things common ; and sold their 
possessions and goods, and p^ed them to all men, as 
every man had need. And they, continuing daily with 
one accord in the temple, and breaking bread ^om hxmse 
to house, did eat their meat with gladness and singleness 
of heart, praising God, and having favour with all the 
people. And the Lord added to the church daily such as 
should be saved." 

Notes. 

Breaking of bread. They ate their daily meal together, 
and then celebrated the Eucharist. 

Prayers; — includes prayers and hymns. 

From house to hxmse; — should be, ai homey (the house in 
which they met for worship and meals). 
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The ^ Ciniimunion cf SainU^ ajB it is exemplified in thii 
accouDt of the early Church, consisted in — 

1. Agreement in apostolic doctrine. 

2. Loving fellowship. 

3. Participation in regular administration of sacra- 

ments. 

4. Common praise and prayer. 

Peter and John heal a Cripple ; Peter there- 
upon addresses the people ; Peter and John 
are imprisoned, and brought before the 
Sanhedrim; Peter addresses the Sanhedrim, 
and he and John are set free; the Ghuroh 
celebrate the Apostles' deliverance, and are 
filled with the Holy Ghost. 

" Now Peter and John went up together into the temple 
at the hour of prayer, being the nmth hour. And a certain 
man lame from his mother's womb was carried, whom 
they laid daily at the aate of the temple which is called 
BeatUifxdy to ask alms of them that entered into the temple ; 
who seeing Peter and John about to go into the temple 
asked an aims 

And Peter, fastening his eyes upon him with John, said. 
Look on us. And he gave heed unto them, expecting to 
receive something of them. Then Peter said. Silver and 
gold have I none ; but such as I have give I thee : In whe 
name of Jesus Christ of Nazareth rise up and walk. And 
he took him by the right hand, and lifted him up ; and 
immediately his feet and ancle hones received strength. And 

f 1?^°^ up stood, and walked, and entered with them 
"* A *H ^^P^®> walking, and leaping, and praising God. 

T™ ^1 the people saw him walking and praising God :

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And when Peter saw it, he answered unto the people, 
Ye men of Israel, why marvel ye at this ? or why look ye 
80 earnestly on us, as though bv our own power or holiness 
we had made this man to walk ? The God of Abraham, 
and of Isaac, and of Jacob, the God of our fathers, hath 
glorified his Son Jesus ; whom ye delivered up, and denied 
him in the presence of Pilate, when he was determined tQ 
let him go. But ye denied the Holy One and the Just, 
and desired a murderer to be granted unto vou ; and killed 
the Prince oflife^ whom Grod hath raised from the dead; 
whereof we are witnesses. And his name through faith in 
his name hath made this man strong, whom ye see and 
know : yea, the faith which is by him hath given him this 
perfect soundness in the presence of you all. And now, 
orethren, I wot that through igruyrance ye did it, as did 
also your rulers. But those things, which God before had 
shewed by the mouth of all his prophets, that Christ 
8l\puld suffer, he hath so fulfilled. Bepent ye therefore, 
and be converted, that your sins may be blotted out, when 
the times of refreshing shall come from the presence of the 
Lord ; and he shall send Jesus Christ, which before was 
preached unto you ; whom the heaven must receive until 
the times of restitution of all things, which God hath 
spoken by the mouth of all his holy prophets since the 
world began. For Moses truly said unto the fathers, A 
prophet shall the Lord your Gk)d raise up unto you of 
your brethren, like unto me; him shall ye hear in all 
things whatsoever he shall say unto you. And it shall 
come to pass, that every soul, which will not hear that 
prophet, shall be destroyed from among the people. Yea, 
and all the prophets from Samuel and those that follow 
after, as many as have spoken, have likewise foretold of 
these days. Ye are the children of the prophets, and of 
the covenant which God made with our fathers, saying 
unto Abraham, And in thy seed shall all the kindreds of 
the earth be blessed. Unto you first God, having raised 
up his Son Jesus, sent him to bless you, in turning away 
every one of you from his iniquities. 

And as they spake unto the people, the priests, and the 
captain of the temple, and the SadauceeSy came upon them, 
being grieved that they taught the people, and preached 
through Jesus the resurrection from the dead. And they 
laid hands on them, and put them in hold unto tb^ ^^l^^-^ 
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day : for it was now eventide. Howbeit many of them 
which heard the word believed ; and the number of the 
men was about five thousand. 

And it came to pass on the morrow, that their rulers ^ 
and elders, and scribes, and Annas the high priest, and 
Caiaphas, and John, and Alexander, and as many as were 
of the kindred of the high priest, were gathered together 
at Jerusalem. And when tney had set them in the midst, 
they asked. By what power, or by what name, have ye 
done this] 

Then Peter, filled with the Holy Ghost, said unto them. 
Ye rulers of the people, and elders of Israel, if we this 
day be examined of the good deed done to the imp>otent 
man, by what means he is made whole ; be it known imto 
you all, and to all the people of Israel, that by the name 
of Jesus Christ of Nazareth, whom ye crucified, whom 
God raised from the dead, even by him doth this man 
stand here before you whole. This is the stone which was 
set at nought of yofu, hmtders, which is become the head of 
the comer. Neither is there salvation in any other : for 
there is none other name under heaven given among men, 
whereby we must be saved. 

Now when they saw the boldness of Peter and John, 
and perceived that they were unteaxned and ignorant men, 
they marvelled ; and they took knowledge of them, that 
they had been with Jesus. And beholding the man which 
was healed standing with them, they could say nothing 
against it. But when they had commanded them to go 
aside out of the council, they conferred among themselves, 
saying. What shall we do to these men ? for that indeed a 
notable miracle hath been done by them is manifest to all 
them that dwell in Jerusalem; and we cannot deny it. 
But that it spread no further among the people, let us 
Btraitly threaten them, that they speak henceforth to no 
man in this name. 

And they called them, and commanded them not to 
speak at all nor teach in the name of Jesus. But Peter 
and John answered, and said unto them, Whether it be 
right in the sight of God to hearken unto you more than 
unto God, judge ye. For we cannot but speak the things 
which we have seen and heard. So when they had further 
threatened them, they let them go, finding nothing how 
^ejr might pumah tnem, because oi t\iQ i^^\<&\ Cot ^\ 
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men glorified (rod for that which was done. For the man 
was above forty years old, on whom this miracle of healing 
was shewed. 

And being let go, they went to their own company, and 
reported all that the chief priests and elders had said unto 
them. And when they heard that, thejr lifted wp their 
voice to Grod with one accord, and saia^ Lord, thou art 
God, which hast made heaven, and earth, and the sea, and 
all that in them is; who by the mouth of thy servant 
David hast said. Why did the heathen rage, and the people 
imagine vain things ? The kings of the earth stood up, 
and the rulers were gathered together against the Lord, 
and against his Christ. For of a truth against thy holy 
child Jesus, whom thou hast anointed, both Herod, ana 
Pontius Pilate, with the Gentiles, and the people of Israel, 
were gathered together, for to do whatsoever thy hand and 
thy counsel determined before to be done. And now. 
Lord, behold their threatenings ; and grant unto thy ser- 
vants that with all boldness they may speak thy word, by 
stretching forth thine hand to heal ; and that signs and 
wonders may be done by the name of thy holy child 
Jesus. And when they had prayed, the place was shaken 
where they were assembled together ; and they were all 
filled with the Holy Ghost, and they spake the word of 
God with boldness." 

Notes. 
The hmir of prayer. The Jews had three hours of 
prayer, — at 9 a.m., noon, and 3 p.m. The last is the time 
named in the text. It was customary to pray in the 
Temple at the first and the last of these times, when the 
morning and evening sacrifices were offered. 

The gate called Beautiful: — the Eastern gate, called the 
qate of lilies^ 30 cubits high, and of exquisitely wrought 
brass. 

His feet and ande hones received strength: — correct and 
exact terms, showing Luke to have been di, physician. 

The porch called Solomon* s: —on the East of the Temple, 

— 25 cubits high and 30 broad, — consisting of a double 

row of pillars, and having a roof of carved cedar. 

Prince of life: — equivalent to, " Lord and Giver of Life." 

Through ignorance. They were not guiltless on this 

ground, since tlieir ignorance was wilfuL 
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Moses saioL The passage is from Deuteronomy, where 
it stands thus : — 

" The Lord thy God will raise up unto thee a Prophet 
from the midst of thee, of thy brethren, like unto me ; 
onto him ye shall hearken ; and it shall come to pass, that 
whosoever will not hearken unto my words which he shaU 
speak in my name, I will require it of him." 

Like unto me, Christ was like Moses, specially, in being 
II Deliverer, Leader, Lawgiver, and Mediator. 

From Samuel, Samuel is here named as the first pro- 
phet, because the first prediction concerning Christ, aiter 
the time of Moses, is found in 2 Samuel, and consists of 
the promise to David that his throne should be "es- 
tablished for ever." 

Captain of the Temple: — an officer who commanded the 
priests and Levites wno guarded the Temple ; he was one 
of the chief priests. 

Sadducees; — so called from Zadok, their founder. The 
sect originated about b.c. 250. Their tenets were : — 

1. There is no resurrection, angel, or spirit. 

2. There is no providence, or destiny. 

3. Tradition is not to be believed. 

4. The letter of Scripture must be observed. 

They were few in numoer, but reckoned amongst them 
the wealthiest and most cultivated Jews, in consequence 
of the laxity of morals inevitably permitted amongst 
them as a result of their disbelief in future rewards and 
punishments. Not believing in the Eesurrection, they 
were specially annoyed at Peter's discourse, of which that 
event formed the chief point; they, accordingly, made 
themselves conspicuous in their opposition. 

Throvjgh Jesus = in the case of Jesus. 

Rulers: — the Sanhedrim. 

TJie Sanhedrim was the great Council of the Jews. It 
consisted of seventy or seventy-two members, who were — 

1. Chief Priests^ (ex-high priests, or heads of the 

twenty-four classes). 

2. Elders^ (heads of families). 

3. Scribes, 

All the elders and scribes had not a place in it, — ^but 
only enough of them to make up the seventy or seventy- 
two. They inflicted all severe punishment, excepting that 
of death, and regulated the public worship. 
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Annas: — ^Caiaphas was really high priest. Annas, his 
father-in-law, had held the office seven years, and been de- 

Eosed by the Bomans. He still, however, kept the title of 
igh priest, and had great influence, being probably pre- 
sident of the Sanhedrim. Christ was taken before nim 
first, after His arrest. 

By what name. The Jews used to profess to cast out 
devils bv the use of different names,— especially by 
Solomons. 

This is the stone, Christ himself had quoted this passage 
as applicable to Himself, in connection with the rarable 
of the Vineyard and the Husbandmen. It is from a Psalm 
of David, in which, under himself as a type, he foretells 
the coming of Christ's kingdom. 

Vou builders: — of the Jewish Church, 

Head of the comer; — the key-stone. 

Unlearned and ignorant men: — ^not instructed in the 
rabbinical schools. 

Lifted tip their voice cmd said. The greater portion of 
this prayer is from Psalms : some think it was part of a 
liturgy used by the early converts. 

Heathen = Gentiles. 

People— Jews, 

The Church's Liberality. 

" And the multitude of them that believed were of one 
heart and of one soul ; neither said any of them that ought 
of the things which he possessed was his own ; but they 
had all things common. And with great power gave the 
apostles witness of the resurrection of the Lord Jesus ; 
and great grace was upon them alL Neither was there 
any among them that lacked ; for as many as were posses- 
sors of lands or houses sold them, and brought the prices 
of the things that were sold, and laid them down at th^ 
apostles' feet ; and distribution was made unto every man 
according as he had need. 

And Joses, who by the apostles was sumamed BamabaSy 
(which is, being interpreted, The son of consolation), a 
LevitCy and of the country of Cyprus, having land, sold it, 
and brought the money, and laid it at the apostlee^ feet." 
Notes. 

Barnabas, Nothing certain is known of his early life ; 
tradition says he studied with Saul, under GaxsA.VL<b\« - 
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A Levite, From Jeremiah we learn tlia4i the Levitea 
ooold buy and sell land in Palestine. 

The Deceit of Ananias and Sapphira. 

^ Bnt a certain man named Anani(X9y with Sapphira his 
wife, sold a possesgiouy and kept back part of the price, his 
wife also being privy to it, ana brought a certain part, and 
laid it at the apostles' feet. But Peter said, Ananias^ why 
hath Satan fdled thine heart to lie to the Holy Ghost, and 
to keep back part of the price of the kud l Whiles it re- 
mainea, was it not thine own 1 and after it was sold, wa» 
it not in thine own power) why hast thou conceived this 
thing in thine heart! thou hast not lied tmto metiy but unto 
God, And Ananias hearing these words fell down, and 
pave up the ghost ; and great feiir came on all them that 
heard these things. And the ^oung men arose, wound him 
up, and carried him out, and buried hinL. And it was 
about the space of three hours after, when his wife, not 
knowing what was done, came in« And Peter answered 
vnto her. Tell me wheth^ ye sold the land for «> muchf 
And she said, Yea, for so much. Then Peter said unto 
her. How is it that ye have agreed together to tempt the 
Spirit of the Lord ? behold, the feet of them which have 
buried thy husband are at the door, and shall carry thee 
out. Then fell she down straightway at his feet, and 
yielded up the ghost ; and the young men came in, and 
found her dead, and, carrying her forth, buried her by her 
husband. And great fear came upon all the church, and 
upon as many as heard these thingiak'' 
Notes. 

Ananiai n grace of the Lord. 

Sapphira = sapphire^ 

A posseuion : — ^a piece of laud. They, doubtless, thought 
that Christ would soon set up an earthly kingdom, and 
would reward them with interest for this apparently 
zealous generosity. 

Their sin c(Hisisted in — 

1. Trying to deceive Qod, the Holy Spirit, and the 

A]>ostle8y His inspired representatives. 

2. Sacrilege, — ^for, by the Mosaic law, things set apart 

by vow for Gkxrs service might not be employed 
for anjr other use. 
/yh/i? men^ — ue^ ordy unto men. 
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Bvi tmto Qod: — a proof of the Divmitj of the Holy 
Spirit. 

The young men: — ^miniBters of the Church, "who after- 
\eards " were called sabdeacons.'^ 

Buried him. Bodies in the East were interred im^ 
mediately after death, coffinless. 

So much. Peter would name the sum Anauias had 
brought as beiug the whole price of the land. 

The Apostles work Miraoles. 

'* And by the hands of the apostles were many signs 
and wonders wrought among the people ; (and they were 
all with one accord in Solomon's porch. And of the rest 
durst no man join himself to them ; but the people mag> 
nified them. And believers were the more added to the 
Lord, multitudes both of men and women). Insomuch 
that they brought forth the sick into the skeets, and laid 
them on beds and couches, that at the least the shadow of 
Peter passing by might overshadow some of them. There 
eame also a multitude out of the cities round about unto 
Jerusalem, bringing sick folks, and them which were vexed 
with unclean spirits; and they were healed every one." 
Notes. 

Women: — here first mentioned as converts. (It is 
thought deaconesses were now appointed). 

The Apostles imprisoned, and delivered by an 
Angel ; they are found in the Temple, and 
brought before the Oounoil ; Peter declares 
Christ; they are released, after being beaten, 
by the advice of Gamaliel. 

'* Then the hiffh priest rose up, and all they that were 
with him, (which is tlie sect of the Sadducees), and were 
filled with indignation, and laid their hands on the 
apostles, and put them in the common prison. But the 
angel of the Lord by niffht opened the prison doors, and 
brought them forth, and said, Go, stand and speak in the 
temple to the people M the words of this life. 

And when tney heard that, they entered, into the temple 
early in the morning, and taught. But the high priest 
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<^me, and they that were with him, and called the council 
together, and all the sencUe of the children of Israel, and 
sent to the prison to have them brought. But when the 
officers came, and found them not in the prison, they 
returned, and told, saying. The prison truly found we 
shut with all safety, and the keepers standing without 
before the doors : but when we had opened, we found no 
man within. 

Now when the high priest and the captain of the temple 
and the chief priests heard these things, they doubted of 
them whereunto this would grow. Then came one and 
told them, saying, Behold, the men whom ye put in prisoir 
are standing in the temple, and teaching the people. Then 
went the captain with the officers, and brought them 
without violence: for they feared the people, lest they 
should have been stoned. And when they had brought 
them, they set them before the council: and the high 
priest asked them, saying. Did not we strictly command 
you that ye should not teach in this name ? and, behold^ 
ve have filled Jerusalem with your doctrine, and intend to 
bring this man's blood upon us. 

Then Peter and the other apostles answered and said^ 
We ought to obey Ood rather than men. The God of our 
fathers raised up Jesus, whom ye slew and hanged on a 
tree. Him hath God exalted with his right hand to be a 
Prince and a Saviour, for to give repentance to Israel, and 
forgiveness of sins. And we are nis witnesses of these 
things ; and so is also the Holy Ghost, whom Gk)d hath 
given to them that obey him. 

When they heard that, they were cut to the heart, and 
took counsel to slay them. Then stood there up one. in 
the council, a Pharisee, named Oamaliely a doctor of the 
law, had in reputation among all the people, and com- 
manded to put the apostles forth a little space ; and said 
unto them. Ye men of Israel, take heed to yourselves 
what ye intend to do as touching these men. For before 
these days rose up Thevdas^ boasting himself to be some- 
body ; to whom a number of men, about four hundred, 
joined themselves: who was slain; and all, as many as 
obeyed him, were scattered, and brought to nought. After 
this man rose up Judas of Galilee in me days of the taadna^ 
Mid drew away much people after him : he also perished ; 
^^d all, even aa many as obeyed him, wex^ Oi\s»'^x%^^. Aj^vd. 
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now I say unto you, Eefrain from tbese men, and let them 
alone : for if this counsel or this work be of men, it will 
come to nought : but if it be of God, ye cannot overthrow 
it ; lest haply ye be found even to fight against God. And 
to him they agreed : and when they had <^led the apostles, 
and beaten them, they commanded that they should not 
speak in the name of Jesus, and let them go. And they 
departed from the presence of the council, rejoicing that 
they were counted worthy to suffer shame for his name. And 
daily in the temple, and in every house, they ceased not 
to teach and preach Jesus Christ." 
Notes. 

All the words of this life: — ^the doctrines concerning the 
resurrection and future life, for preaching which the Sad* 
ducees were chiefly incensea against them. 

The council; — the Sanhedrim. 

The senate: — ^the elders who were summoned by the 
Sanhedrim to aid in their deliberations on important 
occasions. 

Chief priests:— either those who had been high priest, 
or the heads of the twenty-four ourses. 

We ought to obey God rather than m>en. The Sanhedrim 
had power to forbid the preaching of those whose testi- 
mony was not supported by signs of Divine authority. 
The Apostles had received a heavenly commission, which 
was witnessed to by incontestible miraculous evidence, 
and the Sanhedrim had, in consequence, no legal right to 
silence them. 

Gamaliel: — son of Simeon and grandson of Hillel, the 
most celebrated Pharisee doctor. He was a highly culti- 
vated man, and a student of Greek literature. He is said 
to have been converted by Peter and John, and to have 
died eighteen years after the siege of Jerusalem. 

Theudas, We know nothing of this event. Another 
Theudas raised an insurrection ten years after this time, 
and was slain by the governor of Judsea. 

The taxing: — ^mentioned by Luke, the census for which 
was taken at the time of Christ's birth. Josephus narrates 
this insurrection. Judas induced his followers to believe 
that this decree of Augustus was a step preparatory to re- 
ducing the Jews to slavery. 

Rejoicing that they were counted, So, Luke records that 
Christ said to His disciples, "Blessed are ye when maa. 
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shall hate you, and shall reproach you, for the Son of manV 
^ake. Eejoice ye in that day/' &c 

Deacons appointed. 

'' And in thoie days^ when the number of the disciples 
was multiph'ed, there arose a murmuring of the Qreciam 
against the Hebrews^ because their widows were neglected 
in the daily ministration. Then the twelve called the 
multitude of the disciples unto them, and said, It is not 
reason that we should leave the word of God, and serve 
tables. Wherefore, brethren, look ye out among you seven 
men of honest report, full of the Holy Ghost and wisdom, 
whom we may appoint over this business. But we will 
give ourselves continually to prayer, and to the ministry 
of the word. And the saying pleased the whole multi- 
tude : and they chose Stephen, a man full of faith aud of 
the Holy Ghost, and Philip, and Prochorus, and Nicanor, 
and Timon, and Parmenas, and Nicolas a proselyte of 
Antioch : whom they set before the apostles : and when 
they had prayed, they laid their hands on them. And the 
word of God increased ; and the number oi the disciples 
multiplied in Jerusalem greatly ; and a great company of 
the priests were obedient to the faith.'' 

Notes. 

Those days: — ^The time between the event last narrated 
and the persecution following Stephen's death, (a.d. 30-37). 
The appointment of deacons and the trial of Stephen took 
place towards the end of this period. 

Grecians: — Jews living where Greek was spoken. They 
had great influence at Jerusalem, owing to their riches 
and higher education. 

Hebrews; — Jews bom and living in Palestine, and 
speaking Syro-Ohaldaic. 

Widows: — helpless, friendless women. 

Daily ministration; — of food, d^c. 



The deacons, besides attending to the temporal affairs 
of the Church, preached, {e,ff, Stephen), and baptized, 
(ky, Fbilip and tne Eunuch}. 
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Stephen accused of Blasphemy ; his Defence 

and Eiecntion. 

" And Stephen, fiill of faith and power, did great won- 
ders and miracles among the people. Then tiiere arose 
certain of the synagogue, which is called the synagogue of 
the Libertines, and Cyreniane, and Alexandrians, and of 
them of Gilicia and of Asia, disputing with Stephen. And 
they were not able to resist the wisdom and the spirit by 
which he spake. Then they suborned men, which saia. 
We have heard him speak blasphemous words against 
Moses, and against God. And they stirred up the people, 
and the elders, and the scribes, and came upon him, and 
caught him, and brought him to the council, and set up 
fdUe witnesses, which said, This man ceaseth not to speak 
blasphemous words against this holy place, and the law ; 
for we have heard him say, that this Jesus of Nazareth 
shall destroy this place, and shall change the customs 
which Moses delivered us. 

And all that sat in the council, looking stedfastly on 
him, saw his face as it had been the face of an angeL Then 
said the high priest. Are these things so? 

And he said. Men, brethren and fathers, hearken : The 
God of glory appeared unto our father Abraham, when he 
was in Mescmotartda, before he dwelt in Charran, and said 
unto him. Get thee out of thy country, and from thy 
kindred, and come into the land which I shall shew thee. 
Then came he out of the land of the Chaldaicms, and dwelt 
in Gharran ; and from thence, when his father was dead, 
he removed him into this land, wherein ye now dwell. 
And he gave him none inheritance in it, no, not so much 
as to set his foot on ; yet he promised that he would give 
it to him for a possession, and to his seed after him, when 
as yet he had no child. And Grod spake on this wise. That 
his seed should sqjowm in a strange land; and that they 
shovld bring them into bondage, ana entrecU them evil four 
htmdred years. And the nation to whom they shall be in 
bondage will I judge, said Gkxi ; and after that shall they 
oome forth, and serve me in this place. And he gave him 
the covenant of cireumcision; ana so Abraham begat Isaac, 
and circumcised him the eighth day; and Isaac begat 
Jacob; and Jacob begat the tioelve patriarchs, AndtlzLi^ 
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patriorclm, moved with eny^,K>ld Joseph into Egrpt; boi 
UcMi WRii will) him, and delivered him out of allfau a£Bi^ 
lions, and ^ive him favour and wiadom in the si^t d 
Pharaoh kin^ <»f EfO'pt; and he made him governor oTer 
£ff.Vpt And all his house. Now there came a dearth ow 
all the land of £|0'P^ ^nd Chanaan, and great afflictioo: 
and our futhers found no sustenance. But when Jacob 
heanl that there was com in £jm)t, he sent out aurfatkvt 
fint. An<l at the second time Joseph was made known to 
his l>n*tliren ; and .JoHeph's kindred was made known unto 
Pharaoh. Then sent Joseph, and called his father Jacob 
to him, and all his kindred, threescore and fifte&n «otf/jL 
So Jacob went down into £|;}7>t, and died, he, and ooi 
fathers, and were carried over into S^chem^ and laid m tk 
sepulchre that Abraham bought for a sum of money of tkt 
sons of Emmor the father of Sychem, But wlien the time 
of the promise drew nigh, which Gk>d had sworn to Ahn- 
ham, the peo;)le grew and multiplied in E^pt, till ctnotker 
king arose, which knew not Joseph. The same dealt 
siibtilely with our kindred, and evil entreated our fathers, 
so that they cast out their young children, to the end they 
might not live. In which time Moses was bom, and was 
exceeding fair, and nourished up in his fatlier's house three 
months ; and when he was cast out, Pharaoh's daughter 
took him up, and nourished him for her own son. And 
Moses was learned in all the wisdom of the Egyptians, 
and was mighty in words and in deeds. And when ne was 
full forty years old, it came into his heart to visit his 
brethren the children of Israel. And seeing one of them 
suffer wrong, he defended him, and avenged him that was 
oppressed, and smote the Egyptian; for he supposed his 
brethren would have understood how that Grod by his 
band would deliver them ; but they understood not. And 
the next day he shewed himself unto them as they strove, 
and would have set them at one again, saying. Sirs, ye are 
brethren ; why do ye wrong one to another? But he that 
did his neighbour wrong thrust him away, saying, Who 
made thee a ruler and a judge over us? Wilt thou kill 
me, as thou diddest the Egyptian yesterday? Then fled 
Moses at this saying, and was a stranger in the land of 
Madian^ where he begat two sons. And when forty years 
were expired, there appeared to him in the wilderness of 
momU Stna an angel of the Lord in a flame of fire in a 
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biisb. When Moses saw it, he wondered at the sight ; and 
as he drew near tx) behold it, the voice of the Lord canie 
nnto him, saying, I am the God of thy fathers, the God of 
Abraham, and the God of Isaac, and the GU>d of Jacob. 
Then Moses trembled, and durst not behold. Then said 
the Lord to him. Put of thy shoes from thy feet ; for the 

Elace where thou standest is holy ground. I have seen, I 
ave seen the affliction of my people which is in Egypt, 
and I have heard their groaning, and am come down to 
deliver them. And now come, I will send thee into Egypt. 
This Moses whom they refused, saying, Who made thee a 
ruler and a judge? the same did God send to be a ruler 
and a deliverer by the hand of the angel which appeared 
to him in the bush. He brought them out, after that he 
had shewed wonders and signs in the land of Egypt^ and 
in the Red sea, and in the wilderness forty years. This is 
that Moses, which said unto the children of Israel, A pro- 
phet shall the Lord your Gk)d raise up unto you of jrour 
brethren, like unto me ; him shall ye hear. This is he 
th^t was in the church in the wilderness with the angd 
which spake to him in the mount Sina, and with our fathers : 
who received the lively oracles to give unto us ; to whom 
our fathers would not obey, but thrust him from them, 
and in their hearts turned back again into Egypt, sa3ring 
unto Aaron, Make us gods to go before us ; for as for this 
Moses, which brought us out of the land of Egypt, we wot 
not what is become of him. And they made a calf in those 
days, and offered sacrifice unto the idol, and rejoiced in the 
works of their own hands. Then God turned, and gave 
them up to worship the host of heaven ; as it is written in 
the books of the fyrophets, O ye house of Israel, have ye 
offered to me slain beasts and sacrifices by the space of 
forty years in the wilderness? Yea, ye took up the taber' 
nacle of Moloch, and the star of yottr god Bemphan, figures 
which ye made to worship them ; and I will carry you 
away beyond Babylon. Our fathers had the tabernacle of 
witness in the wilderness, as he had appointed, speaking 
unto Moses, that he should make it according to the 
fashion that he had seen. Which also our fathers that 
came after brought in with Jesus into the possession of the 
Gentiles, whom God drave out before the face of our 
fathers, unto the days of David ; who found favour before 
God, and desired to find a tabernacle for the God of Jacob. 
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Charran, — or Haran, — ^a dtj of Mesopotamia, named 
after Abram's brother. 

Abram received his call while living in TJr of the 
Chaldees, COrfah, in Armenia). He stsurted for Canaan 
with Terah, Sarai, and Lot. He stopped at Haran till 
Terah's death, and then departed for Canaan. 

Mesopotamia, Mesopotamia proper lay between the 
tipper courses of the Tigris and Euphrates. Stephen here 
uses the name in a wider sense, to mclude Armenia. 

Chaldoeans, The original seat of the Chaldseans was, at 
first, in Armenia and Kurdistan ; thence they moved south 
into Mesopotamia and Babylonia. 

That his seed should sMOurn^ So, This sojourning and 
bondage must not be understood of the time the Israelites 
remained in Egypt, which was only 215 years. It includes 
the period during which Abraham and his seed were 
strangers amongst the Canaanites and in Eg3rpt, embracing, 
from Isaac's birth, (in connection with which Qod made 
the prediction to Abraham), 405 years, — 400 being the 
time in round numbers. 

In Exodus this sojourning is calculated at 430 years, 
which includes the period from Abraham's journey to 
Egypt, to the Exodus. 

As the Canaanites and the Egyptians were both de* 
Bcended from Ham, the whole of the sojourning may be 
regarded as having been passed amongst the same people. 

The covenant of circumcision^ — i.e., the covenant of 
which circumcision was the token. Circumcision was a 
pledge on God's part that He would fulfil His promises, 
(especially that concerning the Messiah), to Abraham and 
nis seed, — and, on Abraham's part, a token that he and 
his seed would serve the Lord, and that they believed in 
His promises. 

The twelve patriarchs ; — Reuben, Simeon, Levi, Judah, 
Dan, Gad, >:aphtali, Asher, Issachar, Zebulun, Joseph, 
Benjamim. 

Owr/a^Aer*/— excepting Benjamim, who did not go the 
first time 

N.B — The student should here read carefully Genesis 
XLII-XL F, inclusive. 

Threescore and fifteen sovls. In Genesis the number is 
stated at seventy. This includes Jacob, and Joseph and 
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hU two bods; but, as it ffives only tbe descendanU of 
Jacob, tlie wives of Jacob s sons are omitted. Stepben 
includes nine wives of nine of Jacob's sons, and omits 
Jacob, and Joseph and his two sons, — thus mining exactly 
seventy-five persons. Or, Stephen, following Sie Sep- 
tuagint, may have added to tne seventy mentioned m 
Genesis the five sons of Manasseh and Ephraim. 

And tcere carried over, d&c. , — should be. And tpere carried 
over into Sychem, and from among the sons of Emmor, (i.e. 
from Shechem), were iaid in the s&pulchre that Abraham 
purchased for a sum of money. The Israelites carried 
JoscdIi's body about with them during their forty years' 
wanuering, and at length buried it at Shechem. 

Josephus savs the bodies of Joseph's brethren were 
taken, as they died, into Canaan, — ^buried first at Shechem, 
and thence removed to Abraham's sepulchre at Hebron. 
This account exactly agrees with that given by Stephen. 

Abraham bought the cave of Macpelah, near Hebron, 
from Ephron the Hittite, to bury Sarah in. 

Another king. The Hicsos, or shepherd-kings, who had 
formerly been driven into Palestine after a long tyranny 
over the Egyptians, had returned, and regained the 
Empire. The new king would thus know nothing of 
Joseph and his doings. 

Mighty in tpords, Moses, when commissioned at Horeb 
to stand before Pharaoh, said to God, " I am not eloquent, 

I am slow of speech." It would seem that he 

had power of language, but labored under some impedi- 
ment of speech. 

Smote the Egyptian: — doubtless, by Divine inspiration. 

Madian: — Midian, on the Elanitic Gulf of the Bed Sea. 
The Midianites were descendants of Abraham, through 
Keturah, his last wife ; their original site was to the £» 
and S.E. of Moab. 

Two sons: — Gershom and Eliezer. His wife was Zip- 
porah, daughter of Jethro or Baguel, priest of Midian. 

Mount Sina, In Exodus it is said that this occurred in 
Horeb. Horeb was the mountain range of which Sinai 
was a peak. Sinai was probably the same as the eminence 
now called Mount St. Catherine. 

Put off thy shoes: — a token of respect in the East, (cor- 
responding to our removing our hats), always shown in 
places where God was supposed to be present. 
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Wonders and signs in ike land of Egypt: — the ten 
plagues. These were : — 

1. Water turned to bloo<l. 

2. Frogs. 

3. Lice. 

4. Beetles. 

6. Murrain on Cattle. 

6. Skin-emptions on Man and Beast. 

7. Destructively severe Lightning and HalL 

8. Locusts. 

9. Three days' darkness. 

10. Destruction of the First-bom. 

In the Bed Sea, Tlie Isitielites passed through dryshod, 
and Pharaoh and his host, following them, were drowned. 

In the wilderness, <&c. The chief of the miracles wrought 
during the Israelites' journeys were — The sending Manna, 
Quails, and Water from the rock, and God's various judg- 
ments on the people for their rebeUions. 

The Church, The Israelites formed a chui-ch in being a 
chosen people, separated from the rest of mankind, to be 
Grod's dwelling-place. 

The an^el which, die. This proves that the augel was 
Jehovah. 

We wot not J Sc* After the giving of the Moral Law, 
Moses was called up Sinai to receive other laws and in- 
structions ; he remained away forty days and nights, during 
which time the people grew tired of waiting. 

A calf. The chief idol of the Egyptians was Osiris, 
whom they worshipped through Apis, their sacred bull. 
Images of this animal were common throughout Egypt, 
and would be familiar to thelsraelites. For this reason 
Aaron chose the image of a calf. 

It was intended as a visible representation of Jehovah. 

The hooks of the prophets. The minor prophets were so 
called. The passa^xe is from Amos, where it reads thus: — 

" Have ye offered unto me sacrifices and offerings in the 
wilderness forty years, O house of Israel ? But ye have 
borne the tabernacle of your Moloch and Cliiuu your 
images, the star of your god, which ye made to younselves. 
Therefore will I cause you to go into captivity beyond 
Damascus, saith the Lord." 

Have ye offered, <&c, = Ye have not offered, &c. 
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Took up the tabemade. This tabernacle would, prob 
be a siuall teut, iu which the image of the god was cai 
about, cuucealed from Mosea. 

Moloch - King. Moloch was the diief idol of 
Amorites and Moabitea, and was worshipped by the PI 
nicians also. At first Moloch and Baal were identical, a 
both represented the Sun; afterwards Moloch waswc 
shipped us Saturn. The rites of this idol were mo 
horrible, children being made to pass through fire& c 
burned in the heated arms of the brazen idoL The Jew 
on sevend occ^isions worshipped Moloch, — notabljr uudei 
Manassehy in the Vidley of Uinnom. 

The star of your god liemphan, Remphan is CoptiC| 
and the same in nieaning as Chiun in the passage in Amos. 
They both signify the evil principle supposed to be re- 
presented by Saturn. 

The tabernacle of witness: — so called, because it was a 
token of the covenant between Jehovah and His people, 
and of llis presence amongst them. 

Jesus: — (^reek form oiJoshua; both words mexa Saviour, 

But Solomon built him a house. This was the I^rst 
Temple. DaWd wished to build it, but was prohibited by 
Qod, because he bad been a man of war. 

The prophet: — Isaiali, in a part of his prophecy showing 
that God dwells in the contrite heart, and that ceremonies 
and sacrifices are useless without conversion. The passage 
reads thus in the Old Testament : — 

"Thus saith the Lord, The heaven is my throne, and the 
earth is my footstool ; where is the house that ye build 
unto me? and where is the place of my rest? For all 
those things hath mine hand made." 

Ye stif necked, dc, Stephen's discourse was, probably, 
rudely interrupted by the Sanhedrim, or others present, 
and he now denounces them. 

Stifinecked = stubborn, — like oxen unwilling to yield to 
the yoke. 

Uncircumcised -r- unclean. 

By the disposition oj angels, Paul distinctly states in 
Hebrews and Galatians that the laws given on Sinai were 
partly revealed by angels. The Moral Law was, however, 
spoken by Grod. 

Son of man: — the only case in which any disciple applies 
this name to Christ. 
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Christy during His trial by the SaDhedrim, had said. 
'' Hereafter shall the Son of man sit on the right hand o£ 
the power of God." 

landing: — a posture indicating defence and succour. 

Ran upon him with one accord; — ^without passing any 
sentence. 

Calling upon God, Tliis prayer, directed to Christ, 
clearly proves His Divinity. 

Lord, lay not, <&c. So Christ prayed, on the cross, 
" Father ! forgive them, for they know not what they do." 

Devout men; — not Christians, (who would be termed 
* brethren'), — but Jews who considered him innocent. 

The purpose of Stephen's speech was — 

1. To defend himself from the charge of blasphemy 

and contempt of Jewish religious institutions, 
by making " an historical profession of faith in 
(Jod, and of reverence for those institutions." 

2. To warn his hearers that, as Grod had again and 

again punished the Jews of past times for their 
rebellion and ingratitude, so He would visit them, 
if they rejected the GospeL

of its Members. 

" And at that time there was a great persecution against 
the church which was at Jerusalem; and they were all 
scattered abroad throughout the regions of Judaea and 
Samaria, except the apostles. As for Saul, he made havock 
of the church, entering into every house, and haling men 
and women, committed them to prison. Therefore they 
that were scattered abroad went every where preaching 
the word." 

Notes. 

At that time = on that same day. 
Haling, (or Aa2^my)= arresting. 
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«oeTer I lay bands, be may receive tbe Holy Gbost. But 
Peter said unto bim, Tby money perish wiUi tbee, because 
tbou bast thought that tbe gift ot Grod may be purchased 
with money. Tliou bast neither part nor lot in this 
matter ; for tby heart is not right in tbe sight of God. 
Kepent therefore of tliis tby wickedness, and pray God, if 
perhaps the thought of thine heart may be forgiven thee. 
JFor I perceive that thou art in the ffcUl of bitterness, and 
in the bond of iniquity. Then answered Simon, and said, 
Pray ye to the Ix>rd for me, that none of these things 
which ye have epoken come upon me. 

And they, when they bad testified and preached tbe 
word of tbe Lord, returned to Jerusalem, and preached 
tbe gospel in many villages of the Samaritans.'* 

Notes. 

Philip: — one of tbe deacons. 

^Mwon .•^-called Simon Magus by tbe fathers, who give 
the following account of bim : — 

He was a Samaritan by birth, — was educated at 
Alexandria, and used bis learning to deceive bis country- 
men, pretending to be, in turns, tbe Father, the Sou, and 
the Holy Ghost. He was author of some of the worst 
heresies of the early church. 

Simon himself believed also. His keen intellect was 
convinced that Jesus was the Christ ; but he evidently ex- 
perienced no conversion, and was baptized merely with a 
mistaken view to obtain temporal advantage from his rela- 
tion to the church. 

Then laid they their hands on them: — ^thus administering 
tbe rite of Confirmation, which, in apostolic times, might 
follow close on Baptism in the case of adults. 

He ofered them money. He wished to purchase the 
power of conferring tbe Holy Ghost, in order that he 
might make money by selling it. Hence all trade in 
church offices is called Sim/ony, 

Perhaps:— expresses a doubt of his repenting, — not of 
forgiveness, if he should repent. 

Bitterness = poison. 

Oall of bitterness: — indicates that his heart was poisoned 
and polluted. 

Bond of iniquity: — indicates t\\at\Aa owW«c^\sl^ «kw^ 
action^ were under the control ot bis ^vV\.\i<ea:c\K 
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Notes. 

Which is desert. Gaza was formerly one of the chief 
cities of the Philistines, and had been restored by Herod ; 
but Josephus records that robbers had devastated it a 
Httle before this incident. 

Candace: — the nannie of the queens of Meroe, an island 
of the Upper Nile, who, ph)bably, ruled also over part of 
Abyssinia. 

Read Esaias, He had seen at Jerusalem the marvellous 
circumstances connected with the rise of the Church, and 
was searcliing the prophets to gain clearer ideas as to the 
coming of the Messiah. From his reading the Hebrew 
scriptures, it would appear that he was of Jewish descent. 

The place of the scripture. The passage is from Isaiah 
liiii, wnich the Jews generally allowed to refer to Christ. 
Luke here quotes from the Septuagint. The following is 
the reading in the Old Testament : — 

'' He is Drought as a lamb to the slaughter, and as a 
sheep before her shearers is dumb, so he openeth not his 
mouth. He was taken from prison and from judgment ; 
and who shall declare his generation ? for he was cut oif 
out of the land of the living." 

His judgment was taken awai/, (&c, = He had not a fair 
trial, nor was anyone allowed to prove His innocence by 
declaring His manner of life. 

A certain water: — said to have been a fountain near 
Bethsora, on the road from Jerusalem to Hebron. 

Went on his way rejoicing. The Abyssinians say he 
founded their Church. 

Azotus : — ^Ashdod. 

Coesarea: — ^was a Grentile city, belonging to Phoenicia, 
although it was the residence of the procurator of Judaea. 

Oonversion and Baptism of Saul ; he preaches 

at Damascus. 

"And Savl^ yet breathing out threatenings and slaughter 
against the disciples of the Lord, went unto the high priest^ 
and desired of him letters to DaTnascus to the synagogues, 
that if he found any of this way, whether they were men 
or women, he might bring them bound unto Jerusalem. 

And as he journeyed^ he came near Damascus : and sud- 
denly there shined round about him a light from heavefn 
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and he fell to the earth, and heard a voice saying nnto 
him, Saul, Saul, why persecutest thou me ? And he said. 
Who art thou, Lord? And the Lord said, I am Jesus 
whom thou persecutest : it is hard for thee to kick a^dnst 
the pricks. And he trembling and astonished said, Lord^ 
what wilt thou have me to do ? And the Lord said unto 
him. Arise, and go into the city, and it shall be told thee 
what thou must do. And the men which journeyed with 
him stood speechless, hearing a voice, but seeing no man. 
And Saul arose from the earth ; and when his eyes were 
opened, he saw no man : but they led him by the hand, 
and brought him into Damascus. And he was three days 
without sight, and neither did eat nor drink. 

And there was a certain disciple at Damascus, named 
Ananias; and to him said the Lord in a vision, Ananias. 
And he said, Behold, I am here. Lord. And the Lord said 
unto him, Arise, and go into the street which is called 
Straight, and enquire in the house of Judas for one caUed 
Saul, of Tarsus : for, behold, he pra^eth, and hath seen in a 
vision a man named Ananias coming in, and putting his 
hand on him, that he might receive his siglit. Then 
Ananias answered, Lord, I have heard by many of this 
man, how much evil he hath done to thy saints at Jeru- 
salem : and here he hath authority from the chief priests 
to bind all that call on thy name. But the Lord said unto 
him. Go thy way : for he is a chosen vessel unto me, to 
bear my name before the Gentiles, and kings, and the 
children of Israel : for I wiU shew him how |r^t things 
he must suffer for my name's sake. And Ananias went 
his way, and entered into the house; and putting his 
hands on him said. Brother Saul, the Lord, even Jesus, 
that appeared unto thee in the way as thou camest, hath 
sent me, that thou mightest receive thy sight, and be filled 
with the Holy Ghost. And immediately there fell from 
his eyes as it had been scales: and he received sight forth- 
with, and arose, and was baptized. And when he had 
received meat, he was strengthened. 

Then was Saul certain days with the disciples which 
were at Damascus. And straightway he preaciied Christ 
in the synagogues, that he is the Son of God. But aU 
that heard him were amazed, and said ; Is not this he that 
destroyed them which called on this name in Jerusalem^ 
snd came hither for that intent, that he might bring them 
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Ixmnd unto the chief priests? But Saul increased the 
more in strength, and confounded the Jews which dwelt 
«t Damascus, proving that this is very Christ." 

NOTXS. 

Saul. His early history may be thus summarized : — 
He was bom at Tarsus, the capital of Cilicia, of 
wealthy parents, who had the rights of Boman citizens : 
at about thirteen he went to Jerusalem to study the 
law under Gamaliel: when his education was complete 
be returned to Tarsus, and stayed there, probably study- 
ing Greek literature, till shortly before the martyrdom of 
Stephen. 

The high priest: — Theophilus, appointed A.D. 37. 

Letters, The Jews everywhere rendered obedience to 
the Sanhedrim, and to the nigh priest, its president. 

Damascus. Benhadad had, in the days of Ahab, set 
apart a portion of the city as a Jewish quarter. 

As hejoumei/ed. Two other accounts of his conversion 
are given in Acts by Paul ; — one in his defence at Jeru- 
salem, and the other before Festus and Agrippa. 

A light from heaven; — the Shechinah. It appeared 
also to the shepherds at Christ's birth, and at the Trans- 
figuration. 

Pncib;— ox-goads, consisting of long staffs, pointed 
with iron. 

Hearing a voice. Paul, in his account at Jerusalem, 
says his companions did not hear the voice. The^ must 
have heard the sov/nd, hut not comprehended its meaning. 

Kings; — e.g.^ Felix, Agrippa, and Nero. 

As it had been scales: — another minute, doctor -like 
description. 

We find, from his own statement in Gralatians, that Paul 
went to Arabia soon after his conversion. This, doubtless, 
occurred at the period now reached in the text. He re- 
tnained there three years, and then returned to Damascus. 
He was, during the interval, most likely, employed in 
preparing for his Apostleship, and receiving direct Divine 
teaching. 
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Saul esoapes from Damaaons to Jemsaki) 
where he is received by the disoiples ; joiff* 
neys thenoe through Gesarea to Taniuu 

'* And after that many days were f ulfilledy the Jewi took 
counsel to kill him ; but their laying await was knowicC 
SauL And Mey tc€Uched the gates aa^ €tnd night to Ul 
him. Then the discipfee toot him 6y nigJki, and let km 
down htf the tcall in a baskeL 

And when Saul was come to Jemealem, he aasajedts 
loin himself to tlie disciples ; but they were all afraid d 
him, and l)elieve<l not that he was a disciple. Bat Bw* 
nal)aEi took him, and brought him to the apoetlee^ and de- 
clared unto them how he had seou the Lord in the mj* 
and that he h:id spoken to him, and how he had preadiea 
boldly in Damascus in the name of Jesus. And he was 
with them coming in and going out at Jerusalem. And 
he spake boldly in the name of the Lord Jesus, and dis- 
puted acainst the Grecians; but they went about to slay 
him. Which when the brethren knew, they brought him 
down to Caisarea, and sent him forth to Tarsus. 

Then had the churches rest throughout all Judaea and 
Galilee and Samaria, and were edified ; and walking in 
the fear of the Lord, and in the comfort of the Holy 
Ghost, were multiplied." 

Notes. 

Thetf watched^ dkc. Paul's account of this incident, (in 
2 Cor.), is as follows : — 

"In Damascus the governor under Aretas the king kept 
the city of the Damascenes with a ganrisou, desirous to 
apprehend me ; and through a window in a basket was I 
let down by the wall, and escaped his hands." 

Damascus was in the Roman province of Syria. AretaSi 
king of Arabia, went to war against Herod Antipa& his 
son-in-law, when the latter repudiated his wife for Hero- 
dias. Herod obtained the aid of the Romans. Aretas 
seems then to have taken Damascus from them, and to 
have had the sovereignty of it confiimed to him on 
Califfula's accession. 

The Apostles. In Galatians Paul states that he came 
up to Jerusalem to see Peter, that he abode with him 
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.J fifteen days, and that he saw of the Apostles only Peter 
■' and " James, the Lord's brother," (James the Less). 
M Greciaiis; — Hellenistic Jews. 

%Y III ^^ speech at Jerusalem Paul relates that at this time 

Christ appealed to him in the Temple, warning him to 

^ 4epaJ^ from Jerusalem, where his testimony would not be 

■ >>eceived, and revealing His will to send him " unto the 

* Gentiles." 

Ccesarea; — Caesarea Philippi, (the modem Banias). 
[ Then had the Churches rest. Some account for the rest 

given to the Christians, by allegiug that the Jews were so 
intent upon resisting an attempt of Caligula to place his 
statue in the Temple, that they lost sight of the Cliristians 
for a time. 

The simple meaning of the passage, however, seems to 
be, that after the conversion of Saul, the foremost enemy 
of the Church, the persecution died away. 

Peter cures .Slneas, and raises Dorcas. 

'* And it came to pass, as Peter passed throughout all 
quarters, he came down also to the saints which dwelt at 
Lydda, And there he found a certain man named ^neas, 
wnich had kept his bed eight years, and was sick of the 
palsy. And Peter said unto him, ^neas, Jesus Christ 
maketh thee whole: arise, and make thy bed. And he 
arose immediately. And all that dwelt at Lydda and 
Saron saw him, and turned to the Lord. 

Now there was at Joppa a certain disciple named 
Tabitha^ which by interpretation is called Dorcas: this 
woman was full of good works and almsdeeds which she 
did. And it came to pass in those days, that she was sick, 
and died : whom when they had washed, they laid her in 
an upper chamber. And forasmuch as Lydda was nigh to 
Joppa, and the disciples had heard that Peter was there, 
they sent unto him two men, desiring him that he would 
not delay to come to them. Then Peter arose and went 
with them. When he was come, they brought him into 
the upper chamber: and all the widows stood by him 
weeping, and shewing the coats and garments which 
Dorcas made, while she was with them. But Peter ptU 
them allforthy and kneeled down, and prayed ; and turning 
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him to the body said, Tabitha, arise. And she opened her 
eyes : and when slie saw Peter, she sat up. And he gsTe 
her his hand, and lifted her up, and when be had called 
the saints and widows, presented her alive. And it was 
known throughout all Joppa ; and many believed in the 
Lord. And it came to pass, that he tarried many dayi in 
Joppa with one Simon a tanner.** 

Notes. 

Lydda; — a village near Joppa, on the road to Jerusalem. 

jiJtieoi, The name being Grecian, he was probably a 
Hellenistic Jew. 

Sarortf (or Sharon); — a lovely plain between Joppa and 
Osesarea. 

Joppa; — the modem Jaffa. 

Tabitha, Dorcas: — both mean gazelle. 

Coats; — inner garments. 

O^armen^;— outer robes. 

Put them all forth; — like Christ, at the raising of 
Jairus's daughter. 

Many days. It is thought that these two miracles and 
the baptism of Cornelius took place before Paul's visit to 
Jerussuiem, after his flight from Damascus. 

Cornelius ordered to send for Peter; Peter's 
Vision ; he goes to Gffisarea ; his address in 
Cornelius's House ; the Gentiles receive the 
Ho]y Ghost, and are baptized. 

'^ There was a certain man in Cossarea called Comt^ms, 
a oentwrion of the band called the Italian band, a devout 
man, and one that feared God with all his house, which 

S,ve much alms to the people, and prayed to God alway, 
e saw in a vision evidently about the ninth hour of the 
day an angel of God coming in to him, aud saying unto 
him, Cornelius. And when he looked on him, he was 
afraid, and said. What is it. Lord? And he said unto 
him. Thy prayers and thine alms are come up for a me- 
morial before God. And now send men to Joppa, and caU 
for one Simon, whose surname is Peter ; he lodgeth with 
one Simon a tanner, whose house is by the sea side ; he 
BliaU teU thee what thou oughtest to do. A>xd ^Yy^x^ thA 
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augd which spake unto Cornelius was departed, h^ called 
two of his household servants, and a devout soldier of them 
that waited on liim continually ; and when he had declared 
aU these things unto them, he sent them to Joppa. 

On the morrow, as they went on their journey, and drew 
nigh unto the city, Peter went up upon the housetap to 
pray about the sixth how; and he became very hungry y and 
would have eaten; but while Uiey made ready, hefeU itito 
a trance, and saw heaven opened, and a certain vessel 
descending unto him, as it had been a sreat sheet knit at 
the four comers, and let down to the earm : wherein were all 
manner of fourfooted beasts of the earth, and wild beasts, 
and creeping things, and fowls of the air. And there 
came a voice to him, Bise, Peter ; kill, and eat. But Peter 
said. Not so. Lord ; for I have never eaten any thing that 
is common or unclean. And the voice spake unto him 
again the second time. What God hath cleansed, that call 
not thou common. This was done thrice ; and the vessel 
was received up again into heaven. 

Now while Peter doubted in himself what this vision 
which he had seen should mean, behold, the men which 
were sent from Cornelius had made enquiry for Simon's 
house, and stood before the gate, and called, and asked 
whether Simon, which was sumamed Peter, were lodged 
there. While Peter thought on the vision, the Spirit said 
unto him. Behold, three men seek thee. Arise therefore, 
and get thee down, and go with them, doubting nothing : 
for fhave sent them. Then Peter went down to the men 
which were sent unto him from Cornelius ; and said, Be- 
hold, I am he whom ye seek : what is the cause wherefore 
ye are come ? And they said, Cornelius the centurion, a 
just man, and one that feareth God, and of good report 
among all the nation of the Jews, was warned from God 
by an holy angel to send for thee into his house, and to 
hear words of thee. Then called he them in, and lodged 
tJiem. 

And on the morrow Peter went away with them, and 
certain brethren from Joppa accompanied him. And the 
morrow after they entered into CsBsarea. And Cornelius 
waited for them, and had called together his kinsmen and 
near friends. And as Peter was coming in, Cornelius met 
him, and fell down at his feet, and woT«.Vi\p^ft^\ivax. "^xs^. 
Peter took him up, saying, Stand up ; 1 m^aeXt ^i^a^ «k^ ^ 
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man. And as he talked with him, he went in, and foani 
ni:tiiy that were come together. And he eaid nnto then, 
Ye know how that it u an unlawful thing for a man that* 
a Jew to keep c()iii|)aoy, or come unto one of another bi^ 
tioii ; but (iikI hath shewed me that I should not call any 
miiii coiiiiuoii or unclean. Therefore came I nnto yw 
without, ^'.'linsaying, as soon as I was sent for; I ask then- 
fore for wh.-it intent ye have sent for me 7 And Comdiot 
said, Four dayH ago I was fasting until this hour; and at 
the nintli hour I pniyed in mv house, and. behold, a man 
stood l)efore me in bright clothing, and said^ Cornelius, thy 
prayer is heard, and thine alms are had in rememlnaiioe 
in the sight of God. Send therefore to Joppa, and call 
hither Simon, whose surname is Peter; he is lodged in the 
houHo of one Simon a tanner by the sea side : who, when 
he Cometh, shall Bi)eak unto thee. Immediately therefore 
I sent to tliee ; and thou hast well done that thou art comep 
Now tlierefore are we all here present before Ood, to hear 
all thingM tliat are commanded thee of Ood. 

Then Peter o])ened his mouth, and said. Of a truth I 
perceive tliat Grod is no respecter of persons ; but in every 
nation he tliat feareth him, and worked righteousness, & 
accented with him. The word which God sent unto the 
children of Israel, preaching peace by Jesus Christ : (he ie 
Lonl of all ;) that word, I say, ye know, which was pub- 
lished throughout all Judaea, and began from Galilee, after 
the Itaptism which John preached; how God anointed 
Jesns of Nazareth with the Holy Ghost and with power: 
who went about doinff good, and healing all that were op- 
presHcd of the devil ; tor God was with him. And we are 
witnoHHes of all things which he did both in the land of 
the Jews, and in Jerusalem ; whom they slew and hanged 
on a tree ; him God raised up the third day, and shewed 
him openly; not to all the people, but unto witnesses 
chosen before of God, even to us, who did eat and drink 
with him after he rose from the dead. And he commanded 
us to preach unto the people, and to testify that it is he 
which was ordained of God to be the Judge of quick and 
dead. To him give all the prophets witness, that through 
his name whosoever believeth in him shall receive remis- 
sion of sins. 

While Peter jret spake these words, the Holy Ghost fM 
on all them which heard the word. And they of the cir> 
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cpmcision which believed were astonished , as many as came 
with Peter, because that on the Grentiles also was poured 
out the gift of the Holy Ghost.' For they lieara them 
meak with tongues, and magnify Grod. Then answered 
Peter, can any man forbid water, that these should not be 
baptized, which have received the Holy Ghost as well as 
ire? Ajid he commanded them to be baptized in the name 
ci the Lord. Then prayed they him to tarry certain days.*' 

Notes. 

CcBsarea: — in Judsea. 

Cornelius; — probably belonged to the Cornelian gens^ 
since Julian the Apostate names him as a distinguished 
convert. 

Centurion; — captain of a century. 

The Italian hand. Eoman legions in the East consisted 
chiefly of natives of the provinces, but contained at least 
one cohort of Komans. The procurator of Judsea had at 
his service six cohorts, five of which were stationed at 
C»sarea, his usual residence. 

A devotU man=^SL proselyte. There were of these two 
kinds — 

1. Prosetytee of riahteoiLsness. These were circumcised, 

baptized, and regarded as Jews. 

2. Prosdytes of the gate. They were not circumcised 

or baptized, — were only required to worship the 
true God, and to keep the Seven Precepts of Noah, 
(a^inst idolatry, profanity, fornication, murder, 
injustice, eating blood or animals strangled, and 
letting a murderer live), — and were regarded as 
alien and unclean. 

Comdius^ doubtless, belonged to the latter class. Like 
the Centurion whose servant Christ healed, Cornelius felt 
the insufficiency of his own religion, and sought, in as 
close a connection with the Jewish church as he dare 
venture upon, satisfaction for his spiritual cravings. 

Prayed to God alway; — 1.0., obsei-ved the three * hours 
of prayer.' 

The ninth hour; — 3 p.m. 

£/ord= Master, He did not take him for God. 

The hotLsetop; — being flat and retired, was a favorite 
resort for prayer. 

T/ta sijpth hour; — ^noon. 
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Became very hunory. It was a common thing not to eat 
till after the second * hour of prayer/ 

Fdl into a trance. His spirit being refined by fasting, 
a kind of abstraction from all objects of sense elevatra 
him above earthly things. 

The four comers; — symbolizing the spread of the Qospel 
all over the world. 

Kill, and eat. The character of the vision, — food, — ^was 
adapted to Peter's present state of feelmg. 

Common; — uDclean by the Mosaic law. 

Unclean; — by contact with forbidden animals. 

I have sent them; — a proof of the Divinity of the Holy 
Spirit. 

Certain; — six, as Peter afterwards tells the Church. 
' It is an unlawful thing; — according to the interpretation 
of the Babbins. 

Ye know. They knew from haviog been some time in 
Palestine. Philip, also, had been preaching in Csesarea. 

Anointed Jestis, d;c, God shewed Jesus to be the 
Messiah by sending forth on Him the Holy Spirit, and by 
giving Him power to work miracles. 

§wic^ = living;— those alive at Christ's Second Advent. 

Fell, — as Peter afterwards tells the Church, — " as on us 
at the beginning," (i.e., on the Day of Pentecost). There 
were the same signs and gifts on both occasions. 

Peter explains his conduct in re Cornelius, to 
the Church at Jerusalem. 

"And the apostles and brethren that were in Judaea 
heard that the Gentiles had also received the word of God. 
And when Peter was come up to Jerusalem, they that 
were of the circumcision contended with him, saying, Thou 
wentest in to men uncircumcised, and didst eat with them. 

But Peter rehearsed the matter from the beginning, and 
expounded it by order unto them, saying, I was in the 
city of Joppa praying : and in a trance I saw a vision, A 
certain vessel descend, as it had been a great sheet, let 
down from heaven by four comers ; and it came even to 
me : upon the which when I had fastened mine eyes, I 
considered, and saw fourfooted beasts of the earth, and 
wild beasts, and creeping things, and fowls of the air. 
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And I heard a voice saying unto me, Arise, Peter ; slaj 
and eat. But I said, Not so. Lord : for nothing common 
or unclean hath at any time entered into my month. But 
the voice answered me a^ain from heaveu, What Crod hath 
cleansed, that call not ihou common. And this was done 
three times : and all were drawn up acain into heaven. 
And, behold, immediately there were three men already 
come unto the house where I was, sent from Ceesarea unto 
me. And the spirit bade me go with them, nothing 
doubting. Moreover these six brethren accompanied me, 
and we entered into the man's house : and he shewed us 
how he had seen an angel in his house, which stood and 
said unto him, Send men to Joppa, and call for Simon, 
whose surname is Peter ; who shall tell thee words, whereby 
thou and all thy house shall be saved. And as I began to 
speak, the Holy Ghost fell on them, as on us o^ tA« 
beginning. Then remembered I the word of the Lord, 
how that he said, John indeed baptized with water ; but 
ye. shall be baptized with the Holy Ghost Forasmuch 
then as God gave them the like gift as he did unto t^, who 
believed on uie Lord Jesus Ohnst; what was I, that I 
could withstand God f 

When they heard these things, they hdd their peace, 
and i^lorifiea God, saying, Tlien hath God also to the 
Gentiles granted repentance unto life." 

Notes. 

Of the circumcision; — Jews by birth, pnd circumcised 
proselytes. 
At the beginning;— on the Day of Pentecost. 
Us who believea= us, when we believed. 

Formation of the Ghnrcli at Antiocli; Saul 
and Barnabas sent thither from Jerusalem ; 
Agabos foretells a famine, and the disciples 
send relief to the Brethren in Jndaa. 

** Now they which were scattered abroad upon the per- 
secution that arose about Stephen travelled as far as 
Phenice, and Cyprus, and Antioch, preaching the word to 
none but unto the Jews only. And some of iKenra^^^^ 
men of Cjprua and Gyrene, which, vfYien \iVi«^ N?^\«i <i«?sw^ 
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to Antioch, spake unto the Grecians, preaching the Loi-d 
Jesufl. And the liaud of the Lord was with them : and a 
gi*eat number believed, and turned unto the Lord. 

Then tidings of these things came unto the ears of the 
church which was in Jerusalem: and they sent forth 
Barnabas, that he should go as far as Antioch. Who, 
wlien he came, and had seen the grace of God, was glad, 
and exhorted them all, that with purpose of heart thej 
would cleave unto the Lord. For he was a good man, and 
full of the Holy Ghost and of faith : and much people was 
added unto the Lord. Then departed Barnabas tr> Tarsus, 
for to seek Saul : and when he had found him, he brought 
him uuto Antioch. And it came to pass, that a whole year 
they assembled themselves with the church, and taught 
much people. And the disciples were called Christians 
first in Antioch. 

And in these days came prophets from Jerusalem unto 
Antioch. And there stood up one of them named Agabu&, 
and signified by the spirit that there should be great dearth 
throughout all the world : which came to pass in the days 
of Claudius Csesar. Then the disciples, every man ac- 
cording to his ability, determined to send relief unto the 
brethren which dwelt in Judsea: which also they did, and 
sent it to the elders by the hands of Barnabas and Saul." 

Notes. 

Phenice, Phoenicia now formed part of the Boman 
province of Syria. 

Antioch: — the capital of the province of Syria, and 
residence of the proconsul, under whom the procurator of 
Judtea was. 

Some of them; — who fled from Jerusalem on Stephen's 
execution. 

Grecians; — Greeks and other Gentiles, who were not 
Jewish proselytes. 

This preaching of the Gospel to Gentiles at Antioch, 
and the conversion of Cornelius must be regarded as the 
connecting links between the proclamation of the witness 
in Samaria and amongst the Gentiles. 

Brought him. PauFs apostolic career now commenced. 
Christians. The name was, doubtless, bestowed i^ 
hfully by the Romans. It did not originate with 
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the Christiaus themselves, since they never apply it to one 
another. ' A^ppa uses the term, and so does Peter in his 
1st Epistle ; but in both cases it is used in a contemptuous 
sense. 

Elders;— or preahytert. This is the first mention of this 
order. 

Herod kills James, (the Elder), and imprisons 
Peter, who is miraculously delivered. 

" Now about that time Herod the king stretched forth 
his hands to vex certain of the church. And he killed 
James the brother of John with the sword. And because 
he saw it pleased the Jews, he proceeded further to take 
Peter also. (Then were the aaye of unleavened bread). 
And when he had apprehended him, he put him iu prison, 
and delivered him to four quaternions of soldiers to keep 
him; intending after Easter to bring him forth to the 
people. Peter therefore was kept in prison ; but prayer 
was made without ceasing of the church unto God for him. 
And when Herod would have brought him forth, the same 
night Peter was sleeping between two soldiers, bound with 
tii^o chains; and tne keepers before the door kept the 

grison. And, behold, the angel of the Lord came upon 
im, and a light shined in the prison : and he smote Peter 
on the side, and raised him up, sayiug, Arise up quickly. 
And his chains fell off from his hands. And the angel said 
unto him, Gird thyself, and bind on thy sandals. And so 
he did. And he saith unto him, Cast thy garment about 
thee, and follow me. And he went out, and followed him; 
and wist not that it was true which was done by the angel; 
but thought he saw a vision. When they were past the 
first and the second ward, they came unto the iron gate that 
leadeth unto the city; which opened to them of his own 
accord; and they went out, and passed on through one 
street ; and forthwith the angel departed from him. And 
when Peter was come to himself, he said, Now I know of 
a surety, that the Lord hath sent his angel, and hath de- 
livered me out of the hand of Herod, and from all the 
expectation of the people of the Jews. And when be had 
considered the thing, ne came to the house of Manj the 
mother of John, whose surname was Marie ; "w\\«t^ \s>l«x\^ 
w&re gathered together praying. And aa "fi^*^^ VmqiO^^^ 
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The same night: — ^tbe night precedinfi; the day on which 
he was to be executed, — of which whole day it would 
form part according to the Hebrew reckoning of days from 
sunset to sunset. 

The first and the second ward: — the two guards. 

The iron gate^ Sc, The prison was, probably, within 
the enclosure of Herod's palace, which was divided from 
the city by a wall, in which this *iron gate' would be. 

Mary: — ^would be sister, or sister-in-law of Barnabas, 
since the latter was John Mark's uncle. 

John whose^ dtc. It is generally stated that this is St. 
Mark, the Evangelist, and that he was a companion of 
both Peter and PauL Bat this does not seem at all 
probable, and the Mark of Acts, Paul's companion, must 
oe regarded as a different person from Mark, Peter's com- 
panion, and the writer of the Gospel bearing his name. 

The door of the gate: — the door of the outer porch. 

Rhoda = rose. 

Angel — apparition. The Jews were great believers 
in these. 

James: — was bishop of the Church at Jerusalem, and is 
hence distinguished by name. 

Commanded, <&c, lEoman gaolers or soldiers who allowed 
a Prisoner to escape suffered the punishment that would 
have been inflicted on their charge. 

He went down, dk, Josephus tells us he went to Cse- 
sarea to celebrate games. 

Death of Herod. 

^ And Herod was highly displeased with them of Tyre 
and Sidon : but they came with one accord to him, and, 
having made Blastus the king's chamberlain their friend, 
desired peace ; because their country was nourished by the 
king's country. And upon a set aay Herod, arrayed in 
royal apparel, sat upon his throne, and made an oration 
unto them. And the people gave a shout, saying, It is the 
voice of a god, and not of a man. And immediately the 
angel of the Lord smote him, because he gave not God the 
glory : and he was eaten ofwormsy and gave up the ghost" 

Notes. 
Highly displeased. The origin oi tYua Tcv\%xvxA«t^\a.\^^xs^^ 
waa, ptvbabljr, commercial jealousy \»\.^e«a "Tyt^ «s^^ 
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Sidon and CuMarea, which, under Herod, had become 
their rival. 

Their countrtf vku nauriskedf <te. They depended on 
the corn of Jiuhea fur sustenance, and derived meet of 
their conimei-ce from tlie products of Palestine which tiiej 
ex|)ort4i<l. 

A set day; — the second day of the games, according to 
Josophns. 

Throne; — a niised seat in the amphitheatre. 

Kattm of worm*. Josephus says it was a disease of the 
bowelH, which carried him off five days after the seizure.

SanI and Barnabas return to Antiocli, with 
Mark ; they are set apart for the work of 
the Ministry among the Gentiles. 

"But the word of God grew and multiplied. And 
Barnabas and Saul returned from Jerusalem, when the"

Paul, upon this consecration, received the full power 
and the peculiar duties of an Apostle. 



Paul's First Apostolic Journey, beginning and 

ENDING AT AnTIOCH IN SyRIA. A.D. 43-45. 

Paul, Barnabas, and Mark journey to Seleuoia; 
— ^then to Cyprus, where Elymas is struck 
blind; — ^thenoe to Perga, where Mark re- 
turns to Jerusalem. 

" So tbey, being sent forth by the Holy Ghost, departed 
unto Sdeucia; and from thence they sailed to Cyprus, 
And when they were at SaJamis, they preached the word 
of God in the synagogues of the Jews : and they had also 
John to their minister. And when they had gone through 
the isle unto Papkos, they found a certain sorcerer, a false 
prophet, a Jew, whose name was Bar-jesiis: which was 
with the deputy of the country, Sergius Paulus, a prudent 
man ; who called for Barnabas and Saul, and desired to 
hear the word of God. But El3nnas the sorcerer (for so is 
his name by interpretation) withstood them,, seeking to 
turn away the deputy from the faith. Then Saul, (who 
also is called Paul), filled with the Holy Ghost, set his eyes 
on him, and said, O fuU of ail subtilty and all mischief, 
thou child of the devil, thou enemy of all righteousness, 
wilt thou not cease to pervert the right ways of the Lord ? 
And now, behold, the nand of the Lord is upon thee, and 
thou shalt be blind, not seeing the sun for a season. And 
immediately there fell on him a mist and a darkness ; and 
he went about seeking some to lead him by the hand. 
Then the deputy, when he saw what w?c& doraa, \5^^^>A^ 
he'wg aatoDJahed at the doctrine oi t\>A laot^. 
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Now when Paul and his oompanj loosed from F^mN) 
tlicy cjiuie to /V/v/a iu Pamphylia : aud John dtpmfxf^ 
from them returued to Jeruaftiem.*

Sefeuvi'a; — tlie port ol Antioch, from which it was 

dintiuit 15 mileM. 

CifimtM: — tlie native-laud of Baniabaa. 

tSwamis; — A \yort on tlie £. coast of Cyprus. 

Vapho*; — a jwrt on the S.W. coast of Cyprus,-— capital 
of tlie iHlaiid under the Romans. 

Bar-jems^son ofJeitu, He seems to have been another 
Simon Ma^is. Eiymas, his other name, (doubtless self- 
iini)08ed), means wi^te man in Arabic : hence he was, pro- 
biibly, an Arabian Jew. 

Deputy; — proconsul Luke here uses the correct title,— 
aiforuing a proof of his truthfubies& 

Prudent; — because discerning the falsity of idolatry, 
and reiidy to enquire after the truth in matters of religion. 

Paul: — the first time this name is applied to the Apostle: 
he is never, henceforth, called Savl. Saul and Paul both 
mean " the desired" — ^aul being Hebrew, and Paul his 
name as a Boman citizen. The name he had borne as a 
persecutor is now abandoned, and he is called by that by 
which he would be known amongst the Gentiles, to whom 
he was to be <^ Apostle, 

Perga: — a seaport. 

Departing; — doubtless discouraged. 

Paul and Barnabas journey to Antioch in Fi- 
sidia ; Paul's Discourse in the Synagogue to 
the Jews ; he and Barnabas preach to the 
Gentiles, who receive the Gospel ; the Jews 
expel Paul and Barnabas, who proceed to 
Iconiuin. 

"But when they departed from Perga, they came to 
Antioch in Pisidia, and went into the synagogue on the 
sabbath day, and sat down. And after the reading of the 
Icno and the prophets,the riders of the synagogue sent unto 
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them, saying, Ye men and brethren, if ye have any woixl 
<^ exhortation for the people, say on. 
^ Then Paul stood upy and beckoning with his hand, said, 
Men of Israel, and ye thai fear Ood, give audience. The 
Grod of this people of Israel chose our fathers, and exalted 
the people when they dwelt as strangers in the land of 
Egypt, and with an high arm brought he them out of it. 
Ana about the time of forty years suffered he their man- 
ners in the wilderness. And when he had destroyed seven 
nations in the land of Chanaan, he divided their land to 
them by lot. And after that he gave unto them judges 
about the space of four hundred and fifty years, until 
Samuel the prophet. And afterward they desired a king ; 
and God gave unto them Saul the son of Cis^ a man of the 
tribe of E^njamin, by the space of forty years. And when 
he had removed him, he raised up unto them David to be 
their king; to whom also he gave testimony, and said, 
I have found David the son ofJesse^ a man after mine ovm 
hearty which shall fttlfil all my wUl, Of this man's seed 
hath Gtod according to his promise raised unto Israel a 
Saviour, Jesus ; when John had first preached before his 
coming the baptism of repentance to all the people of 
Israel And as John ftdfUled his course, he said, Whom 
think ye that I am ? I am not he. But, behold, there 
Cometh one after me, whose shoes of his feet I am not 
worthy to loose. Men, brethren, children of the stock of 
Abraham, and whosoever among you feareth Grod, to you 
is the word of this salvation sent. For they that dwell at 
Jerusalem, and their rulers, because they knew him not, 
nor yet the voices of the prophets which are read every 
sabbath day, they have fulmlea them in condemning him. 
And though they found no cause of death in him, yet de- 
aired they Pilate that he should be slain. And when they 
had fulfilled all that was written of him, they took him 
down from the tree, and laid him in a sepulchre. But 
Crod raised him from the dead ; and he was seen many 
days of them which came up with him from Galilee to 
Jerusalem, who are his witnesses unto the people. And 
we declare unto you glad tidings, how that the promise 
whi<di was made unto the fathers, God hath fulfilled the 
same unto us their children, in that he hath raised up 
Jesus again; as it is also written in \kft «fcCQ»\A \«^ixsi^ 
Thou art my Son, this day have 1 begotten VJi^^- ^^^ ^ 
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concern inp; that he raised him up from the dead, mow no 
mare to return to corruption, he said on this wise, / will 
give you the sure mercies of David, Wherefore he saitK 
alrio in another pealm, Thoo shalt not suffer thine H(^ 
One to Kce corruption. For David, after he had served 
hirt own gtMienitiou by the will of €k)d, fell on sleep, and 
vfiuK laid unto his fathers, and saw corruption; bat he, 
whom (lod niiHed ag^iio, saw no corruption. Be it known 
unto you therefore, men and brethren, that through this 
man ih pn^ached unto you the forgiveness of sins; and hj 
him all that believe are justified from all things, from 
which yo couKl not be justified by the law of Moses. Be- 
ware therefore, lest that come upon you, which is spoken 
of in the pr()j)hets : Behold, ye despisers, and toonder, and 
)'iri»h ; for / tcork a work in you/r days, a foork which ye 
fihdfl in no wise heUeve, though a man declare it unto you, 
An<i when tlie Jews were gone out of the synagogue, 
the (tent ilea bcRought that these words might be preached 
t^) them the next saNnith, Now when the congregation 
wan broken u]), many of the Jews and religious proselytes 
foll()wc<i Paul and Barnabas; who, speakinff to them, 
p<>rHua(Ied tliom to continue in the gi^ace of God. 

An<l the next s^ibbath day came almost the whole city 
together to hear the word of Grod. But when the Jews 
saw tlie multitudes, thev were filled with envy, and spake 
agaiuHt those things which were spoken by Paul, contra- 
dicting and blaspheming. Then Paul and Barnabas waxed 
Inild, and said, It was necessary that the word of Grod 
should firnt have been spoken to you ; but seeing ye put it 
from you, and judge yourselves unworthy of everlasting 
life, lo, wo turn to the Gentiles. For so hath the Lord 
commanded us, saying, / have set thee to be a light of the 
(if*i\tilcs, that thou shouldest be for salvation unto the ends 
of the earth. And when the Gentiles heard this, they 
were glad, and glorified the word of the Lord ; and as 
many i\» were ordained to eternal life believed. And the 
won! of the Lord was published throughout all the region. 
But the Jews stirred up the devout and honourable 
women, and the chief men of the city, and raised persecu- 
tion against Paul and Barnabas, and expelled them out of 
their coasts. But they shook off the dust of their feet 
against them, and came unto Iconium. And the disciples 
were filled with joy, and with the Holy Ghost." 
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KOTES. 

Came to Antioch, Tharinq this journey Paul, perhaps, 
experienced those " perils or waters," and " perils of rob- 
bers" which he mentions in 2 Cor. The district through 
which he must have passed abounded in robbers and sud- 
denly-swelling streams. 

Sat down: — in a particular spot, set apart for those who 
intended to speak to the congregation. 

The reading, <&c. The Pentateuch was read through 
once a year, in the synagogues, on the Sabbath, together 
with selections from the prophets. 

Riders of the tyna^ogue: — the Council of Elders who 
managed the synagogue; they chose a President, called 
the ruler of the synagogue. 

Stood up. The usual practice was to sit, while speaking. 

We find Christ reading and expounding in the synagogue 
at Nazareth. 

Te that fear God: — the "proselytes of the gate*' who 
sat together. 

Manners: — evil passions and ways. 

Seven nations: — the Hittites, Girgashites, Amoritea, 
Canaanites, Perizzites, Hivites, and Jebusites. 

Cis: — ^in Old Testament, Kuh. 

I have found David, <&c. This quotation is the substance 
of two passages : — 

1. "I have found David my servant." This occurs in 

a Psalm in which David records God's declara- 
tion to him, in a vision, of his gracious choice of 
him, and purposes towards him and his seed. 

2. " The Lord hath sought him a man after his own 

heart." These words form part of Samuel's an- 
nouncement to Saul that, in consequence of his 
disobedience, He had taken the kingdom from 
him, and transferred it to another. 
Fulfilled = was ending. 

Said: — when, as John records, the Jews sent a deputa- 
tion from Jerusalem, to ask him who he was. 

Fulfilled the same. Christ's being raised from the dead 
was a clear proof that He was the Messiah, and that, con- 
sequently, all the prophecies concerning Him were fulfilled. 
Begotten: — into glory, from the dead. Paul thus inter- 
prets the passage as referring to tVve ^^swcx^oMYWi. ^CJkkn^ 
28 *' the first-bom from the dead."— CoIom.

lie raised him up^-^carntption, Paul now goes on to 
show that Christ, oeing raised, would (ti6 no moi^ 

/ mil give youy <tc. This quotation is from Isaiah, in a 
passage where the Jews are entreated to return to God, 
and me blessings of Messiah's reign are promised. In 
Isaiah it reads, — ''I will make an everlasting covenant 
with you, even the sure mercies of David." 

The " sure mercies of David" were the promise that his 
throue sliould be ** established for ever.*^ This promise 
referred to Christ, David's son acoordinff to the flesh. 

Paul here intends to show that Jesus being the Messiah, 
and being raised, would die no more, but reign for ever, 
in accordance with the promise made to David. 
Where/ore: — t.tf., to the same purpose. 
Peter had before interpreted this passage in the same 
manner as Paul now does. 

Beholdy ye despisersy dhc. This is quoted from the 
Septuagint, and is from Habakkuk, where it reads in our 
version : — 

" Behold ye among the heathen, and regard, and wonder 
marvellously ; for I will work a work in your daya^ which 
}e will not believe, though it be told you." 

Uabakkuk here predicted the judgments to fall on the 
Jews, when the Temple should be destroyed by the 
Chaldsaans. 

The next sabbathf-^oVf the week between^ ie., during the 
week. 
Blaepheming :—-yto\>M.j against Christ 
/ have set thee, dc. This is from Isaiah, where it refers 
to Christ in His prophetical office ; but it would apply 
also to Paul and Mrnabas, and all appointed by Him to 
do His work. 

Ordained *» disposed* 
Region : — Pisidia. 

Shook ofy d^c. This accorded with Christ's instructions 
to the Apostles, when He sent them forth to preach. 

Paul and Barnabas preach at Iconium ; they 
are expelled thenoe, and go to Lystra. 

" And it came to pass in Icomum, that they went both 
together into the synagogue of the Jews, and so spake, 
|Mb a great multitude Doth of the Jews and also ot the 
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Greeks believed. But the unbelieving Jews stirred up the 
GentiTes, and made their minds evil affected a^nst the 
brethren. Long time therefore abode they speakins; boldly 
in the Lord, which gave testimony unto the word of his 
grace, and gi-anted signs and wonders to be done by their 
hands. But the multitude of the city was divided : and 
part held with the Jews, and part with the apostles. And 
when there was an asscndt made both of the Gentiles, and 
also of the Jews with tbeir rulers, to use them despitefully, 
and to stone them, they were ware of it, and fled unto 
Lystra and Derbe, cities of Lycaonia, and unto the region 
that lieth round about : and there they preached the gospel." 

NOTKS. 

/comwm;— the capital of Lycaonia. 
Greeks; — ^proselytes of the gate. 
Assault =^& plot to assault them. 

Paul heals a Cripple at Iconium; he and 
Barnabas are regarded as Gods ; Fad stoned, 
and he and Barnabas go thence to Derbe. 

'^ And there sett a certain man at Lystra, impotent in his 
feet, being a cripple from his mother's womb, who never 
had walked ; the same heard Paul speak : who stedfastly 
beholding him, and perceiving that he had faith to be 
healed, said with a low\ voice. Stand upright on thy feet. 
And he leaped and walked. 

And when the people saw what Paul had done, they 
lifted up their voices, saying in the speech of Lycaoniay 
The goas are come down to us in the likeness of men. 
And they called Barnabas^ Jwpiter; and PaiUy MercuriuSy 
because he was the chief speaker. Then the priest of Ju- 

{)iter, which was before their city, brought oxen and gar- 
ands unto the gateSy and would have none sacrifice with 
the people. Which when the apostles. Barnabas and Paul, 
heard of, they rent their clothes, ana ran in among the 
people, crying out, and saying. Sirs, why do ye these 
things ? We also are men of like passions with you, and 
preach unto you that ye should turn from these vanities 
unto the living God, which made heaven, and earth, and 
the sea, and all things that are there\\i\ ^\vo \\i\.\\aRS^>5»s^>» 
Buffered all nations to walk in tbw OTni^^cj^, "^^^'slx 
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thelesB be left not himself witLout witness, in tliat he did 
good, and gave us raiu from heaven, and fniitfol seasons, 
filling our hearts with food and gladness. And with these 
sayings scarce restrained they the people, that they had 
not done sacrifice unto them. 

And there came thither certain Jews from Antioch and 
Iconium, who persuaded the people, and, having stoned 
Paul, drew him oxU of the citify supposing he had b^n dead. 
Howl)eit, as the disciples stood round about him, he rose 
up, and came into the citv ; and the ne^t day he departed 
with BarnabaA to Derbe.'' 
Notes. 

i^at: — most likely in the market-place. 

The speech of Lycaonia: — a corrupt dialect of Greek. 

And they caJled, i&c. It was in this neighbourhood that 
Jupiter and Mercury were said to have visited Philemon 
aim Baucis. Jupiter was the tutelary deity of Lystra, so 
that it was natural that the people should, when they took 
Paul and Barnabas for gods, regard one of them as Jupiter. 
They called Barnabas Jupiter, doubtless, from his superior 
a<;^e, and that noble aspect with which tradition credits him. 
Tliey would then, naturally, call Paul Mercury (the god of 
eloquence), on account, as Luke says, of his being '' the 
chief speaker." 

Which; — refers to Jupiter, and means his temple. 

Oates; — of the house where Paul and Barnabas lodged. 

lient their clothes; — a frequent token of indignation at 
blasphemy. The hi^h priest did it at Christ's trial. 

Vanities; — their idols. The word indicates lifelessness 
and powerlessness. 

Paul, as he was speaking to heathens, proves the exist- 
ence of the one living and true God by natural evidences. 

Drew him out of the city; — as not worthy of burial. 

Paul alludes to this stoning in 2 Cor., — ^* Once was I 
stoned." 

Paul and Barnabas return to Antiooh, — through 
Lystra, loonium, Antioch (in Pisidia), Perga, 
and Attalia, — confirming the Ghurches on 
their way. 

J^And when they had preached the gospel to that city, 
' taught many; they returned agivin. to li^etTtw^ snd 
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to Iconiam, and Antioch, confirming the souls of the dis- 
ciples, and exhorting them to continue in the faith, and 
that we must through much tribulation enter into the 
kingdom of QooL And when they had ordained them 
elders in every church, and had prayed with fasting^ thev 
commended them to the Lord, on whom they believed. 
And after they had passed throughout Pisidia, they came 
to Pamphylia. And when they had preached the word in 
Perga, they went down into Attalia: and thence sailed to 
Antioch, from whence they had been recommended to the 
grace of God for the work which they fulfilled. And 
when they were come, and had gathered the church 
together, they rehearsed all that God had done with them, 
and how he had opened the door of faith unto the Gentiles. 
And there they abode long time with the disciples." 

Notes. 

That city: — Derbe. 

The kingdom of God: — ^His kingdom in glory. 
Had prayed with fasting: — so the Church of England 
observes Ember days, before her ordinations. 
Attalia; — ^a seaport of Pamphylia, 

Paul and Barnabas 'visit Jerusalem to ask the 
opinion of the Ghuroh about Ciroumcision ; 
the Apostolio Gounoil, and its decision, 
which is carried back to Antioch by Fan], 
Barnabas, Judas, and Silas. 

" And certain men which came down from Judaea taught* 
the brethren, and said. Except ye be circumcised after the 
manner of Moses, ye cannot be saved. When therefore 
Paul and Barnabas had no small dissension and disputa- 
tion with them, they determined that Paul and Barnabas, 
and certain other of them, should go up to JerusoH&in unto 
the apostles and elders about this question. And being 
brougnt on their way by the church, they passed through 
Phenice and Samaria, declaring the conversion of the 
Gentiles : and they caused great joy unto all the brethren. 

And when they were come to Jeruaalero., \X\«^ Na«c^ 
received of the church, and of the apostW axi^ ^^^t^^«sA 
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they declared all things that God had done with them. 
But there rose up certain of the sect of the Pharisees 
which believed, saying, That it was needful to circumcise 
them, and to command them to keep the law of Moses. 

And the apostles and elders came toaether for to consider 
of this matter. And when there had been much disputing, 
Peter rose up, and said unto them. Men, brethren, ye know 
how that a good while ago Grod made choice among us, 
that the Gentiles by my mouth should hear the word of 
the gosoel, and believe. And God, which knowetii the 
hearts, oare them witness, giving them the Holy Ghost, 
even as he did unto us ; and put no difference between us 
and them, purifying their hearts by faith. Now therefore 
why tempt ye Grod, to put a yoke upon the neck of the 
disciples, which neither our fathers nor we were able to 
bear/ But we believe that through the grace of the Lord 
Jesus Christ we shall be saved, even as they. Then all the 
multitude kept silence, and gave audience to Barnabas 
and Paul, declaring what miracles and wonders Gk>d had 
wrought among the Gentiles by them. 

And after they had held their peace, James answered, 
saying. Men, brethren, hearken unto me : Simeon hath 
declared how God at the first did visit the Gentiles, to 
take out of them a people for his name. And to this agree 
the words of the prophets \ as it is writtenj After this I 
will return, and will build again the tabernacle of David, 
which is fallen down ; and I will build again the ruins 
thereof, and I will set it up : that the residue of men might 
seek after the Lord, and all the Gentiles, upon whom my 
name is called, saith the Lord, who doeth all these things. 
Elnown unto God are all his works from the beginning of 
the world. Wherefore my sentence is, that we trouble 
not them, which from among the Gentiles are turned to 
Gk>d : but that we write unto them, that they abstain from 
pollutions of idols, and from fornication, and from thvng9 
strangled, and from blood. For Moses of old time kath in 
every city them that preach him, being read in the synagogues 
every sabbath day, 

llien pleased it the apostles and elders, with the whole 
church, to send chosen men of their own company to 
Antioch with Paul and Barnabas; namely, JtMas sur- 
uamed Barsabas, and Silas, chief men among the brethren : 
they wrote letters by them after this manner; The 
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apostles and elders and brethren send greeting unto the 
brethren which are of the Gentiles in Autioch and Syria 
Hud OUicia: forasmuch as we have heard, that certain 
which went out from us have troubled you with words, 
subverting your souls, saying, Ye must be circumcised, 
and keep the law : to whom we gave no such command- 
ment : it seemed sood unto us, being assembled with one 
accord, to send chosen men unto you with our beloved 
Barnabas and Paul, men that have hazarded their lives for 
the name of our Lord Jesus Christ. We have sent there- 
fore Judas and Silas, who shall also tell you the same 
things by mouth. For it seemed good to the Holy Ghost, 
and to us, to lay upon you no greater burden than these 
necessary things; that ye abst^n from meats offered to 
idols, and from blood, and from things strangled, and from 
fornication ; from which if ye keep yourselves, ye shall do 
well. Fare ye well. 

So when tliey were dismissed, they came to Antioch : 
and when they had gathered the multitude together, they 
delivered the epistle: wliich when they had read, they 
rejoiced for the consolation. And Judas and Silas, being 
prophets also themselves, exhorted the brethren with 
many words, and confirmed them. And after they had 
tarried there a space, they wei*e let ^o in peace from the 
brethren unto the apostles. Notwithstanaing it pleased 
Silas to abide there still. Paul also and Barnabas con- 
tinued in Antioch, teaching and preaching the word of the 
Lord, with many others also.'' 

NOT£& 

Certain men; — partly-converted Pharisees. Paul calls 
them, in Galatians, ''false brethren, unawares brought in.'' 
Brethren; — the converts at Antioch. 

Circumcised, Circumcision would have obliged them to 
keep the Law, and thus Justification by Faith would have 
been set aside. 

Determined that, dhc, Paul, in Galatians, gives particulars 
of another journey to Jerusalem undertaken oy him at 
this time, in company with Barnabas and Titus. He took 
this step in consequence of special revelation, and with the 
design of obtaining a recognition of his apostleship to the 
Gentiles. He held private communication with a few of 
the chief membera ot the Church ; and 3aTne%^l^^*^'c^ «s^.^ 
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John ffave to him and Ikmatw ^the fight bands d. 
fellowudp.** 

ThU private viait mnat hare preeeded that reoocded in 
tbiapaaaage. 

Came together; — in solemn aasemblj, oonsiating, evi- 
dently, of apoetlesy presbyters, and some )aj Cluncb- 
members. 

Peter; — spoke first, because he bad beoi the first to ad- 
mit an nucircamcisedGentUe,(Conielios), into the Church. 

AVen ae they; — i.e,^ the Gkaitile converts. Peter here 
declares that Jew and Grentiie are alike saved bj IWth 
alone, and not by keeping the Law. 

Himeon; — Hebrew form of Simon, 

At it is written; — in Amos, where the passage reads : — 

''In that day will I raise np the tabernacle of David 
that iff fallen, and close np the breaches thereof; and I 
will raise up his ruins, and I will build it as in the days 
of old : that they majr possess the remnant of Edom, and 
of all the heathen, whicn are called by my name, saifh the 
Lord that doeth this." 

Tabernacle: — house. 

Men; — in the original ^^BdomJ* The Edomites, being 
anernios of the Jews, are taken as a type of the heatiieu 

Pollutions of idols; — the flesh of idol sacrificea^ which 
WfUi aaten by the offerers^ or sold in the market. 

Paul fully discusses this c^uestion of meats in 1 Cor. He 
thoro lays down the principle that if flesh is known to 
hiiva formed part of a sacrince, it should not be eaten, lest 
tha aotiun prove a stumbling-block to others. It was on 
this priuoipla tha Council acted ; they forbade the eating 
of Muoh maat, that the Jewish prejudice, which r^g^urded 
it as an abomination, might not be offended. 

Fornication; — all licentiousness, which formed part of 
heathan ritaa. 

Things strangled and blood These had been forbidden 
to Noaii after the Flood, as well as by the Mosaic law, — 
•0 tliat such abatinenoe was not a mere ceremonial matter. 

Tha prohibitions thua imposed corresponded in the main 
with those observed by Proselytes of the Oate, 

For MoteSf dto, James means to say that no directions 
ueed be sent to the Hebrews, since they constantly heard 
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the Law read, and did not desire to be absolved from 
keeping it. 

Judas: — ^nothiii^ further is known of him. 

SUas; — called Silvanus in Cor., — became Paul's com- 
panion, — ^is said to have been the first bishop of Antioch. 

Letters; — should be, a letter. 

CUicia; — hence the Judaizing teachers seem to have 
gone thither also. 

Necessary: — i,e.j under the circumstances. 

In Galatians Paul narrates an incident that occurred 
after his private visit to Jerusalem, which probably 
belongs to the period immediately following this decision 
of the Council : — 

Peter, having come to Antioch, at first ate with the 
Gentiles : but, when some brethren, (who appejur not to 
have understood the spirit of the Council's aecision, and 
to have considered that they were defiled by eating with 
them), came from Jerusalem, he, Barnabas, and others 
separated from the Gentiles. Paul '^ withstood" Peter 
'* to the face," and seems to have settled the equality of 
the Gentiles with the Jews. 



Paul's Second Apostolic Journey, commencing 

AND ENDING AT AnTIOCH. AD. 49-52. 

Paul and Barnabas separate ; Barnabas sails to 
Oypras with Mark, and Paul takes Silas as 
bis companion. 

''And some da^ after Paul said unto Barnabas, Let us 

go again and visit our brethren in every city where we 
ave preached the word of the Lord, and see how they do. 
And Barnabas determined to take with them John^ whose 
surname was Marie. But Paul thought not good to take 
him with them, who departed from them from Pamphylia, 
and went not with them to the work. And the contention 
was so sharp between them, that they departed asunder 
one from the other: and so Barnabas took Mark, and 
sailed unto Cyprus; and Paul chose Silas, and departed, 
being recommended by the brethren \xiiU>Wx& \Sc%f^^^^« 
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Notes. 

John Mark; — ^had. on leaving Paul and Barnabas at 
Perga, returned to Jemsalem. He mnst, however, have 
left that place, since we now find him at Antioch. He 
and Paul must have afterwards been reconciled, for we 
find Paul mentioning him in Colon, and Philem, as his 
companion, and asking Timothy to bring Mark to him. 
(2 Tun). 

Bamahas sailedy <tc. This is the last mention in Acts 
of Barnabas. 

Paul and Silas go throngli Syria and Gilioia, — 
thenoe to Derbe and Ljrstra ; at Lystra Paul 
takes Timothy as his attendant. 

*'And he went through Syria and Cilicia, confirming 
tho churches. Then came he to Derbe and Lystra; and, 
behold, a certain disciple was there, named Timotheusy the 
son of a certain woman, which was a Jewess, and believed; 
but his father was a Greek; which was well reported of 
by the brethren that were at Lystra and Iconium. Him 
would Paul have to go forth with him ; and took and eir- 
oumoised him because of the Jews which were in those 
quarters ; for they knew all that his father was a Greek. 
And as they went through the cities, they delivered them 
the decrees for to keep, that were ordained of the apostles 
and eiders which were at Jerusalem. And so were th^ 
churches established in the faith, and increased in number 
daily." 

Notes. 

The churches: — which Paul had planted when, soon after 
his conversion, he left Jerusalem and went to Tarsus. 

Timotheus: — was a native of Derbe, for in chap, xx, 
amongst PauFs companions are named ^^ Gains and Timo- 
theus, of Derbe." As in Paul's second Epistle to Timothy 
he calls him his " dearly beloved son,*' there is no doubt 
that the Apostle converted him on his previous visit to 
Derbe. In the same Epistle Paul speaks of the " unfeigned 
faith" of Timothy's grandmother Lois, and mother Eunice, 
and reminds him that "from a child" he has "known the 
•criptures." Hence his grandmother and mother must 
have been Christian converts. 
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Chreek: — probably a proselyte of the gate. 

Circumcued kim: — that the Jews might not be offended, 
and refuse Timothy's ministry. His mother being a 
Hebrew, his case was not like that of the Gentile converts, 
in whose case the Council of Jerusalem had decreed that 
circumcision might be dispensed with. In this circum- 
stance we have an illustration of Paul's declaration, " Unto 
the Jews I became as a Jew, that I might gain the Jews." 

The cities: — of Pisidia. The Churches of this district 
are not mentioned again in Acts. 

Paul and Silas jonmey through Fhiygia, Oal- 
atiai and Mysia to Troas, where Luke joins 
them, and Paul is called in a Vision to go 
over to Macedonia; they sail to Samothraciai 
and thence to Neapolis and Fhilippi. 

" Now when they had gone throuffhout Phrygia and the 
region of OalcUia, and were forhidSien of the Holy Ghost 
to preach the word in Asia, after they were come to Mysia, 
tiiey assayed to ^o into Bithynia : but the Spirit suffered 
them no£ And they passing by Mysia came down to 
Troa& And a vision appeared to Paul in the night ; There 
stood a man of Macedonia, and prayed him, saying, Come 
over into Macedonia, and help us. And after ne had seen 
the vision, immediately v)e endeavoured to so into Mace- 
donia, assuredly gathering that the Lord had called us for 
to preach the gospel unto them. Therefore loosing from 
Troas, we came with a straight course to Samothracia, and 
the next day to Neapolis; and from thence to Fhilippi, 
which is the chief city of that part of Macedonia, and a 
colony ; and we were in that city abiding certain days." 

Notes. 

Galatia, The people of Galatia were a race of Gauls 
and Celts of German extraction. 

From Paul!s Epistle to the Galatians we find that they 
received and treated him with the utmost enthusiasm, and 
sympathized deeply in his bodily afflictions, (probably an 
eye-complaint that rendered his face unsightly) ; and that 
lie worKed miracles amongst them, and made many con- 
verts. The purpose of his Epistle to i\iOTi Sa \ft x«ttA^^< 
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^he mischief which Judaizisg teachers had done amongst 
them. 

Forbidden; — probably, that there might be no delay in 
carrying the Gospel into Europe. 

Asia; — Proconsular Asia, including Mysia, Lydia, and 
Caria : Ephesus was its capitaL 
The other four provinces of Asia Minor were : — 
Praetorian Asia, including Bithynia, Paphlagonia,and 

part of Pontus. 
Interior Asia, including Pisidia, Lycia, Pamphylia, 

Cilicia, Phrygia, Galatia, and Lycaonia. 
Cappadoda, 
Pontv>8» 
Passing 6^= passing through without stopping. 
Macedonia; — at this time a Boman proconsular province. 
We; — Luke's first mention of himself as Paul's com- 
panion. He evidently joined Paul and Silsus at Troas. 

Neapolis; — now called Napoli, or Nawplia, Naples, 
also, formerly bore the name of Nea'polis. 

Philippi; — so called because Philip founded it. Here 
Brutus and Cassius were defeated by Octavianus, (Au- 
gustus), and Antony. 

Colony, After the just-named battle, Augustus planted 
a colony of Boman soldiers there. Colonies had their own 
laws, with all the privileges of Eoman citizens. 

Lydia converted ; Paul exorcises the Pythoness ; 
he and Silas are beaten and imprisoned; 
Conversion of the Philippian gaoler; Paul 
and Silas released. 

"And on the sabbath we went out of the city by a 
river side, where prayer was wont to be made ; and we 
sat down, and spake unto the women which resorted 
thither. And a certain woman named Lydia, a seller of 
tmrple, of the city of Thyatira, which worshipped God, 
neard us : whose heart the Lord opened, that she attended 
unto the things which were spoken of Paul. And when 
she was baptized, and her household, she besought us, 
saying. If ye have judged me to be faithful to the Lord, 
come into my house, and abide there. And she con- 
strained us 
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And it came to pass, as we went to prayer, a certain 
dafosel possessed with a spirit of divination met us, which 
brought her masters much gain by soothsaying ; the same 
followed Paul and us, and cried, saying. These men are the 
seryants of the most high God, which shew unto us the 
way of salvation. And this did she many days. But 
Paul, being grieved, turned, and said to the spirit, I com- 
mand thee in the name of Jesus Christ to come out of her. 
And he came out the same hour. 

And when her masters saw that the hope of their gains 
was gone, they caught Paul and Silas, and drew them into 
the marketplace unto the rulers, and brought them to the 
magistrates^ saying. These men, being Jews, do exceedingly 
trouble our city, and teach ctutoms, which are not lawful 
for us to receive, neither to observe, being Bomans. And 
the multitvde rose up together against them ; and the ma- 
gistrates rent off tneir clothes, and commanded to beat 
them. And when they had laid many stripes upon them, 
they cast them into prison, charging the jailor to keep 
them safely ; who, having received such a charge, thrust 
them into the inner prison, and made their feet fast in the 
stocks. 

And at midnight Paul and Silas prayed, and sang praises 
unto Grod ; and the prisoners heara them. And suddenly 
there was a great earthquake, so that the foundations of 
the prison were shaken; and immediately all the doors 
were opened, and every one's bands were loosed. And the 
keeper of the prison awaking out of his sleep, and seeing 
the prison doors open, he drew out his sword, and would 
have killed himseli, supposing that the prisoners had been 
fled. But Paul cried with a loud voice, saying, Do thyself 
no harm ; for we are all here. Then he called for a light, 
and sprang in, and came trembling, and fell down before 
Paul and Silas, and brought them out, and said, Sirs, what 
must I do to be saved? And they said. Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved, and thy house. 
And they spake unto him the word of the Lord, and to all 
that were in his house. And he took them the same hour 
of the night, and washed their stripes ; and was baptized, 
he and all his, straightway. And when he had brought 
them into his house, he set meat before them, and rejoiced, 
believing in God with all his house. 

And when it was day, the magiatnraitea^Tib t\v& «<^^QaxLt& 
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KHviDff, Let iboee luen go. And the keeper of the prison 
told iLifl sayinff to Paul, The magistrates have sent to let 
you go ; DOW therefore depart, and go in peace. Bat Paul 
said unto them, They have beaten tu cpenly uncondemned^ 
being Romans, and have cast us into prison ; and now do 
they thrust ub out privily 7 nay verily; but let them come 
themselves and fetch ub out. And the tetjeanU told these 
words unto the magistrates : and they feared, when they 
heard tliat they were Bomans. And they came and be- 
sought them, and brought them out, and desired them to 
de|>art out of the city. And they went out of the prisoD, 
and entered into the house of Lydia ; and when they had 
seen the brethren, tliey comforted them, and departed." 
Notes. 

River side. The Jews were, probably, not allowed to 
build a synagogue, and were consequently obliged to wor- 
ship in secret; the river would supply water for their 
ceremonial worship. 

Purple. Thyatira was celebrated for its purple tapestry, 
of which Lydia seems to have been a weaver. 

Divination: — Python, in the marginal reading. She 
was, doubtless, possessed by an evil spirit, and was believed 
to be under the inspiration of Apollo, whose name as the 
god of oracles was Python. 

Marketplace: — where, or near which, trials took place. 

Magistrates,— praitors, or duumviri. Boman colonies 
were governed by a senate and two magistrates, usually 
called Duumviri, 

Teach customs, dkc. There was an old Eoman law for- 
bidding the worship of new or stranger gods ; but tolera- 
tion of all religions had become the rule, unless, as in the 
present case, they became aggressive. 

The multitude rose up: — the first persecution of the 
( Jhurch by heathens. 

Many stripes. The Jewish maximum of stripes was 
thirty-nine ; the Eoman, unlimited. 

Was baptised: — the first record of an individual heathen 
conversion. 

They have beaten us, dtc. By the Porcian law any 
msffistrate scourging a Boman citizen, unless he had been 
oondomned after appeal to the people or to the emperor, 
WAM liable to death and loss of property. 

limjuants: — the lictors. 
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Paul and Silas journey through Amphipolis 
and Apollonia, to ThessaLonica, where they 
preaoh ; they are driven thenoe. 

- *' Now when they had passed through Amphipolis and 
Apollonia, they came to Thessalouica, where was a syna- 
gogue of the Jews ; and Paul, as his manner was, went in 
unto them, and three sabbath days reasoned with them 
out of the scriptures, opening and alleging, that Christ 
must needs have suffered, and risen again from the dead ; 
and that this Jesus, whom I preach unto you, is Christ. 
And some of them believed, and consorted with Paul and 
Silas ; and of the devout Greeks a great multitude, and of 
-the chief women not a few. But the Jews which believed 
not, moved with envv, took unto them certain lewd fellows 
of the hater sort, and ^thered a company, and set all the 
city on an uproar, and assaulted the house of Jason, and 
sought to bring them out to the people. And when they 
found them not, they drew Jason and certain brethren 
unto the rulers of the city, crying. These that have turned 
the world upside down are come hither also ; whom Jason 
hath received : and these all do contrary to the decrees of 
Caesar, saying that there is another king, one Jesus. And 
they troubled the people and the rulers of the city, when 
they heard these things. And when they had taken 
security of Jason, and of the other, they let them go." 
Notes. 

They, The use of the third person here shews that 
Luke must have been left at Philippi. 

Envy: — at the calling of the Gtentiles. 

Of the baser sort =^ frequenters of the rnarhetplace. The 
marketplace was the general resort of the lazy and vicious. 
They were maintained chiefly by food given to them by 
those who had sacrificed it to idols ; they would, therefore, 
strenuously oppose the preaching of the GospeL 

Jason, Paul calls him his kinsman, in Komans. 

There is another hinq: — or another is king. It is evident, 
from the Epistles to theThessalonians. that the Apostles had 
dwelt much on the glory of Christ's Second Advent ; this 
would bear out the charge made. 

Rulers of the city: — ^Thessalonians, under the authority 
of the Boman governor. 



i 
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From Paul's two Epistles to the Thessalonians, we 
gather, in connection with this visit, that — 

1. Numbers of idolaters were converted. 

2. Paul labored with his hands, because he '' would 

not be chargeable unto'' the Thessalonians. 

3. The Christians were persecuted after his departure. 
From the Epistle to the Philippians, we find that, during 

his stay, he twice received aid from the Church at PhilippL 

Paul and Silas proceed to Berea ; Paul journeys 
thence to Athens, leaving Silas and Timothy 
at Berea. 

"And the brethren immediately sent away Paul and 
Silas by night unto Berea : who coming thither went into 
the synagogue of the Jews. These were more noble than 
those in Thessalonica, in that they received the word with 
idl readiness of mind, and searched the scriptures daily, 
whether those things were so. Therefore many of them 
believed ; also of honourable women which were Greeks, 
and of men, not a few. But when the Jews of Thes- 
salonica had knowledge that the word of God was preached 
of Paul at Berea, they came thither also, and stirred up 
the people. And then immediately the brethren sent 
away Paul to go cw it were to the sea; but Silas and Timo- 
theus abode there still. And they that conducted Paul 
brought him unto Athens : and receiving a commandment 
unto Silas and Timotheus for to come to him with all 
speed, they departed." 
Notes. 

As it were to the sea: — should be, towards the sea. Paul, 
doubtless, went to Athens by sea, for, had he travelled by 
land, he must have gone through several large towns, of 
which there is no mention made in the text. 

Paul disputes at Athens; is taken to the 
Areiopagus; his address on Mars' Hill; 
some Athenians are converted. 

" Now while Paul waited for them at Athens, his spirit 
was stirred in him, when he saw the city whplly given to 
idolatry. Therefore disputed he in the synagogue with 
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the Jews, and with the devout pergons, and in the market 
daily with them that met with nim. Then certain philoso- 
phers of the Epicvreans, and of the Stoicks, encountered 
nim. And some said, What will this babbler say ? other 
some. He seemeth to be a setter forth of strange gods: 
because he preached unto them Jesus, and the resurrection. 
And they took him, and brought him unto Areopagtis, 
saying, May we know what this new doctrine, whereof 
thou speakest, is? For thou bringest certain strange 
things to our ears : we would know therefore what these 
things mean. (For all the Athenians and strangers which 
were there spent their time in nothing else, but either to 
tell, or to hear some new thing). 

Then Paul stood in the midst of Mars' hill, and said. 
Ye men of Athens, I perceive that in all things ye are too 
stiperstitious. For as I passed by, and beheld your devo- 
tions, I found an altar with this inscription, TO THE 
UNKNO WiV OOD, Whom therefore ye ignorantly wor- 
ship, him declare I unto you. God that made the world 
ana all things therein, seeing that he is Lord of heaven 
and earth, dwelleth not in temples made with hands; 
neither is worshipped with men's hands, as though he 
needed any thing, seeing he giveth to all life, and breath, 
and all things ; and hath made of one blood all nations of 
men for to dwell on all the face of the earth, and hath de- 
termined the times before appointed, and the bounds of their 
habitation; that they should seek the Lord, if haply they 
might feel after him, and find him, though he be not far 
from every one of us ; for in him we live, and move, and 
have our being ; as certain also of your own poets have 
said, For we are also his offspring. Forasmuch then as 
we are the offspring of God, we ought not to think that 
the Godhead is like unto gold, or silver, or stone, graven 
by art and man's device. And the times of this ignorance 
God vrinked cU; but now commandeth all men every where 
to repent ; because he hath appointed a day, in the which 
he will judge the world in righteousness by that man 
whom he hath ordained ; whereof he hath given assurance 
unto all men, in that he hath raised him from the dead . 

And when they heard of the resurrection of the dead, 
some mocked : and others said. We will hear thee again of 
this matter. So Paul departed from among them. Howbeit 
certain men clave unto him, and \>ft^ift^^^ ^scL^^k^ Sia.^ 
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which was Dionysius the Areopaaite, and a womaD named 
Damaris, and others with them." 
Notes. 

Athens. Greece was now divided into two provinces, — 
Macedonia and Achaia. Achaia included Peloponnesus, 
the Morea, and the adjacent islands. It was a senatorial 
province, under a proconsul, who lived at Corinth. 

Athens was, however, regarded as its chief city, being 
the *' intellectual metropolis of heathen civilization." 

Gftven to idolatry, — or, better, as in the m&rginy'—full of 
idols. Athens was so full of statues of the gods that it 
was said to contain more gods than men. While the 
people retained their ancient deities, they admitted those 
of all other nations into their system. 

Devout persons: — proselytes of the gate. 

The market: — the forum of Eretria. On one side of it 
was the Porch of the Stoics. 

Epicureans. Tliey and the Stoics were the chief sects of 
philosophy at this time. The Epicureans took their name 
from Epicurus, whose followers they professed to be ; but, 
in fact, their system differed totally m)m his. He taught 
that happiness was to be secured by a judicious minghng 
of intellectual and sensual pursuits ; the Epicureans held 
that the aim and end of life was luxurious indidgence. 
While believing in the existence of the gods, they disbe- 
lieved in creation, providence, and the soul's immortality, 
and in this, and their way of life, resembled the Saddacees. 

Stoics: — so named from the Greek for a portico, the 
porticoes of temples being the places where they taught. 

Zeno was their founder. They believed in the existence 
of the gods, creation, providence, and, (apparently), the 
immortality of the soul ; but they regarded gods and men 
as alike under the control of an unalterable fate. Conse- 
quently, they held that happiness is to be attained by 
enduring, unmoved, good and evil, joy and sorrow. They 
resembled the Pharisees. 

Some: — the trifling Epicureans. 

Other some: — ^the serious Stoics; they seem to have 
thought that Paul wished to introduce the worship of a 
new divinity. 

Areopagus. The Areiopagus, or Mars' Hill, was an 
eminence, where, in the open air, on seats carved from the 
rock, the highest court of justice in Atix^na, — tbe Upper 
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Council, — assembled. It was part of the office of this 
tribanal to hear charges of impiety, or of aggressive in- 
Qovations in religion. Paul was, evidently, not put on 
trial before them, — ^but courteously reauested to make a 
detailed statement of the doctrines which he had been 
proclaiming. 

Too superstitiotu. Literally, this signifies having pro- 
found reverence for the gods, Paul intends to conciliate 
them by an expression, which, to them, would i^pear 
complimentary. 

I/evotions: — 1.«,, objects of devotion. 

An altar, Ac, Altars at Athens bearing inscriptions to 
unknown gods were seen by writers of antiquity. The 
idea of the Athenians in erecting them was, probably, to 
propitiate any deities of whose existence they were, as yet, 
unaware, and who might inflict calamity upon them. 

Life: — ^the vital principle. 

Breach: — the continuance of life. 

Hath determined, <&c. This seems to show that God 
mapped out both the parts of the earth to be settled by 
the descendants of Noah, and the times of their successive 
emigrations. 

Certain of yowr own 'poets. The quotation is from the 
PhomovMna of Aratus, a native of Cilicia, who flourished 
about 270 a. d. The same sentiment is found in a poem 
of Cleanthes. 

Winked at: — i.e,, overlooked. 

Dionysius, Tradition says he became the first bishop of 
Athens, where he sufiered martyrdom. 

Areopagite: — member of the Upper Council. 

Paul's first visit to Corinth ; works with Aquila; 
is joined by Silas and Timothy ; leaves the 
Jews in oonsequenoe of their opposition; 
Grispns converted: Paul encouraged in a 
Vision: — brought before Gallic, — leaves 
Gorinth. 

" After these things Paul departed from Athens, and 
came to Corinth ; and found a certain Jew named Aquila, 
bom in Pontus, lately come from Italy, mtk bia wif^ 
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Priflcilla ; (because that daudiuB had commanded all Jews 
to depart from Rome) ; and came ud to them. And because 
he was of the same crsif t, he abode with them, and wrought; 
for by their occupation they were tenimaJcers, 

And he reasoued in the synagogue every sabbath, and 
persuaded the Jews and the Greeks. And when SHat 
and Timotheus were convefrom Macedonia^ Paul was pressed 
in the spirit, aud testified to the Jews that Jesus was Christ 
And when they opposed themselves, and blasphemed, he 
shook his raiment, and said unto them, Tour blood be upon 
your own heads ; I am clean : from henceforth I wiU go 
unto the Gentiles. And he departed thence, and entered 
into a certain man's house, named Justus, one that wor- 
shipped Gkxl, whose house joined hard to the synagoffue. 
Ana Orispus, the chief ruler of the synagogue, believed on 
the Lord with all his house ; and m>any of the ChrinUUam 
hearing believed, and were baptized. 

Then spake the Lord to Paul in the night by a vision, 
Be not afraid, but speak, and hold not thy peace ; for I 
am with thee, and no man shall set on thee to hurt thee ; 
for I have much people in this city. 

And he continued there a year and six months, teaching 
the word of God among them. 

And when OaUio was the depviy of Achaia, the Jews 
made insurrection with one accord against Paul, and 
brought him to the judgment seat, saying, This fellow per- 
suadeth men to worship GU>d contrs^ to the law. And 
when Paul was now about to open his mouth, Gallio said 
unto the Jews, If it were a matter of wrong or wicked 
lewdness, O ye Jews, reason would that I should bear with 
you ; but if it be a question of words and names, and of 



your law, look ye to it ; for I will be no judge of such 

he drave them from the judgment seat. 
Then all the Greeks took Sosthenes, the chief ruler of the 



synagogue, and beat him before the judgment seat. And 
OMio cared for none of those things. 

And Paul after this tarried there yet a good while, and 
then took his leave of the brethren, and s^ed thence into 
Syria, and with him Priscilla ana Aquila ; having shorn 
his head in Cenckrea: for he had a vow*' 
Notes. 

Aquila: — was, probably, a merchant, and had been on 
business to Bome^ where he, perhaps, became a Christian 
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by the agency of Pentecostal converts. From Acts we 
learn that he and Priscilla went with Paul to Ephesus, 
where they instructed Apollos. They must have been 
there at Paul's second visit, for in 1 Cor, (written thence 
and then), he sends a greeting from them. They must 
then have gone to Bome, for Paul in the Epistle to the 
Komans sends a greeting to them. Lastly, they seem to 
have settled down at Ephesus, since Paul m 2 Tim., writ- 
ten when Timothy was about to visit Ephesus, sends his 
salutation to them. 

Clavdms had commanded, dkc, Suetonius records this 
expulsion, and says it was owing to a tumult raised by 
Chrestiis, This statement is founded on his misunder- 
standing the facts. The tumult was, doubtless, caused by 
the other Jews persecuting the Christian converts of their 
nation. 

Tentmakers, All Jews were required to learn a trade, 
whether they needed to exercise it or not, as a resource 
against the temptations to which much leisure would ex- 
pose them. One of the commonest occupations in Cilicia, 
Paul's native province, was weaving goats'-hair into a 
thick tent-cloth ; it was, doubtless, this calling the Apostle 
exercised. Whenever he thus labored, his motive was to 
show that he derived no gain from his office. 

We find, from 2 Cor., that, during this visit, Paul re- 
ceived aid by the hands of brethren from Macedonia. 

SUcu and Tim/othy, <&c. From 1 Thess. we gather that 
Timothy must have left Silas at Berea, and joined Paul at 
Athens, and that Paul sent him thence to visit the church 
at Thessalonica. Hence, Silas must have come to Corinth 
from Berea, and Timothy from Thessalonica. 

Thence: — ue,, from the synagogue. 
Jtutw: — a Grentile convert to Christianity. 
Crispvs: — is thus alluded to in 1 Cor. : — 

** I thank God that I baptized none of you, but 
Crispus and Gains ; and I baptized also the household 
of Stephanas." 
(It was the custom for the presbyters and deacons, — 
not the Apostles, — to baptize). 

Many of the Corinthians: — ^not of the "upper ten," for 
Paul says in 1 Cor., — "Not many wise men after the flesh, 
Bot many mighty^ not many noble, «c« oaSifd^ 
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Oallto, (Junius Annseus) : — ^brother of Seneca ; tradition 
says Paul converted him. 

Deputy a proconsuL The use of this term here is a 
striking proof of Luke's truthfulness. Under Tiberias 
Achaia had been made an imperial province, under 9, pro- 
curator, Claudius re-constituted it a senatorial provmoe, 
and its governor was, consequently, called & proconsul. 

Wrong: — offence against property. 

Wicked lewdness:— <fffence against public morality. 

AU the Greeks, dbc. The heathen Greeks hated the 
Jews; those at Corinth, regarding Gallio's dismissal of 
the Jews' appeal against Pam as a token of his dislike for 
them, thought they could insult them with impunity. 

Sosthenes, Tn 1 Cor. Paul couples with himself " Sos- 
thenes our brother." Probably this was the Sosthenes of 
the text. He had, evidently, succeeded Crispus, and must 
have been converted by Paul, and have become a com- 
panion of the Apostle, 

OdUio cared, dkc. The Boman rulers constantly winked 
at riots that were not caused by animosity to the Boman 
empire. 

Into Syria: — stopping, on the way, at Ephesus, 

Having shorn his head, <&c, A Jew used, upon deliver- 
ance from great peril, to vow that he would sacrifice in the 
Temple within thirty days, and, meanwhile, shaved his 
head and drank no wine. It was this vow, (not that of 
the Nazarite), that Paid now took, to signalize his grateful 
sense of God's guardianship during his journey. We have 
here another instance of Paul's adhering to Jewish customs, 
when not opposed to Christianity, that he might conciliate 
the Jews. 

Cenchrea, Cenchrese was the harbour of Corinth on the 
side of Asia Minor. In Romans Paul mentions Phoebe, a 
deaconess of the church in this place. 



During this stay at Corinth it seems certain that Paul 
wrote the Epistle to the Galatians, and the two Epistles 
to the Thessalonians. 
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Paul visits Ephesus for the First Time ; goes to 
Jerasalem, — and finally returns to Antiooh. 

^' And he came to Ephesus, and left them there ; but he 
himself entered into the synagogue, and reasoned with the 
Jews. When they desired him to tarry longer time with 
them, he consented not ; but bade them farewell, saying, 
I must by all means keep this feast that cometh in Jeru- 
salem ; but I will return again unto you, if Gk)d will. And 
he sailed from Ephesus. And when he had landed at 
CflBsarea, and gone up^ and saluted the church, he iren( 
daum to Antioch!* 

Notes. 

He, From passages that follow we gather that Paul was 
accompanied by Timothy, Erastus, Gains, and Aristarchus. 
As we read no more of Silas in the Acts, it seems probable 
that he stayed at Corinth, of which place tradition makes 
him the first bishop. 

He is mentioned by Paul, under the name of Silvamis, 
in 2 Cor., and 1 These. 

Peter names a Silvanus as bearer of his first Epistle ; 
but this individual could scarcely have been Silas. 

Them: — ^Aquila and Priscilla. 

This feast: — of Pentecost. 

Gone up: — ^to Jerusalem, to keep his vow. 

Weni down to Antioch: — ^PauFs last visit to this place. 



Paul's third Apostolic Journey, beginning prom 
Antioch, and ending abruptly by his arrest 
AT Jerusalem. — ^a.d. 52-56. 

Paul goes through Galatia and Phrygia. 

" And after he had spent some time there, he departed, 
and went over all the country of Galatia and Phrygia in 
order, strengthening all the disciplea." 
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Apollos yisits Ephesns:— is more folly- in- 
structed by Aquila and Prisoilla: — goes to 
Achaiai where he "mightily convinces the 
Jews." 

^ And a certain Jew named Apollos, horn at AUxcmdria^ 
an eloquent man, and mighty m the scriptares, came to 
Ephesus. This man was instructed in the way of the 
Lord ; and being fervent in the spirit, he spake and taught 
diligently the things of the Lord, knowing only the baptism 
of John, And he began to speak boldly in the synagoeae; 
whom when Aquila and Priscilla had heard, they took him 
unto them, and expounded unto him the way of Crod more 
perfectly. And when he W€U dieposed to pass into Achqia, 
the brethren wrote, exhorting the disciples to receive him; 
who, when he was come, helped them much which had be- 
lieved through grace ; for he mightily convinced the Jews, 
and that publickly, shewing by the scriptures that Jesns 
wasChrist,** 
NoTK& 

These incidents occurred during Paul's visit to the 
Churches of Gahttia and Phrygia. 

A Jew bom at Alexandria. Alexandria was one of the 
wealthiest and most literary cities in the world. Large 
numbers of Jews were there settled, and, naturally, were 
W>ficient in Greek and philosophy. At Alexandria the 
oe^uagint version of the Scriptures was made, 
onl **i?^**'^ ^^^ ^ feoplMJii of John.'—ue.y he knew of

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From 1 Cor. we learn that the converts at Corinth were 
after this guilty of grave dissensions, sa3nng, — ^' I am of 
Paul ; and 1 of Apollos ; and I of Cephas ; and I of Chnst" 
This conduct Paul severely rebukes in the Epistle. 

Paul visits Ephesns for the second time : bap- 
tizes some of John's disciples : preaches and 
works miracles : in consequence of the dis- 
comfiture of some exorcists, many believe : 
Paul sends Timothy and Erastus to Mace- 
donia : a tumult is raised by Demetrius. 

^ And it came to pass that, whUe ApoUos was at Corinthj 
"Bwal having passea through the upper coasts came to 
Ephesus : and finding certain disciples^ he said unto them, 
ELave ye received the Holy Ghost since ye believed ? And 
they said onto him, We have not so much as heard whether 
there be any Holy Ghost. And he said unto them, Utito 
what then were ye baptized? And they said^ Unto John's 
baptism. Then said Paul, John verily baptized with the 
Ixiptism of repentance, saying unto the people, that they 
should believe on him which should come after him, that 
is, on Christ Jesus. When they heard this, they were 
baptized in the name of the Lord Jesus. And when Paul 
had laid his hands upon them, the Holy Ghost came on 
them ; and they spake with tongues, and prophesied. And 
all the men were about twelve. 

And he went into the synagogue, and spake boldly for 
the apace of three months, disputing and persuading the 
things concerning the kingdom of G^. But when divers 
were hardened, and believed not, but spake evil of that 
way before the multitude, he departed from them, and se- 
parated the disciples, disputing daily in the school of one 
Tyrannus, And this continued by the space of two years; 
80 that all they which dwelt in Asia heard the word of tlie 
Lord Jesus, lioth Jews and Greeks. And God wrought 
special miracles by the hands of Paul : so that from his 
body were brought unto the sick handkerchiefs or aprons, 
and the diseases departed from them, and the evil snirits 
went out of them. 
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Tlien certain of the vaaahond Jetp», exarctsts^ took upon 
them to call over them which had evil spirits the name of 
the Lord Jesus, sajring, We adjure you by Jesus whom 
Paul preacheth. Aud there were seven sous of one Seeva, 
a Jew, and chief of the priests, which did so. And the 
evil spirit answered, and said, Jesus I know, and Paul I 
know ; but who are ye 7 Ajid the man in whom the evil 
spirit was leaped on them, and overcame them, and pre- 
vailed against them, so that they fled out of that house 
naked and wounded. And this was known to all the 
Jews and Greeks also dwelling at Ephesus ; and fear fell 
on them all, and the name of the Lord Jesus was magnified. 
And manv that believed came, and confessed, and shewed 
their deeos. Many of them also which used ciarums carts 
brought their books together, and burned them before all 
men ; and they counted the price of them, and found it 
fifty thousand pieces of silver. So mightily grew the word 
of God and prevailed. 

After these things were ended, Paul purposed in the 
spirit, when he had passed through Macedonia and Achaia, 
to go to Jerusalem, saying. After I have been there, / 
must also see Borne. So he sent into Macedonia two of 
tliem that ministered unto him, Timotheus and Erastus; 
but he himself stayed in Asia /or a season. 

And the same time there arose no small stir about that 
way. For a certain man named Demetrius, a silversmith, 
which made silver shrines for Diana, brought no small 

Sain unto the crqfts^nen; whom he called together with 
le workmen of like occupation, and said, Sirs, ye know 
that by this craft we have our wealth. Moreover ye see 
and hear, that not alone at Ephesus, but almost through- 
out all Asia, this Paul hath persuaded and turned away 
much people, saying that they be no gods, which are made 
with hands ; so that not only this our craft is in danger 
to be set at nought ; but also that the temple of the great 
goddess Diana should be despised, and her magnificence 
should be destroyed, whom sdl Asia and the world wor- 
shippeth. And when they heard these sayings, they were 
full of wrath, and cried out, saying, Great is Diana of the 
Ephesians. And the whole city was filled with confusion: 
and having caught Gatus and Aristarchus, men of Mace- 
donia, PauFs companions in travel, they rushed with one 
accord into the theatre. And when Paul would havt 
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entered in anto the people, the disciples suffered him not 
And certain of the chief of Asta, which were his friends, 
sent onto him, desiring him that he would not adventure 
himself into the theatre. Some therefore cried one thing, 
and 8ome another : for the assembly was confused ; and 
tiie more part knew not wherefore they were come together. 
And they drew Alexander out of the multitude, the Jews 
putting him forward. And Alexander beckoned with the 
band, and would have made his defence unto the people. 
But when they knew that he was a Jew, all with one voice 
nbont the space of two hours cried out, Great is Diana of 
the Ephesians. And when the townclerk had appeased 
the people, he said. Ye men of Ephesus, what man is there 
that knoweth not how that the city of the Ephesians is a 
worshipper of the great goddess Diana, and of the image 
which fell cUmn from Jupiter? Seeing then that these 
things cannot be spoken against, ye ought to be quiet, and 
to do nothing rashly. For ye have brought hither these 
men, which ara neither robbers of churches, nor yet blas- 
phemers of your goddess. Wherefore if Demetrius, and 
the craftsmen which are with him, have a matter against 
any man, the law is open^ and there are deput"'^; let them 
implead one another. But if ye inquire any thing con- 
cerning other matters, it shall be determined in a lawful 
•assembly. For we are in danger to he cabled in question 
for this daifs wproar^ there being no cause whereby we 
may give an account of this concourse. And when he had 
thus spoken, he dismissed the assembly." 

NOTBS. 

While^ <&c. When Paul arrived at Ephesus, Apollos 
was at Corinth ; but he afterwards joined Paul, for he is 
mentioned in 1 Cor. as being with the Apostle. 

Upper coasts: — Galatia and Phrygia, which were higher 
than the neighbourhood of Ephesus. 

Certain disciples. These were, probably, in the same 
state of knowledge as Apollos, when Aquila and Priscilla 
took him in hand.

Oaius: — is mentioned by Paul, in Bomans, as his host 
at Corinth ; he was, probably, a native of Macedonia, but 
living at Corinth. 

Aristarchiu: — was, as we find from Colossians, Paul's 
fellow-prisoner at Bome. 

The chief of Asia: — the Asiarchs, who were ten wealthy 
individuals chosen yearly from the principal towns of 
Lydian Asia to direct, at their own expense, the annual 
gzimes and festivals. 

Alejcander, Paul mentions in 2 Tim. an Alexander, a 
ooppersmith, of Ephesus, who had done him much harm ; 
but this would scarcely be the individual mentioned in the 
text, who must have been a Christian. 

When they knew, <&c. The heathen Gentiles used to 
imagine that all Jews were Christians. 

Tovmclerky (or recorder) : — the chief magistrate next to 
the Proconsul, — ^and keeper and registrar of acts and laws. 

Worshipper^ — should be, temple-cleaner. This was a 
title of honour given to certain cities of Asia, in conse- 
quence of the care they bestowed on the worship of their 
tutelary deities. 

The imagCj dkc. Images reputed to have fallen from 
heaven were common in temples ; some were a&rolites, but 
that at Ephesus was of ebony, or vine, and was in the 
form of a head and trunk, supported on each side by a 
staff. 

The law is oven, — should be, (as in the margin), — the 
court days are tcept. 

There are deputies: — ue.^ there is a ProconsuL 

We are in danger y <&c. It was a capital crime under the 
Boman law to take part in a riot. 

It is probable that Paul alludes to this tumult in 1 Cor., 
where ne says, — ''If after the manner of men I have 
fought with beasts at Ephesus," &c. 



During this stay at Ephesus Paul wrote the First 
Epistle to tiie Corinthians. 
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Paul leaves Ephesus to go into Macedonia; 
thence he journeys into Achaia ; he purposes 
to return to Syria by sea^ but, owing to the 
Jews lying in wait for him, he travels through 
Macedonia^ being accompanied by Sopater 
and otherSi who go on from Fhilippi to Troas; 
Faal and Luke join them at Troas; £u* 
tyohus restored to life. 

'' And after the uproar was ceased, Paul called imto him 
the disciples, and embraced them, and departed for to go 
into Macedonia. And when he had gone over those partSf 
and had given them much exhortation, he came into Oreece, 
and there abode three months. And when the Jews laid 
wait for him, as he was about to sail into Syria, he pur^ 
posed to return through Macedonia. And there accom- 
panied him into Asia Sopater of Berea; and of the Thes- 
salonians, Aristarchus and Secundus ; and Gains of Derbe, 
and Timotheus; and of Asia, Ti/chicus and Trophimtis, 
Tliese going before tarried for tu at Troas. And we sailed 
away from Philippi after the daye of unleavened bread, 
and came unto them to Troas in five days; where we 
abode seven days. 

And upon the firtt day of the week, when the disci^des 
came together to break bread, Paul preached unto them, 
ready to depart on the morrow ; and continued his speech 
uotil midnight. And there were many lights in the upper 
chamber, where they were gathered togeuier. And tnere 
sat in a window a certain young man named Eutychus, 
being fallen into a deep sleep; and as Paul was long 
preaching, he sunk down with sleep, and fell down from 
the third loft, and was taken up aead. And Paul went 
down, and fell on him, and embracing him, said. Trouble 
not yourselves ; for his life is in him. When he therefore 
was come up agaiu, and had broken bread, and eaten, and 
talked a long while, even till break of day, so he departed. 
And they brought the young man alive, aud were not a 
little comforted." 
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Notes. 

When he had gone, So* From S Cor. and Bomans we 
learn the following incidents of this journey : — 

Paul went from Ephesus to Troas, where he stayed some 
time, but was disappointed, because Titus, whom he had 
sent on a mission to Corinth, did not meet him. Timothy 
and Titus then met him, most likely at Philippi, and he 
then wrote the Second Epistle to the Corinthians. After 
visiting the churches of Macedonia, he journeyed into 
niyricum, and there preached the GrospeL 

Greece: — ^Achaia; he went to Corinth, this being his 
tecand visit. 

During his stay here, he wrote the Epistle to the Bomans. 

Into Syria: — ^he would take to Jerusalem the Gentile 
contributions for the poor, and then end this Third Journey 
at Antioch, as he haa done before. 

Into Asia: — rather, — unto the borders of Asia^ i.e., to 
Philippi, *' the last place whence people crossed over into 
Asia.^' 

Sopater, Paul mentions in Bomans a Sosipater, his 
kinsman ; he and Sopater seem to be the same person. 

Tychicus: — accompanied Paul to Bome, and carried 
thence the Epistle to the Ephesians, in which Paul calls 
him ''a beloved brother, and faithful minister of the Lord.'' 

Trophimus. Paul mentions him in 2 Tim. as being left 
by him "at Miletum, sick." He and Tychichus were 
evidently Gentiles, —natives of proconsular Asia. 

Usy — We, From this use of the first person, it is clear 
that Luke joined Paul at Philippi, where ue had been left 
by the Apostle on his Second Journey, and where he had 
probably since remained. He did not again quit Paul's 
company. 

The days of unleavened bread: — the Passover. 
The first day of the week: — a proof that this day had 
become the Christian Sabbath. 

Break bread: — celebrate the Eucharist. 

Preached = conversed on religious subjects. 

Window, These windows were merely niches in the 
wall, with glassless lattices, which could be opened. They 
projected over the street, or the co\irt ol ^i\xft «K^i)AX%\vKiv»M^ 
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Luke and others sail to Assos^ and take in ^ 
Fanl, who has oome thither on foot ; they 
sail thence by Mitylene, Ghios^ Samos, and 
Trogyllium to Miletas. 

^' And Wje went before to ship, and sailed unto Assos, 
there intending to take in Paul; for so had he appointed^ 
minding himself to go afoot. And when he met with us 
at Assos, we took mm in, and came to Mitylene. And 
we sailed thence, and came the next day over against Chios; 
and the next day we arrived at Samos, and tarried at 
Trogyllivm; and the next day we came to Miletus, For 
Paxil had determined to sail by Ephesns, because he would 
not spend the time in Asia ; for he hasted, if it were pos- 
sible for him, to be at Jerusalem the day of Pentecost.

Mitylene: — the capital of the island of Lesbos. 

Chios: — now Scio. 

Trogyllivm: — a town and cape of Ionia, opposite Samos. 

Miletus: — the old capital of Ionia, — about 28 miles south 
of Ephesus, 

Fanl sends from Miletus to Ephesus for the 
Presbyters; his Address to them; he bids 
them Farewell. 

^' And from Miletus he sent to Ephesus, and called the 
elders of the church. 

And when they were come to him, he said unto them, 
Ye know, from the first day that I came into Asia, after 
what manner I have been with you at all seasons, serving 
tlie Lord with all humility of mind, and with many tears, 
and temptations^ which befell me by the lying in wait of 
the Jews : and how I kept back nothing that was profitable 
unto you, but have shewed you, and have taught you 
publickly. and from house to house, testifpng both to the 
Jews, and also to the Greeks, repentance toward Grod, and 
faith toward our Lord Jesus Christ. And now, behold, I 
go bound in the spirit unto Jerusalem, not knowing the 
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'tilings that Bhall befall me there ; save that the Holy Ghoat 
'v^tnesseth in eveiy city, saving that bonds and afflictions 
^xbide me. But none of these things move me, neither 
count I my life dear unto myself, so that I miglit finish 
my course with joy, and the ministry, which I have re- 
ceived of the Loni Jesus, to testify the cospel of the grace 
of GkKl. And now, behold, I ^ow Uiat ye all, amons 
'Whom I have gone preaching the kingdom of Grod, shall 
aee my face no more. Wherefore I take you to record this 
day, that / can pwrefrom the Mood of aU men. For I have 
not dunned to declare imto you all the counsel of God. 
Take heed therefore unto vourselves, and to all the flock, 
over the which the Holy Ghost hath made you overseers, 
to feed the church of God, which he hath purchased with 
his own blood. For I know this, that after my departing 
shall grievoue wolves enter in amon^ you, not sparmg the 
flock. Also of yowr oton selves shsOl men arise, speaking 
perverse things, to draw away disciples after them. There- 
tore watch, and remember, that b^ the space of three years 
I ceased not to warn every one night and day with tears. 
And now, brethren, I commend you to God, and to the 
word of his grace, which is able to build vou up, and to 

f've you an inheritance among all them which are sanctified. 
have coveted no man's silver, or gold, or apparel. Yea, 
ye yourselves know, that these hands have ministered unto 
my necessities^ and to them that were with me. I have 
shewed you all things, how that so labouring ye ought to 
support the weak, and to remember the words of the Lord 
Jestis, how he said, It is more blessed to give than to receive. 
And when he had thus spoken, he kneeled down, and 
prayed with them all. And they all wept sore, and fell 
on I^aul's neck, and kissed him, sorrowing most of all for 
the words which he spake, that they should see his face no 
more. And they accompam'ed him unto the ship.'' 

Notes. 

Elders -^presbyters, Paul calls them overseers (= 
bishops). Hence Irenseus and others suppose that Paul 
held an assembly of all the bishops of the churches of 
Asia. But, as Paul speaks to them as overseers of only 
onefloch, and it distinctly states that he sent "to Ephesus," 
it seems pretty clear that it was only the presbyters of the 
BBveral coiigregatioiis at Ephesos w\ioixi'^% ^ssaxd^^^ 
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Temptations — trials. These persecutions by the Je 
Luke does not narrate, while he records those which Pa^ 
suffered from the Gentiles. 

Greeks = Gentiles. 

Abide = await. 

And^ — should be, even, 

I am pure, dtc. The allusion is to the following 
in Ezekiel : — 

'* When I say unto the wicked. Thou shalt surely die ; 
and thou givest him not warning, nor speakest to warn the 
wicked from his wicked wa^, to save his life ; the same 
wicked man shall die in his iniquity ; but his blood will I 
require at thine hand. Tet if thou warn the wicked, and 
he turn not from his wickedness, nor from his wicked way, 
he shall die in his inicjuity ; but thou hast delivercKi thy 
soul. Again, When a righteous man doth turn from his 
righteousness, and commit iniquity, and I lay a stumbling- 
block before him, he shall die : because thou hast not given 
him warning, he shall die in his sin, and his righteousness 
which he hath done shall not be remembered ; but his 
blood will I require at thine hand. Nevertheless if thou 
warn the righteous man, that the righteous sin not, and 
he doth not sin. he shall surely live, because he is warned; 
also thou hast delivered thy soul." 

Grievous wolves: — unconverted persons entering the 
church, and introducing pernicious doctrines. 

Ofy&ur own «eZve*;— -heretics springing up in the church. 
The church at Ephesus was afterwards under the care of 
Timothy and St. John. From Paul's Epistles to Timothy, 
and from John's writings, we find that Paul's prediction 
was fulfilled. He himself denounces Alexander, Hyme- 
neus, and Philetus, (the latter two of whom held that the 
resurrection was past), as heretics, while John confutes the 
mystic doctrines and immoral practices introduced by false 
converts. 

Three years. He spent actually two years and three 
months at Euhesus ; but from his arrival to his departure 
^aa nearly tnree years : the other nine months he spent in 
visiting the neighbouring churches. 

^hese hands, <&c* Hence Paul must have labored at 
5?^*-makiuff at Ephesus, as well as at Corinth and in 
•^ftcedonia. 
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Support the vseak: — tie., give the weak in the faith no 
opportunity of thinking that the Gospel was a means of 
^ain to its preachers. 

The wards of the Lord Jetut. This saying is not re- 
oorded by either of the Evangelista Doubtless, many 
such sentences of our Lord were well known amongst the 
Ohriatianst 

faul leaves Miletus; sails by way of Cos, 
Bhodes, Fatara, and Tyre to Ftolemais ; — 
thence he proceeds to GsBsarea and Jerusalem. 

^ And it came to pass, that after we were gotten from 
fhem, and had launched, we came with a straight course 
unto Coo%^ and the day following unto Rhodes, and from 
thence unto PcUara; and finding a ship sailing over unto 
Phenicia, we went aboard, and set forth. 

Now when we had discovered Cyprus, we left it on the 
ieft hand, and sailed into Srria, and huided at Tyre ; for 
there the ship was to unlade her burden. And finding 
disciples, we tarried there seven days : who eaid to Pom 
through the Spirit, that he should not go up to Jerusalem, 

And when we liad accomplished those aays, we departed 
and went our way, and they all brought us on our way, 
with wives and children, till we were out of the city; 
and we kneeled down on the shore, and prayed. And 
when we had taken our leave one of another, we took ship; 
and they returned home a^n. 

And when we had fini^ed our course from Tyre, we 
came to Ptolemais, and saluted the brethren, and abode 
with them one day. And the next day we that were oj 
PavTs company departed, and came unto Csesarea ; and 
we entered into the house of Philip the evangelist, which 
was one of the seven; and abode with him. And the same 
man had four daughters, virgins, which did prophesy. 
And as we tarried there many days, there came down from 
Judsea a certain prophet, named Agdbus, And when he 
was come unto us, he took PauFs girdle, and bound his 
own hands and feet, and said, Thus saith the Holy Ghost, 
80 shall the Jews at Jerusalem bind the man that owneth 
this girdle, and shall deliver him into the hands of the 
Gentues* And when we heard these things, both we, and 
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thej of that place, besought him not to go up to Jemsa* 
lem. Then Paul answered, What mean ye to weep and to 
break mine heart? for I am ready not to be bound only, 
but also to die at Jerusalem for the name of the Lord 
Jesus. And when he would not be persuaded, we ceased, 
saying, The will of the Lord be done. 

And after those days we took up our carriage^, and went 
up to Jerusalem. There went with us also certain of the 
disciples of Caesarea, and brought with them one Mnason 
of Cyprus, an old disciple, with whom we should lodge." 

Notes. 

Coosy — or Cos: — ^now called Stanco, — a small island on 
the coast of Caria. 

Patara: — possessed a celebrated temple and oracle of 
Apollo. 

Discovered = sighted. 

Who said, i^Cs They were not instructed 6y the Holy 
Ohost to deter Paul from going to Jerusalem ; but the 
sufferings awaiting him beinff revealed to them, their affec- 
tion for him urged them to dissuade him thence. 

Ptolemais: — -the modem Acco, or Acre, 

We that were of PauPs company. The only persons who 
we are certain accompanied Paul from Acre to Jerusalem 
were Luke, Trophimus, and Aristarchus. Timothy pro- 
bably returned to Ephesus with the elders. 

The seven: — i.e., the seven deacons. 

Agahus: — had formerly, at Antioch, predicted a great 
famine throughout all the world. 

Gentiles: — the Eomans. 

Carriages = baggage. 

At Jerusalem Paul takes a vow upon himself; 
is attacked and dragged &om the Temple hy 
the Jews ; is rescued by the Oaptain of the 
Boman garrison, who allows him to speak 
to the People. 

"And when we were come to Jerusalem, the brethren 
received us gladly. And the day following Paul went in 
with us unto James ; and all the elders were present. And 
when he had saluted them, he declared particularly what 
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things God had wrought amonj^ the Gentiles bj his minis- 
try. And when they heard it, they glorified the Loni, 
and said unto him, Thou seest, brother, how many thou- 
sands of Jews there are which belieye ; and they are all 
zealous of the law : and they are informed of thee, that 
thou teachest all the Jews which are among the Gentiles 
to forsake Moses, saying that they ought not to circumcise 
their children, neither to walk after the customs. }^hat is 
%tf th^iefore? the multitude must needs come together: 
for they will hear that thou art come. Do therefore this 
that we say to thee : We haye four men which have a vow 
on them ; them take, and purify thyself with them, and be 
at charges with them, that they may shaye their heads : and 
all may know that those things, whereof they were informed 
concerning thee, are nothing ; but that thou thyself also 
walkest orderly, and keep^ the law. As touching the 
Gtotiles wliich belieye, we haye written and concluded 
tiiat they obserye no such thing, saye only that they keep 
themselyes from things ofiered to^idols, and from blood, 
and from strangled, and from fornication. 

Then Paul took the men, and the next day purifying 
himself with them, entered into the temple, to signify the 
accomplishment of the days of purificatiou, untu that an 
offering should be offered for eyeiy one of them. 

And when the seven days were almost ended, the Jews 
which were of Asia, when they saw him iu the temple, 
stirred up all the people, and laid hands on him, crying 
out, Men of Israel, nelp: This is the man, that teacheth 
all men eyeiy where against the people, and the law, and 
this place: and further i:)rought Greeks also into the temple, 
and nath polluted this holy place. (For they had seen 
before with him in the city of Trophiiuus an Ephesian, 
whom they supposed that Paul had brought into the 
temple^. And all the city was moyed, and the people ran 
together : and they took Paul, and drew him out of the 
temple ; and forthwith the doors were shut. 

And as they went about to kill him, tidings came unto the 
chief captain of the band, that all Jerusalem was in an 
uproar. Who immediately took soldiers and centurions, 
and ran down unto them ; and when they saw the chief 
captain and the soldiers, they left beating of Paul. Then 
the chief captain came near, and took him, and commanded 
him to be Dound with two chains *, and d^vcvanded who he 
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was, and what he had done. And some cried one thiiQ^|\ 
auiue another, among the mnltitade: and when he co^^!!^ 
not know the certainty for the tumult, he commanded hi^^ 
to be carried into the castle. And when he came upon t^^^ 
stairs, so it was, that he was borne of tiie soldiers for t^^ . 
violence of the people. For the multitude of the peopX^ 
followed after, crying, Away with him. And as Paul wi0^ 
to be led into the castle, he said unto the chief captaii^^ 
May I speak unto thee I Who said, Canst thou sp^Jl^ 
Greek? Art not thou that Egwtian^ which b<^ore thes^^ 
days madest an uproar, and ledoiest out into the wilderm 
four thousand men that were ni%iirderer$% But Paul said, 
I am a man which am a Jew of Tarsus, a city in Cilida, » 
citizen of no mean city ; and, I beseech thee, suffer noe to 
speak unto the people. And when he had given him 
licence, Paul stood on the stairs^ and beckonea with the 
hand unto the people." 

Notes. 

Elders: — presbyters of the congregations at Jerusalem, 
and in the neighbourhood. 

What is it = what is to be done? 

A vmo: — the Nazarite vow. The Nazarites were so 
from birth, (as Samson and John the Baptist), or tern- 
oorarily, the least period of separation being thirty days. 
During this time they must not — 

1. Drink wine or strong drink. 

2. Shave the head. 

3. Touch a corpse. 

At the expiration of the vow they must offer two lambs, 
one ram, a bushel of unleavened bread, and a meat and 
drink offering. 

Sometimes Nazarites were too poor to afford the offer- 
ings, and it was reckoned highly meritorious to bear the 
expense for them, while any one so doing was looked upon 
as a party to the vow. This was what was suggestea to 
Paul, as by doing it he showed his respect for the Cere* 
monial Law. 

Be at charges with them: — i,e., bear the expense of their 
offerings. 

The seven days: — the seven days that were kept holy 
before Pentecost. 

^«ia;— proconsular Asia. 
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The temple: — i,e,y the Inner Court, which Gentiles might 
Hot enter. 

TJie doors were shut. Thej shut the gate of the Inner 
Oourt, that Paul might not take refuge at the altar, and 
Hius secure a regular triaL 

The chief captain of the hand: — the tribune of the cohort 
ivhich formed the garrison of Jerusalem. He and his troops 
ivere stationed in the castle of Antonia, on the north-west 
of the Temple, with the Outer Court of which it was con- 
nected. I>uring the Jewish festivals troops were always 
^ept ready in the castle to put down the tumults that con- 
stantly arose at those seasons. 

Beating, Had Paul brought Trophimus into the Inner 
Court, he would have been liable to instant execution by 
^stripes without measure," and without a trial. 

Thai Egyptian, Josephus gives two accounts of this 
man, (whose name, however, he does not mention), which, 
being reconciled, afford the following information: — An 
IBgyptian impostor collected a number of sicarii (assassins), 
and other desperadoes, and marched to the Mount of 
Olives, where he allured crowds of followers from Jeru- 
salem, until he mustered thirty thousand men. He 
promised that the walls of Jerusalem should fall at his 
bidding. Felix attacked him, slew about four hundred, 
took two hundred prisoners, and dispersed his followers, 
with the exception of a few (the four thousand mentioned 
by Luke), who escaped with the Egyptian into the desert. 
Murderers — sicarii: — so named from the sica^ a short, 
crooked sword worn by them. 

Paul's Speech to the Multitude. 

" And when there was made a great silence, he spake 
unto them in the Hebrew tongue, saying : — 

Men, brethren and fathers, hear ye my defence which 
I make now unto you. (And when they heard that he 
spake in the Hebrew tongue to them, they kept the more 
silencex; and he saith), I am verily a man which am a Jew, 
bom in Tarsus, a city in Cilicia, yet brought up in this 
city at the feet of Gamaliel, and taught according to the 
perfect manner of the law of the fathers, and was zealous 
toward God, as ye all are this day. And I persecuted this 
way unto the death, binding and delivering into prisons 
both men and women. As also tke Vv\^\i y^\»9,^ dvsUxbftax 
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me witness, and all the etiate of the dden; from wliom 
also I received letters onto the brethren, and went to 
Damascus, to bring them which were there boond nnto 
Jerusalem, for to m punished. And it came to pass, that, 
as I made my joumej, and was come nigh unto Damascns, 
about noon, suddenly there shone from heaven a great 
light round about me. And I fell unto the ground, and 
heard a voice saying unto me, Saul, Saul, why perseeutest 
thou me? And I answered, Who art thou, Lord ? And 
he said unto me, I am Jesus of Nazaroth, ^om thou per- 
seeutest. And they thatwero with me saw indeed the 
li^ht, and wero afraid ; but they heard not the voice of 
lum that spake to me. And I said. What shall I do, 
Lord? And the Lord said unto me. Arise, and go into 
Damascus; and thero it shall be told thee of all things 
which are appointed for thee to do. And when I could 
not see for the glory of that light, being led by the hand 
of them that were with me, I came into Damascus. And 
one Ananias, a devout man according to the law, having 
a good report of all the Jews which dwelt there, came 
unto me, and stood, and said unto me, Brother Saul, re- 
ceive thy sight. And the same hour I looked up upon 
him. And ne said, The €k)d of our fathers hath chosen 
thee, that thou shouldest know his will, and see that Just 
One, and shouldest hear the voice of his mouth. For thou 
shalt be his witness unto all men of what thou hast seen 
and heard. And now why tarriest thou? arise, and be 
baptized, and wash away thy sins, calling on the name of 
the Lora. And it came to pass, that, when I was come 
a^ain to Jerusalem,^ even while I prayed in the temple, / 
was in a trance; and saw him, saying unto me. Make 
haste, and get thee quickly out of JerusaXein; for they will 
not receive thy testimony concerning me. And I said. 
Lord, they know that I imprisoned and beat in eveiy 
synagogue them that believed on thee; and when the 
blood of thy martyr Stephen was shed, I also was standing 
by, and consenting unto his death, and kept the raiment 
of them that slew him. And he said unto me. Depart ; 
for I will send thee far hence imto the Gentiles. 

And they gave him audience unto this word^ and then 
lifted up their voices, and said, Awav with such a fellow 
from the earth ; for it is not fit that he should live. And 
as they cried out^ and ca>st off their clothes^ axid \.\vt«w dnat 
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into tbe air, the cHef captain commanded him to^ be 
brought into the castle, and iade that he should he examined 
by scourging; that he might know wherefore they cried so 
against him. And as they bound him with thongs, Paul 
said unto the centurion that stood by, Is it lawful for you 
to scourge a man that is a Boman, and uncondemned 7 
When the centurion heard that, he went and told the chief 
captain, saying, Take heed what thou doest ; for this man 
is a Roman. Then the chief captain came, and said unto 
him, Tell me, art thou a Eoman? He said, Yea. And 
the chief captain answered, With a great sum obtained I 
this freedom. And Paul said. But I was free bom. Then 
straightway they departed &om him which should have 
ejeamined him ; and tne chief captain also was afraid, after 
he knew that he was a Eoman, and because he had bound 
him." 

Notes. 

Hebrew : — Syro-Chaldaic 

The estate of the elders: — ^the Sanhedrim. 

When I ioas come, <&c. : — ^three years after his conversion. 

I was in a trance. It is supposed that it was at this 
time Paul received the miraculous revelation related by him 
in 2 Cor., when he was ''caught up to the third heaven.'' 

Get thee quickly, <&c. From GaL we learn, that Paul 
stayed only fifteen days at Jerusalem. 

Tkis word: — that we Gentiles were to be received into 
the Messiah's kingdom. 

Cast off their clothes: — ready to stone him. 

Bade, dtc, Claudius Lysias had not understood Paul's 
speech, but concluded that he must be guilty of some great 
crime, from the disturbance the people made. 

Examined = tortured 

Paul before the Sanhedrim; the Saddncees 
and Pharisees are divided; Paul is again in 
danger, but Lysias rescues him ; he is en- 
couraged by the Lord Jesus. 

"On the morrow, because he would have known the 
certainty wherefore he was accused of the Jews, he loosed 
him from his bands, and commanded the chief priests and 
all their council to appear, and brougfU Pass! cCovm^^nd a«fc 
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him before them. And Paul, eamestlj beholding the 
council, said: — 

Men, brethren, I have lived in aU good conscience before 
God until this day. And the high priest Aruinias com- 
manded them that stood by him to smite him on the 
mouth. Then Paul said unto him, GUxi shall smite thee, 
thou whited wall ; for sittest thou to judge me after the 
law, and commandest me to be smitten contrary to the 
law ? And they that stood by said, Bevilest thou God's 
high priest ? Then said Paul, / tout noty brethren, that he 
was the high priest; for it is written. Thou shalt not 
speak evil of tne ruler of thy people. But when Paul 
perceived that the one part were Saaducees, and the other 
Pharisees, he cried out m the council. Men and brethren, 
I am a Pharisee, the son of a Pharisee ; of the hope and 
resurrection of the dead I am called in question. 

And when he had so said, there arose a dissension be- 
tween the Pharisees and the Sadducees ; and the multitude 
was divided. For the Sadducees say that there is no re- 
surrection, neither angel, nor spirit; but the Pharisees con- 
fess both. And there ai'ose a great cry ; and the scribes that 
were of the Pharisees* part arose, and strove, saying. We 
find no evil in this man ; but if a spirit or an angel hath 
spoken to him, let us not fi^kt aaainst Ood. And when 
tiiere arose a great dissension, the chief captain, fearing 
lest Paul should have been pulled in pieces of them, com- 
manded the soldiers to go down, and to take him by force 
from among them, and to bring him into the castle. 

And the night following the Lord stood by him, and 
said, Be of good cheer, Paul; for as thou hast testified 
of me in Jerusalem, so must thou bear witness also at 
Rome." 

NOTEP, 

Brought down: — from the castle of Antonia to the coun- 
cil-hall of the Sanhedrim. 

Ananias: — became high-priest, A.D. 47, — was deposed 
by Herod Agrippa II., — and was slain by sicarii at the 
commencement oi the Jewish war. Thus Paul's predic- 
tion, "God shall smite thee," was fulfilled. 

/ toist not — / did not consider, Paul could not have 
been ignorant who Ananias was : he means that he had 
•pokeu hastily. 
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It %8 written: — in Exodus, "Thou shalt not revile the 
gods, nor curse the ruler of thy people." 

The hope and resurrection = tne nope of the resurrection. ^ 
He was on trial for preaching Christianity, which was 
founded on the resurrection. 

Spirit: — of man, after death. 

Let U8 not fight^ Ac, These words are much like those 
of Gamaliel, when the Apostles were brought before the 
council. 

More than forty Jews oonspire to kill Paul; 
his sister's son reveals the plot to Lysias, 
who sends Paul to Felix at CsBsarea. 

**And when it was day, certain of the Jews banded 
together, and hound thcTneelves under a curse, saying that 
they would neither eat nor drink till they had killed PauL 
And they were more than forty which had made this con- 
spiracy. And they came to the chief priests and elders, 
and said. We have bound ourselves unaer a great curse, 
that we will eat nothing until we have slain Paul. Now, 
therefore, ye with the council signify to the chief captain 
that he bring him dotm unto you to-morrow, as though ye 
would inquire something more perfectly concerning him; 
and we, or ever he come near, are ready to kill him. And 
when Faults sister's son heard of their lying in wait, he 
went and entered into the castle, and told Paul. Then 
Paul called one of the centurions unto him, and said, 
Bring this young man unto the chief captain, for he hath 
a cei^ain thing to tell him. So he took nim, and brought 
him -to the chief captain, and said, Paul the prisoner cafled 
me unto him, and prayed me to bring this young man unto 
thee, who hath something to say unto thee. Then the 
diief captain took him by the hand, and went with him 
aside privately, and asked him, What is that thou hast to 
tell me ? And he said. The Jews have agreed to desire 
thee that thou wouldst bring down Paul to-morrow into 
the council, as though they would enquire somewhat of 
him more perfectly. But oo not thou yield unto them ; 
for there he in wait for him more than forty men, which 
have bound themselves with an oath, that they will neither 
eat nor drink till they have "killed Yam \ wA\tfS^R ^x^'^^ms^ 
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readj^ looldoff for a promise from thee. So Uie chief 
captain then let the young man depart, and charged him. 
See thou tell no man that thou hast shewed these things 
tome. 

And he called unto him two centurions, saying. Make 
ready two hundred soldiers to go to Csesarea, and horse- 
men threescore and ten, and spearmen two hundred, at 
the third hour of the night ; and provide them beasts, that 
they may set Paul on, and bring him safe unto Felix the 
governor. And he wrote a letter after this manner: — 
Claudius Lysias unto the most excellent governor Felix 
sendeth greeting. This man was taken of the Jews, and 
should have been killed of them; then came I with an 
army, and rescued him, having understood that he was a 
Rornan, And when I would have known the cause where- 
fore they accused him, I brought him forth into their 
council ; whom I perceived to be accused of questions of 
their law, but to have nothing laid to his charge worthy 
of death or of bonds. And when it was told me how that 
the Jews laid wait for the man, I sent straightway to 
thee, and gave commandment to his accusers also to say 
before thee what they had against him. Farewell. Then 
the soldiers, as it was commanded them, took Paul, and 
brought him by night to Antipatris, On the morrow they 
left the horsemen to go with him, and returned to the 
castle; who, when they came to Csesarea, and delivered 
the epistle to the governor, presented Paul also before 
him. And when the governor had read the letter, he asked 
of what province he was. And when he understood that 
he was of Cilicia : I will hear thee, said he, when thine 
accusers are also come. And he commanded him to be 
kept in Herod's judgment hall/* 
Notes. 

Bound themselves f <&c., — should be, anathematized them- 
selves: — the Jews commonly bound themselves by fearful 
oaths to commit crimes, and, if they failed, could get a 
release from their vow from the rabbins. 

Down: — to the high priest's house, away from the gar- 
rison. 

Paulas sister's son. This is the only mention in the New 
Testament of these individuals. 

A promise: — i.e., to send Paul to the Council. 

Third hour:— 9 p.m. 
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Fdxx: — Antonius Felix, — originally a freedman of 
Claudius; appointed Procurator of Judssa, a.d. 52; a 
cruel and liceutious man ; induced Drusilla, daughter 
of Agrippa L, to leave her husband, Azizus, and live 
with him. 

Qavemor = procurator. 

Should have been killed: — u e,, was on the point of 
being killed. 

'Having understood^ Sc, This crafty lie leaves no doubt 
as to the authenticity of the letter. 

Antipcaris: — so called by Herod the Great in memory 
of his father Antipater, — 26 miles from Jerusalem, on the 
road to Csesarea. 

Judgment haU = prcetorium^ or palace. It was built 
by Herod the Grea^ and was now the residence of the 
procurator : the ^prison would be in its precincts. 



Paul at C-esarea. — ^a.d. 56-58. 

Paul is twice brought before Felix^ and each 

time remanded. 

" And after five days Ananias the high priest descended 
with the elders^ and with a certain orator named Tertiillus, 
who informed the governor against Paul. And when he 
was called forth, Tertullus began to accuse him, saying, 
Seeing that hy thee we enjoy great quietness^ and that very 
worthy deeds are done unto this nation by thy providence^ 
we accept it always, and in all places, most noble Felix, 
with aU thankfulness. Notwithstanding, that I be not 
further tedious unto thee, I pray thee that thou wouldest 
hear us of thy clemency a few words. For we have found 
this man a pestilent fellow, and a mover of sedition among 
all the Jews throughout the world, and a ringleader of the 
sect of the Nazarenes ; who also hath gone about to profane 
the temple ; whom we took, and would have judged ac- 
cording to our law. But the chief captain Lysias came 
upon us, and with great violence took him away out of our 
hands, commanding his accusers to come unto thee: by 
examining of whom thyself mayest take knowledge of all 
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tiieae tliiiigB, wL c t c uf we aocaae him. And the Jews alscF 
msBeDttdj avinf that these things were sou 

Then Pnuly u ter that the goTemor had beckoned unto 
him to speak, answered, Fomsmodi as I know that thou 
hast becai of manj Tears a judge unto this nation, I do 
the more cheeifuUy answer tor myself ; becanae that thou 
mayest understand, that theie are yet hot twelve days 
■inoe I went up to Jerusalem f(»' to worshipt And they 
neither found me in the temple di^mting with any man, 
neither raising up the people, neither in the synagognes, 
nor in the city ; neither can they proTe the things whereof 
they now accuse me. But this I confess unto Uiee, that 
aft^ the way which they call heresy, so worship I the 
God of my fathers, believing all things whidi are written 
in the law and in the prophets; and have hope toward 
God, which they themselves also allow, that there shall be 
a resurrection of the dead, both of the jost and nnjost. 
And herein do I exercise myself, to have always a con- 
science void of offence toward God, and toward men. 
Now after many years I came to bring alms to my nation, 
and offerings. Wherenpon certain Jews from Aaa fonnd 
me purified in the temple, neither with multitude, nor 
with tumult. Who ought to have been here before thee, 
and object, if they had ou^t against me. Or else let 
these same here say, if they have found any evil doing in 
me, while I stood oefore the council, except it be for this 
one voice, that I cried standing among them. Touching 
the resurrection of the dead I am called in questitm by 
you this day. 

And when Felix heard these things, having moreparfm^t 
knowledge of that way^ he deferred them^ and said, nken 
Lytuu the chief captain shall come down, I wiU know the 
uttermost of your matter. And he commanded a centurion 
to keep Paul, aud to let him have liberty, and that he 
should forbid none of his acquaintance to minister or come 
unto him. 

And after certain d^, when Felix came with his wife 
Drusilla^ which was a Jewess, he sent for Paul, and heard 
him concerning the faith in Christ. And as he reasoned 
of righteousness, temperance, and judgment to come, Felix 
trembled, and answered, Go thy way for this time ; when 
I have a convenient season, I will call for thee. He hoped 
also tluit money should have been given him of P&ul, uiat

Elders: — members of the Sanhedrim. 

A certain orator. The Jews, not knowing Latin, and 
being ignorant of Boman forms of law^ were in the habit 
of engaging advocates to represent their causes before the 
Eoman magistrates. 

By thee, dtc. Felix had put down seditions caused by 
his own misgovemment, and repressed assassins whom he 
himself had hired. He hoDce took the name of Pacifier 
of the Province. 

Providertce = foresight. 

2^ world: —the Boman Empire. 

With great violence. This was untrue, no such force 
being mentioned by Luke. 

Whom: — refers to Lysias. 
Herein — on this account. 

Having more perfect, <&c. His wife being a Jewess, and 
there bemg a church at Caesarea to which Cornelius aud 
other Bomans belonged, Felix would have sufficient 
acquaintance with the aoctrines and practice of the 
Gmistians to be aware that they were not seditious, and 
that, consequently, the charges against Paul were false. 

Deferred them. The original is a law term, indicatinff 
that he acquitted Paul. Avarice, however, and fear of 
offending the Jews, induced him still to retain Paul in 
custody. 

When Lysias shall come. Luke does not tell us whether 
Lysias dia come. 

DrusUla: — daughter of Herod Agrippa I., and wife of 
Azizus, king of Emesa, whom she deserted for Felix. 
She and her son by Felix were killed in an eruption of 
Vesuvius. 

Temperance. Felix was eminently debauched. 

Roped that money, Sc. He thought Paul would apply 
the funds he had collected for the relief of the poor, to 
obtain hla release. 
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FestoB suooeeds Felix; Paul is tried be&ie 
hinii and appeals to OsBsaf • 

''Bat after two yean Ponnus FeatuM eame into Fdia^ 
room; and Felix, willing to shew the Jews a pleaaune, left 
Paul bound. Now when Feetos was oome into the pro- 
vince, after three days he aaoended from Caesarea to Jera* 
salenL Then the high priest and the chief of the Jews 
informed him against Paul, and besought him, and desired 
favour against him, that he would send for him to Jem* 
salem, laying wait in the waj to kill him. Bat Festos 
answered, tmit Paul should be kept at Caesarea, and that 
he himself would depart shortly thither. Let them there- 
fore, said he, which among you are 06^0, go down witJi me, 
and accuse this man, if there be any wickedness in him. 

And when he had tarried among them mare than ten 
daySy he went down unto Cs&sarea; and the next day sit- 
ting on the judgment seat commanded Paul to be brought 
And when he was come, the Jews which came down from 
Jerusalem stood round about, and laid many and grievous 
complaints against Paul, which thej coiUd not prove. 
While he answered for himself. Neither against the law 
of the Jews, neither against the temple, nor yet against 
Caesar, have I offended any thing at alL But Festus. 
willing to do the Jews a pleasure, answered Paul, imd 
said, wilt thou go v/p to Jeruealem^cmd there he judged of 
these things before mef Then said Paul, I stand at Caesar's 
judgment seat, where I ought to be judged ; to the Jews 
have I done no wrong, as thou very wett hnowest. For if 
I be an offender, or have committed any thing worthy of 
death, I refuse not to die ; but if thero be none of these 
things whereof these accuse me, no man may deliver me 
unto them. / a/ppeal unto Cceear, Then Festus, when he 
had conferred with the councU, answered. Hast thou ap- 
pealed unto Caesar? unto Caesar shalt thou go." 

Notes. 

Two years. During this time, doubtless, Luke wrote 
^w Gospel, under Paul's supervision. 

Festus: — an able and equitable ruler, — died two years 
'^^ter entering upon his office. 

^ctnie into Felix^ room, Felix was deposed in conse- 
^^©uce of complaints against him by the Jews, for cruelty 
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and injustice. He was not condemned, owing to the in- 
fluence of his brother Pallas. 

TJie MghprieBt: — ^Ismael, who succeeded Ananias. 

Able = authorized (to prosecute Paul). 

More than ten davs^ — snould be, no more than eight or 
ten davs. He prooablj went up to the Feast of Ta- 
bernacles, and remained the week it lasted. 

Wilt thou aOf dtc^ The procurator held a court at Jeru- 
salem, as well as at Caesarea; he seems to have thought 
that in a trial in that city some evidence of Paul's guilt 
might be obtained, since the alleged sedition was stat^ to 
have occurred there. 

Them very weU itnowest Festus must have been satis- 
fied with raul's defence, and knew also that Felix had 
acquitted him. 

I appeal unto Ccesar. This ri^t of appeal by Eoman 
citizens arose from the Yalerian, I^orcian, and Sempronian 
laws. Any Eoman citizen could appeal to the people 
against a magistrate's sentence of scourging or death. The 
appeal was afterwards transferred to the emperors. When 
the appeal was made, the governor was bound to grant it, 
unless in the case of certain heinous offences. Paul made 
this appeal, doubtless, under the influence of the Holy 
Spirit, thus ensuring his '* seeing Home." 

Cassar: — Nero. 

The council: — assessors, chosen by the Roman magis- 
trates to aid them in hearing and deciding causes. 

Agrippa and Bemioe oome to OsBsarea ; Paul is 
brought before Agrippa and Festus; his 
Speeoh and its result ; Festus and Agrippa 
oonfer, and declare his innocenoe. 

"And after certain days king Agrippa and Bernice came 
unto Caesarea to salute Festus. And when they had been 
there many days, Festus declared Paul's cause unto the 
king, saying, There is a certain man left in bonds by Felix; 
about whom, when I was at Jerusalem, the chief priests 
and the elders of the Jews informed me, desiring to have 
judgment against him. To whom I answered, It is not 
the manner of the Komans to deliver any man to die, be- 
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fore that he which is aocused have the aocuaera face to face, 
and have licence to answer for himaelf oouoeming the 
crime laid against him. Therefore, when thej were oome 
hither, without any deky on the morrow I sat on the 
judnnent seat, and commanded the man to be brought 
forUi. Against whom, when the accusers stood up, they 
brought none accusation of such things as I sapposed; 
but 1^ certain questions against him <S their own super- 
itition, and of one Jesus, which was dead, whom Paul 
affirmed to be alive. And because I doubted of such 
manner of questions, I asked him whether he would go 
to Jerusalem, and there be judged of these matters. But 
when Paul had appealed to be reserved unto the hearing 
of Auaustus, I commanded him to be kept till I might 
send him to Caesar. Then Agrippa said unto Festus, I 
would also hear the man myself. To-morrow, said he, 
thou shalt hear him. 

And on the morrow, when Agrippa was come, and 
Beruice, with great pomp, and was entered into the place 
of hearing, with the chief captains^ and principal men of 
the city, at Festus' commandment Paul was brought forth. 
And Festus said, King Agrippa, and all men which are 
here present with us, ye see this man, about whom all the 
multitude of the Jews have dealt with me, both at Jeru- 
salem, and also here, crying that he ought not to live any 
longer. But when I found that he had committed nothing 
worthy of death, and that he himself hath appealed to 
Augustus, I have determined to send him. Of whom I 
have uo certain thing to write unto my lord. Wherefore 
I have brought him forth before you, and speci^dly before 
thee, O king Agrippa, that, after examination had, I 
might have somewnat to write. For it seemeth to me 
unreasonable to send a prisoner, and not withal to signify 
the crimes laid against him. Then Agrippa said unto 
Paul, Thou art permitted to speak for thyself. 

Then Paul stretched forth the hand, and answered for 
himself ; I think myself happy, king Agrippa, because I 
shall answer for myself this aay before thee touching all 
the things whereof I am accused of the Jews ; especially 
because I know thee to he expert in all customs and questions 
which are among the Jews; wherefore I beseech thee to 
hear me patiently. My manner of life from my youth, 
which was at the first among mine own. nation at J^TVjL^aJLem^ 
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know all the Jews; which knew me from the begiDninpr. 
if they would testify, that after the most straitest sect of 
oar rdigum I lived a Pharisee. And now I stand and am 
judged for the hope of the promise made of God unto our 
fathers : unto which promise our twelve tribes, itittantlv 
serving God daj and night, hope to come. For which 
lope's sake, king Agrippa, I am accused of the Jews. 
Wnv should it be thought a thing incredible with you, that 
God should raise the dead ? I verily thought with myself. 
fliat I ouffht to do man^ things contrary to the name of 
Jesos of Nazareth. Wmch thing I also did in Jerusalem; 
and many of the saints did I shut up in prison, having 
received authority from the chief priests ; and when they 
were put to death, 1 game my voice against them. And I 
punished them oft in every synagogue, and compelled them 
to blaspheme ; and being exceedingly mad against them, 
I persecuted them even unto strange cities. Whereupon 
as I went to Damascus with authority and commission 
from the chief priests, at middav, king, I saw in the 
way a light from heaven, above tne brightness of the sun, 
aTiiTiing round about me and them which journeyed with 
me. And when we were all fallen to the earth, I heard a 
voice roeakinff unto me, and saying in the Hebrew tongue, 
Saul, Haul, why persecutest thou me? it is hard for thee 
to kick against the pricks. And I said. Who art thou. 
Lord? And he said,! am Jesus whom thou persecutest. 
But rise^ and stand upon thy feet; for I have appeared unto 
thee for this purpose^ to make thee a minister and a witness 
both of these things which thou hast seeny and of those 
things in the which I will appear unto thee; delivering thee 
from the people^ and from the OentileSy unto whom now I 
send thee, to open their eyes, and to turn them from dark- 
ness to light, and from the power of Satan unto God, that 
they may receive forgiveness of sins, and inheritance among 
them which are sanctified hy faith that is in me. Where- 
upon, O king ^grippa, I was not disobedient unto the 
heavenlv vision ; but shewed first unto them of Damascus, 
and at Jerusalem, and throughout all the coasts of Judaea, 
and then to the Gentiles, that they should repent and turn 
to Gk)d, and do works meet for repentance. For these 
causes the Jews caught me in the temple, and went about 
to kill me. Having therefore (btaiued help of God, I 
continue unto this day, witnessing botVi \a ^mvvVV vNMd ^^v\.t>^ 
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saying none other thui|;8 than those which the prophets 
and Moees did say shooM come : that Christ should suffer, 
and that he should be the first that should rise finm the 
deadf and should shew light unto the people, and to the 
Gentiles. And as he thus spake for himself, Festus said 
with a loud voice, Paul, thou art beside thyself ; much 
learning doth make thee mad. But he said, I am not 
mad, most noble Festus; but ^peak forth the words of 
truth and soberness. For the king knoweth of these things, 
before whom also I ^peak freelj ; for I am persuaded tiiat 
none of these things are hidden from him ; for this thing 
was not done in a comer. King A^ppa, belieyest thou 
the prophets? I know that thou beheyest Then A^rij^ 
said unto Paul, Almost thou persuadest me to be a Christian. 
And Paul said, I would to God, that not only thou, but 
also all that hear me this day, were both almost, and 
altogether such as I am, except these bonds. 

And when he had thus spoken, the king rose up, and 
the governor, and Bemice, and they that eat with them ; 
and when they were gone aside, they talked between them- 
selves, saying, This man doeth nothing worthy of death or 
of bonds. Then said A^ppa unto Festus, This man 
might have been set at hberty, if he had not appealed 
unto Caesar." 
Notes. 

Agrvppa: — Agrippa II.,— son of Agrippa I. At his 
father's death he was considered too young to succeed him, 
and, accordingly, a procurator was appointed to govern 
the kingdom, while the superintendence of the Temple 
and the appointment of high priest were conferred on 
Herod, king of Chalcis, the brother of Agrippa 1. On his 
death, the sovereignty of Chalds, with the ecclesiastical 
authority, was riven to Agrip^ II. ; soon afterwards 
Claudius granted him the tetrachies formerly governed by 
Philip and Lysanias. He was pompous and debauched, 
and oied at Rome in the reign of Trajan. 

Bemice^ Cor Berenice) :— sister of Agrippa II., and widow 
of her uncle Herod of Chalcis ; was now living as wife 
with her own brother ; afterwards married Ptolemon, king 
of Pontus and Cilicia, but returned to her brother. She 
was, later, connected with Vespasian and Titus. 

To salute Festus: — 1.0., to congratulate him on his ac- 
ceesiou. 
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Jkdartd PomPm eaute: — because Agrippa was super- 
lotendent of the Temple, which the Jews accused Pam of 
prafaning. 

Superstition = ^ peculiar religious system." 

iltt^rtM^iw = Tenerable. The title was not peculiar to 
OctaYianus, who first bore it, but was applied lb all the 
emperors. 

Vhief captcdns: — ^tribunes of cohorts. 

Becauie I know thee, Sc, Agrippa I. had caused his son 
to be well instructed in the Jewish religion ; he had also 
been six years superintendent of the Temple. 

Bdigion = manner, service, — ^the outward part of re- 
ligion. The word occurs in only one other place, the First 
Epistle of James, — '* Pure religion and undefiled," &c. 

The hope of the promise: — ^the coming of the Messiah. 

Instantly = earnestly. 

JUame = person and religion. 

/ gave my voice = voted ; hence Paul was, probably, a 
memDer of the Sanhedrim. It would seem that the «fews 
were now, though thev had not been at the time of Christ's 
crdci&don, allowed oy tiie Bomans to inflict death for 
offences acainst religion.

DiFFERSNCES IN THE THREE ACCOUNTS OF SaUL's 

CONVERSION. 

1. LuJc^s narrative. The only circumstance peculiar to 

this account is, that Said was blind, and did not 
eat or drink for three days after his conversion. 

2. PavTs account in his speech at Jerusalem,, The only 

point peculiar is that the voice replied to his query, 
— " I am Jesus of Nazareth^* &c. 

Paul states in this version that those who were 
with him saw the light, "but \veaiOk xioV. >i)ckft '^^Sssfev 
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while Lake statee that they beard the Toioe, but 
•aw DO man. 

There ia here no contradiction : — they heard a 
sound of a voice, but did not undergtand wYlbJl was 
said. 

3. Pavr8acc(mrUinhU9peeehh€foreFegtmamiAgrip^ 
Points peculiar : — 
1). All his companions fell to the ground. 
£2). The voice spoke to hun in Hebrew, 

Paul, in this version, blends the commission given 
to him afterwards with what was said to him at his 
conversion, makingboth appear to have been nttered 
on this occasion. He also carries the narrative only 
as far as Christ's speech to him. sajing nothing 
of his entering Damascus, and oeing visited by 
Ananias. 

Paul's Voyage to Some. a.d. 58-59. 

^ And when it was determined that we should sail into 
Italy, they delivered Paul and certain other prisoners unto 
one named Julius, a centurion of Avjguttv£ hand. And 
entering into a ship of Adram^ivm, we launched, mean- 
ing to ^il l>y ^^6 coasts of Asia; one Aristarchus, a Ma- 
cedonian of Tbessalonica, beii^ with us. And the next 
day we touched at Sidon. And Julius courteously en- 
treacled Paul, and gave him liberty to go unto his friends 
to refresh himself. And when we had launched from 
thence, we sailed under Cyprus, because the winds were 
contrary. And when we had sailed over the sea of Cilicia 
and Paraphylia, we came to Myra, a city of Lycia. And 
there the centurion found a ship of Alexandria sailing 
into Italy; and he put us therem. And when we had 
sailed slowly many days, and scarce were come over acainst 
Coidus, the wind not suffering us, we sailed under Crete, 
over against Salmone ; and hardly passing it, came unto a 
place which is called The fair havens; nigh whereunto 
was the city of Lasea. Now when much tims was spent, 
and wlien sailing was now dangerous, because the fast was 
now already past, Paul admonished them, and said unto 
them, Sirs, I perceive that this voyage will be with hurt 
and much damage, not only of the lading and ship, but 
also of our Uvea, Nevertheless the centurion believed the 
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matter and the owner of the ship, more than those things 
which were spoken by PauL And because the haven was 
not commodious to winter in, the more part advised to 
depart thence also, if by any means they might attain to 
Pienice^ and there to winter ; which is an haven of Crete, 
aod lieth toward the south-west and north-west. And 
when the south wind blew softly, supposing that they had 
obtained their purpose, loosing thence, they sailed close by 
Crete. But not long after there arose against it a 
tempestuous wind, called Evroclydon. And when the ship 
was caught, and could not bear up in the wind, we let her 
drive. And running under a certain island which is called 
Clauda^ we had much work to come by the boat; wliich 
when they had taken up, they used helps, undergirding 
the ship; and, fearing lest they should fall into the quick- 
iandSf strake sail, and so were driven. And we being ex- 
ceedingly tossed with a tempest, the next day they lightened 
the ship ; and the third day we cast out with our own hands 
the tacKling of the ship. And when neither sun nor stars 
in many days appearea, and no small tempest lay on us, 
all hope that we should be saved was then taken away. 
But aner long abstinence Paul stood forth in the midst of 
them, and said, Sirs, ye should have hearkened unto me, 
and not have loosed from Crete, and to have gained this 
harm and loss. And now I exhort you to be of good 
cheer ; for there shall be no loss of any man's life among 
you, but of the ship. For there stood by me this night 
the angel of God, whose I am, and whom I serve, sayiuff. 
Fear not, Paul ; thou must be brought before Ceesar ; and, 
lo, God hath given thee all them that sail with thee. 
Wherefore, sirs, be of good cheer ; for I believe God, that 
it shall be even as it was told me. Howbeit we must be 
cast upon a certain island. But when the fourteenth 
night was come, as we were driven up and down in A dria, 
about midnight the shipmeu deemed that they drew near 
to some countxy ; and sounded, and found it twenty fa- 
thoms; and when they had gone a little further, they 
sounded again, and found it fifteen fathoms. Then fearing 
lest we should have fallen upon rocks, they cast four 
anchors oiU of the stern, and wished for the day. And as 
the shipmen were about to flee out of the ship, when thev 
liad let down the boat into the sea, under colour as though 
Uiey would have cast anchors out of the foreship, Paul

said to the centmion and to the soldiers, Except these 
abide in the ship, ye cannot be saved. Then the soldiers 
cut off the ropes of the boat, and let her liall otL And 
while the day was coming on, Panl besought th^n all to 
take meat, saying, This day is the fourteenth day that ye 
have tarried and oontinuea fasting, having taken nothing. 
Wherefore I pray you to take some meat ; for this is for 
your health ; for there shall not an hair fall from the head 
of any of you. And when he had thus spoken, he took 
bread, and gave thanks to God in presence of them all ; 
and when he had broken it, he began to eat. Then were 
they all of good cheer, and they also took some meat. And 
we were in all in the ship two hundred threescore and six- 
teen souls. And when they had eaten enou^, they 
lightened the ship, and cast out the wheat into the sea. 
^d when it was day, thei^ knew not the land; but they 
discovered a certain creek with a shore, into the which they 
were minded, if it were possible, to thrust in the ship. 
And when they had taken up the anchors, they committed 
themselves unto the sea, and loosed the rudder bands^ and 
hoised up the maiusail to the wind, and made toward ^ore. 
And falling into a place where two seas met, they ran the 
ship aground ; and the forepart stuck fast, and remained 
unmoveable, but the hinder part was broken with the vio- 
lence of the waves. And tne soldiers' counsel was to kill 
the prisoners, lest any of them should swim out, and 
escape. But the centurion, willing to save Paul, kept them 
from their purpose ; and commanded that they which could 
swim should cast themselves first into the sea, aud get to 
land ; and the rest, some on boards, and some on broken 
pieces of the ship. And so it came to pass, that they 
escaped all safe to land. 

Aud when they were escaped, then they knew that the 
island was called Melita, And the barbarous people shewed 
us no little kindness ; for they kindled a lire, aud received 
us every one, because of the present rain, and because of 
the cold. And when Paul had gathered a bundle of sticlro, 
and laid them on the fire, there came a viper out of the 
heat, and fastened on his hand. And wbeu the barbarians 
saw the venomous beast hang on his hand, they said among 
themselves. No doubt this man is a murderer, whom, 
though he hath escaped the sea, yet vengeance suffereth 
not to live* And he shook off the beast into the fine, and 
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fdt no harm, Howbeit they looked when he should have 
swoIleD, or fallen down dead suddenly ; but after they hivd 
locJLed a creat while, and saw no harm come to him, they 
changed their minds, and said that he was a god. In the 
same quarters were possessions of the cAteF man of the 
iUandj whose name was Publius ; who received us, and 
lodged us three days courteously. And it caine to pass, 
that the father of Publius lay sick of 2l fever and of a 
Uoody fiux: to whom Paul entered in, and prayed, and 
laid luB hands on him, and healed him. So when this was 
done, others also, which had diseases in the island, came, 
and were healed; who also honoured us with many 
honours ; and when we departed, they laded us with such 
things as were necessary. 

And after three mouths we departed in a ship of 
Alexandria, which had wintered in the isle, whose %ign 
was Castor and Pollux, And landing at Syracuse, we 
tarried there three days. And from thence we fetched a 
compass^ and came to Bhegium ; and after one day the 
Boutn wind blew, and we came the next day to PtUeoli: 
where we found brethren, and were desired to tarry with 
them seven days; and so we went toward Rome. And 
from thence, when the brethren heard of us, they came to 
meet us as far as Apiiforam^ and The three taverns; whom 
when Paul saw, he thanked God, and took coura^. And 
when we came to Rome, the centurion delivered the pri- 
soners to the captain of the guard; but Paul was suffered 
to dwell by himself with a soldier that kept him/' 
Notes. 
When it was determined: — 1.«., when the time of de- 
parture was settled. 

We: — hence Luke, (with Aristarchus), accompanied 
Paul. 

A centurion of Augustus^ hand: — probably one of the 
emperor's body-guard. These were chosen from the Prae- 
torian guard, and held the rank of centurion ; they had 
recently been named Augustans by Nero. 

Adramyttium: — a port of Mysia. The vessel was goinff 
thither, — not to Rome, but the centurion expected to fina 
on the way a ship that might take them there. 

Entreated = treated. 

Under Cyprus: — near the coast of Cyprus, between that 
island and Asia Minor. 
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The wMIm wart oontranf. It was now antnmn, when 
riolent N. W. winds prevail in the Archipelago ; hence the 
ship was obliged to sail under the lee of Cjpras, instead 
of taking the open sea outside the island, as Paul's vessel 
did in his voyage from Miletus to Tyre. 

A skip of Alexandria^ dkc. The grain-ships of Egypt 
were very laige ; it is supposed this one might be of 1200 
tons burden. 

In favourable weather vessels from Alexandria sailed to 
Italy outside Crete ; when the winds were adverse, they 
sailed inside the island. The ship of the text was, 
evidently, pursuing the latter course, and seems to have 
been driven into Myra by stress of weather. 

Scarce = with diflculty. 

Not nujjering us, — i.c., to proceed westward, as they in- 
tended. The wind was the Etesian, which blows from 
the N.W. 

Fair HavcTis, Neither this port, nor Lasea, is mentioned 
by ancient authors; but the site is known. The plural 
''havens'' is used, because there were two harbouns 
adjacent. 

Much time: — long enough to found a church, of which 
Titus was made bi^op. 

Sailing was now dangerous. Navigation ceased amongst 
the ancients from October to March, owing to the pre- 
valence of storms, and the dark and rainy weather, which 
hid the sun and stars, — their only guides, in the absence 
of the compass. 

The fast: — the great Fast of Expiation, or Day of 
Atonement, celebrated on Tisri 10th, (the beginning of 
October). 

Master: — pilot. 

Phenice: — Phoenix, a port on the S.W. of Crete.* 

It: — 1.0., the island. 

Euroclydon^ — signifies a wind that raises huge waves. 
It was one of those N.E. winds called Levanters, A south 
wind in the Mediterranean frequently changes very sud- 
denlv to the north. 

Cfauda, — now Gozzo. 

The boat: — had been towed behind by a rope. 

Undergirding : — by winding ropes or chains horizontally 
round the hull from stem to stem. 
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The quicksands: — the Greater and Lesser S3rrtis off the 
African coast, — described by Sallust, iu the Jugurtha, 

Adria: — the Adriatic. The name was formerly applied 
to all the Mediterranean lying between Greece, Italy, and 
Africa. 

Deemed, They, probably, heard the breakers. 

Sounded, These soundings correspond with those taken 
since. 

Out of the stem: — to keep the prow towards land. 

They knew not the land: — because it was not near the 
harbour of Valetta, the only port of the island with which 
they would be acquainted. 

A certain creek with a shore: — t.e., with a level shore. 
This description exactly accords with the modern St. Paul's 
Bay, which is regarded as the scene of the sliipwreck. 

Taken up : — should be, cut off. 

Loosed the rudder-hands. Ancient ships were steered 
by two paddles at the stem, one on each quarter ; when at 
anchor, these were lifted out of the water, and secured by 
lashings, or rudder-hands. 

The fore-part stuck fast. The bottom of St. Paul's Bay 
is of mud, covering strong clay. 

They knew: — from the inhabitants. 

Melita: — ^now Malta, Some think that it was Meleda 
an island in the Gulf of Venice. 

Barharous, The Greeks and Bomans thus named all 
who did not speak their language. The Maltese were of 
Phoenician origin and language. 

Viper, No venomous reptiles are now found in Malta, 
owing to the destruction of the woods, and extensive 
cultivation. 

Felt no harm: — ^thus realizing Christ's promise, recorded 
by Mark, — " They shall take up serpents, and it shall not 
hurt them." 

Chief man of the island: — deputy of the prsetor of 
Sicily, to whicn province it belonged. 

Fever and hloody fluXy — seems to have been a complica- 
tion of jaundice and dysentery. The technical language 
is a proof of Luke's medical education. 

Sign: — ^probably th« figure-head. 

Castor and Pollux: — twin softs of Jupiter and Leda, 
and tutelary deities of mariners. The Constellation Oemini, 
named in their honour, is viaible ouly m &vft "woattLW. 
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PffieoH: — rxMynX&A for its hatha and springK. Slips 
from the Em^ asiuUly lioulad their cargoes farBtamfr tiierey 
as Uiere ^wtm no sale hsrfooar further on. 

Appii Fomtm: — so naned from Appios mamHim^ ^^^iio 
conetnieted the Appiau Way. 

Three Tcmenu: — so called from bong at first a mere 
baitingi-|:^aoe. 

The captmn of the guard. The captain of the Fnstonan 
gnard al this time was Barrhns, a man of lofty character; 
He was poisoned, about toa months after^ by Nero's ordos^ 
for opposing Octavia's divoieft.

And when they had a|>pointed him a day, th^re came

testified the kingdom el God, persuading tk»n coseeniBi^ 

^UmKfy both out ol the law ci Moaes, az^ towt oi \]hft ^t^ 
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pbeto, from morning till evening. And some believed the 
thiDgB which were spoken, and some believed not. And 
when they agreed not among themselves, they departed, 
after that Paul had spoken one word, Well spake the Holy 
Ghost by Esaias the prophet onto our fathers, Baying, Qo 
onto this people, and say. Hearing ye shall hear, and shall 
not understand ; and seeing ye sludl see, and not perceive; 
for tiie heart of this people is waxed gross, and tneir ears 
are doll of hearing, and their eyes have they closed ; 
lest they should see with their eyes, and hear with their 
ears, and understand with their heart, and should be con- 
verted, and I should heal them. Be it known therefore 
unto vou, that the salvation of Grod is sent unto the 
Gentiles, and that they will hear it. And when he had 
said these words, the Jews departed, and had great reason- 
ing among themselves. 

And Paul dwelt tv>o whole years in his own hired house, 
and received all that came in unto him, preaching the 
kingdom of God, and teaching those things which concern 
the Lord Jesus Christ, with all confideuce, no man for- 
bidding him." 

Notes. 

The chief of the Jews. Claudius had banished the Jews; 
th^3^ returned in Nero's first year, but the edict of banish- 
ment was not repealed. 

We neither received, <&c. The Jews would not send 
Paul's accusers from Jerusalem, until called upon to do so 
by the imperial mandate. 

Saying, The passage reads thus in Isaiah : — 

'' And he said. Go, and tell this people. Hear ye indeedp^ 
but understand not ; and see ye indeed, but perceive notT 
Make the heart of this people fat, and make their ears 
heavv, and shut their eyes ; lest they see with their eyes, 
and hear with their ears, and understand Tvith their heart, 
and convert, and be healed." 

Christ quotes this passage in the same sense. The spi- 
ritual blindness of the Jews beinff wilful, Grod gave them 
up, like Pharaoh, to " hardness of heart," and consequent 
destruction. 

Two years: — ^from his arrival at Home. 
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The Acts of the Apostles ends here; but we gather 
from his Epistles the following particulars of Paul's First 
ImprisoDment at Borne, and his after career : — 

During his two jeans' imprisonment he had for com- 
panions Aristarchus, John Mark, Jesus called Justus, 
JSpaphras, Luke, and Demas(who afterwards forsook him). 
He converted Onesimus, and received aid finom Philippi. 
He wrote the Epistles to the Ephesians, Colossians, 
Philemon, and the Philippians, in which are the following 
mentions of himself : — 
Ephes. I Paul, the prisoner of Jesus Christ. I am an 

ambassador in bonds. 

Phil, Mj bonds in Christ are manifest in all the palace. 

I trust in the Lord that I also myself shall 

come shortly. 

PhUem, Prepare me also a lodging: for I trust that 

through your prayers I shall be given unto you. 

After two years' imprisonment at Home, Paul seems to 
have been released, and to have started in company with 
Timothy and Titus for his 

Fourth Apostolic Journey. 

He visited Crete (where he left Titus as bishop), — Co- 
lossse, — Ephesus (leaving Timothy over the chuitsh there); 
— passed through Troas to Macedonia, where he wrote the 
First Epistle to Timothy, and that to Titus ; — was joined 
at Nicopolis by Titus, and proceeded thence to Corinth 
and Ephesus. 

He afterwards (we know not how, where, or when), 
was again arrested, and imprisoned at Borne. 

During his Second Imprisonment he had with him Titus, 
Tychicus, Crescens, and Luke, who was at last his only 
companion, until Timothy, (with John Mark), came at his 
request, (and was imprisoned, but afterwards set at liberty). 

He wrote, during this period, II. Timothy and Hebrews, 
(if he was its author). 

Tradition says, that before his Second Imprisonment he 
travelled into Spain, and even as far West as Britain; but 
this seems utterly without foundation.
